Brevities. 

The  Merthyr  Tydfil  Guardians  have  decided  to  appoint 
a  dispenser  for  the  infirmary  at  a  salary  of  30/.  per  annum 
(C.  <£■  D.  September  14.  index  folio  424). 

Mr.  David  Sturton,  Fitzroy  Street,  Cambridge,  was  on 
September  29  ordered  to  pay  the  education  portion  of  the 
poor  rate  which  from  conscientious  motives  he  had  refused 
to  pay. 

Plans  of  alterations  to  the  premises  of  the  Timothy 
White  Co..  Ltd.,  at  the  junction  of  High  Street  and 
Carvel  Lane,  Cowes,  have  been  passed  by  the  Urban 
Council. 

The.  National  Union  for  Christian  Social  Service  had  an 
acre  and  a  half  under  peppermint  cultivation  at  Lingfield, 
Surrey,  this  season,  but  the  yield  was  poor — only  about 
30  lb.'  of  oil. 

The  whippet  bitch  "  Scilla,"  owned  by  Mr.  W.  H. 
Grimshaw,  chemist  and  druggist,  132  Darwen  Street, 
Blackburn,  won  the  first  prize  ;:nd  championship  at  Edin- 
burgh Dog  Show  on  October  3. 

The  Southwark  Guardians  expended  1,748/.  on  drugs 
and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  during  the  past  year, 
as  follows  :  Ohristehurch  Workhouse,  145/.  ;  Newington 
Workhouse,  201/.  ;  St.  George's  Workhouse,  79/.  ;  in- 
firmary, 1.320/.  :  and  Children's  Homes,  3/. 

Sir  Alfred  E.  Bateman,  Mr.  W.  F.  Wintour,  Mr.  Walter 
F.  Reid,  F.I.C..  F.C.S.,  and  Mr.  E.  Wyldbore-Smith  have 
been  appointed  by  the  Foreign  Secretary  to  represent  the 
British  Government  at  the  forthcoming  conference  at 
Berlin  for  the  regulation  of  international  exhibitions. 

Burglars  gained  entry  to  the  premises  of  Freeman's 
Chlorudyne,  Ltd.,  at  70  Kennington  Park  Road,  London, 
S.E.,  on  October  9,  by  climbing  a  tree,  walking  over  a 
roof  and  smashing  a  thick  plate-glass  window.  The 
intruders  stole  keys,  rifled  desks,  cupboards,  etc.,  and 
generally  damaged  the  office  furniture. 

In  the  Lord  Street  and  Bold  Street  establishments  of 
Messrs.  Thompson  &  Capper,  Ltd.,  Liverpool,  the  whole 
range  of  Rexall  goods  is  on  view.  The  windows  are 
draped  in  royal  blue,  while  across  the  top  portion  of 
the  window  is  a  royal  blue  poster  with  the  word  "  Rexall" 
in  white  letters.  The  display  is  very  dignified,  the  prices 
being  a  little  above  the  ordinary  British  artisan's  pocket. 

Brockhurst. 

The  "Gardeners'  Chronicle"  of  October  5  gives  an 
account  of  the  gardens  at  Brockhurst,  East  Grinstead,  the 
residence  of  Mr.  F.  Janson  Hanbury,  F.L.S.  (Messrs. 
Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.).  The  article  is  illustrated  with 
several  photographs,  the  first  of  which  is  a  Turner-like 
view  of  the  mansion  from  the  lake,  the  second  is  of  the 
terrace  and  drive,  the  third  is  a  view  from  the  terrace, 
and  the  fourth  a  section  of  the  recently  constructed  rockery. 
Our  contemporary  states  that 

Brockhurst  is  interesting  not  only  to  lovers  of  l>eautiful 
gardens,  but  to  the  naturalist  and  botanist,  for  the  museum 
contains  a  complete  collection  of  British  Lepidoptera,  and 
the  herbarium  some  70,000  specimens  of  British  plants.  The 
gardens  also  contain  numerous  rare  British  plants.  A  former 
owner  planned  the  gardens  and  uleasure-grounds,  but  Mr. 
Hanbury  has  developed  them,  so  that  to-day  they  are  among 
the  finest  in  the  country.  The  rock-garden  is  one  of  the 
most  extensi.ve  in  these  islands,  for,  although  not  yet  finished, 
it  is  one-eighth  of  a  mile  in  length,  and  consists  of  a  ravine 
cut  in  the  natural  rock,  with  shelving,  irregular  sides,  the 
home  of  rare  and  interesting  species. 

Mr.  Hanbury  is  specially  successful  in  the  cultivation  of 
many  uncommon  plants  obtained  from  the  late  Sir  Thomas 
Hanbury \s  garden  at  La  Mortola,  and  he  has  extended 
the  magnificent  collection  of  orchids  which  he  grew  when 
he  resided  at  Clapton.  The  greater  part  of  the 
"  Chronicle  "  article  is  devoted  to  the  orchid-houses. 
Store-prices. 

The  stores  circular  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Co-operative 
Society,  Ltd.,  for  October  gives  five  pages  to  the  drug 


department,  the  space  being  chiefly  devoted  to  A.  and  N. 
specialities.  The  changes  are  few.  Senna-pods  (Alex.) 
have  advanced  to  Is.  6d.  per  lb.  ;  and  additions  are  Hall's 
wine,  half-bottles  2s.  ;  Armour's  motorist's  soap-paste, 
bd.  tin.  ;  eau  de  Cologne  (opp.  Jiilichs  Platz),  8-oz.  bottles, 
4?.  Ad.  ;  bunion-destroyers,  IQd,  each,  and  corn-destroyers 
bil.  each.  A  reproduction  of  the  "  Rensfield "  syphon- 
aerating  machine  (27/.)  occupies  a  third  of  a  page. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

A  tuberculosis  department  has  been  inaugurated  by 
the  Birmingham  Dispensary,  which  has  half-a-dozen  or 
more  large  institutions  distributed  about  the  city. 

An  extra  special  attempt,  says  our  local  correspondent, 
is  to  be  made  to  infuse  newer  life  into  the  supposed  dry 
bones  of  pharmacy.  With  that  object  in  view  an  urgently 
whipped  meeeting  of  the  Council  of  the  M.P.A.  was 
called  on  October  9. 

Sale  of  Proprietary  Articles. 

At  the  meeting  of  Bradford  Chamber  of  Trade  on  Octo- 
ber 7,  the  sale  of  proprietary  articles  and  the  meagre 
profits  thereon  were  discussed  as  the  outcome  of  a  proposal 
that  the  delegates  of  the  Chamber  to  the  Conference  of  the 
National  Chamber  of  Trade  should  support  the  resolution 
which  stands  in  the  name  of  the  Smethwick  Traders' 
Association,  the  purport  of  which  is  that  in  view  of  the 
small  profits  derived  from  the  sale  of  proprietary  articles 
the  National  Chamber  should  urge  affiliated  associations  to 
refrain  from  pushing  the  sale  of  branded  goods.  It  was 
pointed  out  by  a  number  of  speakers  that  chemists,  grocers, 
and  other  tradesmen  have  only  themselves  to  blame  if  they 
receive  no  adequate  financial  benefit  from  the  sale  of 
proprietary  articles.  It  might  be  true  that  the  proprietors 
expend  large  sums  in  advertising  their  specialities,  but  this 
is  no  reason  why  the  retailers  should  have  to  be  satisfied 
with  a  profit  which  in  many  cases  is  almost  nil.  It  was 
decided  that  the  Bradford  delegates  should  support  the 
Smethwick  resolution. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  Lambeth  analyst  reports  that  during  the  last  fort- 
night two  samples  each  of  citric  acid,  tartaric  acid,  cream 
of  tartar,  and  milk  of  sulphur  were  analysed,  and  found 
to  be  genuine. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-eight  samples  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  of  London  analyst  during  the  nine 
weeks  ended  September  14.  These  included  olive  oil  (19), 
compound  liquorice-powder  (6),  vinegar  (5),  boric-acid  oint- 
ment (4),  mustard  (3),  compound  rhubarb-pills  (2),  zinc 
ointment  (2),  camphorated  oil  (1),  and  cream  of  tartar  (1). 
One  sample  of  olive  oil  contained  50  per  cent,  of  arachis 
oil,  and  a  vinegar  sample  was  37  per  cent,  deficient  in 
acetic  acid. 

Mayoralties. 

Mr.  S.  W.  Royse,  of  Messrs.  S.  W.  Roys©  &  Co.,  chemi- 
cal merchants,  Manchester,  is  retaining  the  Lord 
Mayoralty  of  the  city  for  a  second  year. 

Mr.  Arthur  Michael  Samuel,  48  Montagu  Square, 
London,  who  is  a  director  of  the  Apollinaris  Co.,  Ltd., 
is  to  be  the  next  Lord  Mayor  of  Norwich. 

Mr.  E.  Card  well,  J.  P.,  chemist  and  druggist,  Lan- 
caster, and  Mr.  C.  H.  Waterhouse,  J.P.,  of  Messrs.  J. 
Waterhouse  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  Ashton-under- 
Lyne,  have  declined  to  continue  in  office  for  a  second  year. 

Mr.  Thomas  Kay,  of  Kay  Bros.,  Ltd.,  Stockport,  has 
accepted  the  unanimous  invitation  extended  to  him  by  the 
Heywood  Town  Council  to  be  Mayor.  Mr.  Kay  left  Hey- 
wood,  his  native  town,  nearly  fifty  years  ago,  and  has 
never  been  a  member  of  the  Town  Council. 

Alderman  John  Frederick  Weidner,  the  Mayor-Elect 
of  Newcastle,  is  a  director  of  Messrs.  Weidner,  Hopkins 
&  Co.,  shipowners  and  merchants,  and  along  with  his  co- 
director,  Major  C.  H.  Innes-Hopkins,  controls  the  North 
of  England  Chamois  Co.,  Ltd.,  Dean  Street,  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne.

Nitric  Acid  from  Coke-oven  Gas.— "  The  Times" 
(Engineering  Supplement),  October  9,  gives  a  description 
of  a  plant  for  the  production  of  nitric  acid  and  other  nitrates 
from  coke-oven  gas  which  is  now  being  constructed  at  the 
De  Wendel  colliery,  near  Haram,  in  Westphalia.  The  pro- 
cess employed  is  the  outcome  of  experiments  which  Pro- 
fessor Hausser  has  been  carrying  out  at  the  Maschinen-Fabrik 
Augsburg-Nurnberg  for  some  time  past,  and  depends  on  the 
oxidation  of  nitrogen  by  the  combustion  of  an  explosive 
mixture  of  air  and  coke-oven  or  illuminating  gas  in  a  closed 
vessel.  The  article  proceeds  to  describe  the  preliminary 
work  which  was  done  by  Mr.  Dobelstein,  of  Essen,  and  the 
cost  of  manufacture.

Glasgow  and  the  West. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Pea'.eock,  chemist,  156  New  City  Road, 
Glasgow,  has  opened  a  business  at  204  Cathedral  Street. 

"  Doctors'  Surgeries  for  Sale."  Such  announcements  are 
epidemic  in  the  West,  but  buyers  are  few  and  far  between. 

Chemists  should  again  be  on  the  look-out  for  persons 
"  ringing  the  changes."  Two  prosecutions  have  taken  place 
at  Clydebank. 

Ten  inspectors  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Corporation 
to  see  that  the  Shops  Act  is  adhered  to.  Several  pro- 
secutions have  already  taken  place  in  Glasgow,  but 
fortunately  chemists  and  druggists  do  not  figure  on  the 
lists. 

Chemists  in  Govan  who  now  close  on  Thursday  after- 
noons will,  after  the  November  municipal  elections,  require 
to  close  on  Tuesday,  as  Govan  will  then  cease  to  exist 
as  a  separate  burgh,  and  will  be  swallowed  up  in  "  Greater 
Glasgow." 

There  is  talk  of  some  local  gentlemen  starting  a  Glasgow 
glass-bottle  factory,  to  be  run  on  an  independent  basis, 
and  free  from  the  trammels  of  labour  and  trade-union 
disputes.  Several  local  firms  who  require  large  supplies 
of  bottles  have  indicated  a  desire  to  support  the  scheme.

The  Board  of  Examiners  for  Scotland  completed  their 
October  meeting  on  Tuesday,  having  examined  fifty-two 
Minor  candidates,  of  whom  twenty-four  passed. 

Mr.  William  Ellis  has  been  appointed  by  Messrs.  Pinker- 
ton,  Gibson  &  Co.  traveller  for  Edinburgh  and  district,  in 
succession  to  Mr.  Chalmers,  who  is  now  on  the  way  to 
Australia. 

The  new  science  laboratories  in  connection  with  George

FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent ) 


Notification  of  Tuberculosis. — M.  Letulle  has 
reported  to  the  Academy  of  Medicine  that  it  is  in  the 
interests  of  the  public  that  cases  of  tuberculosis  should  be 
notified  to  the  authorities  as  soon  as  a  medical  diagnosis 
has  been  established.  The  notification  carries  with  it  the 
necessity  of  employing  prophylactic  and  disinfectant 
methods.  Assistance  should  also  be  given  to  tuberculous 
persons  who  are  unable  to  afford  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
precautions.  The  Academy  is  to  consider  the  report  at 
an  early  meeting. 

Analysis  of  Food. — The  International  Conference 
for  the  Unification  of  Methods  of  Analysis  of  Articles 
of  Food  was  opened  at  the  Cours  des  Comptes, 
Paris,  on  October  7,  by  M.  Klotz,  the  French 
Minister  of  Commerce,  after  which  Dr.  Bordas  was 
re-elected  President  of  the  Congress.  Delegates  from 
twelve  foreign  countries  were  present.  One  61  the  objects 
of  the  conference  is  to  urge  the  establishment  of  an 
international  office  of  chemical  analysis,  which  question 
was  raised  by  the  French  Government  at  the  Congress 
in  1910. 

Surgical  Exhibition. — An  exhibition  of  medical  and 
surgical  appliances,  organised  at  the  Paris  School  of  Medi- 
cine in  connection  with  the  twenty-fifth  Congress  of  the 
French  Association  of  Surgery,  opened  on  October  7.  In 
the  courtyard  of  the  school  stands  an  ambulance  motor-car, 
which  attracts  much  attention.  Among  the  numerous 
medical  men  and  others  in  civilian  dress  who  were  passing 
in  to  the  Congress  and  exhibition  during  my  visit  there 
were  many  pharmacists,  and  I  noticed  a  number  of  army 
surgeons,  several  of  whom  wore  round  their  kepi  the  gilt 
oak-leaves  which  denote  the  rank  of  general,  but  on  closer 
\  iew  the  red  velvet  underneath  showed  them  to  be  army 
medical  "inspectors."  The  exhibition  is  arranged  in  the 
spacious  side-lobbies.  The  exhibits  cover  a  wide  field, 
and  include  non-alcoholic  wines,  anti-diabetic  bread, 
hygienic  corsets  and  bandages  of  every  description,  aseptic 
baths,  enamelled  furniture  for  hospital  beds  (one  with 
springs  at  bottom  "rendering  a  mattress  unnecessary"), 
autoclaves,  electro-medical  appliances,  and  medicine- 
chests.  The  Paris  pharmacies  which  cater  for  surgeons 
are  well  represented  as  a  rule.  Among  other,  I  noticed 
Leclerc,  of  the  Rue  Vignon,  who  has  laboratories  at  Sevres 
and  specialises  in  medical  and  surgical  dressings, 
ampoules,  pomades,  ovules,  gauzes,  ft  hoc  genus  omne  ; 
Robert  et  Carriere's  remarkable  pharmacy',  37  Rue  de 
Bourgogne,  which  had  a  special  paragraph  in  the  G.  <L-  D. 
some  time  ago,  .shows  a  full  line  of  aseptic  and  antiseptic 
goods  of  all  kinds;  Corbiere  et  Lindeux.  27  Rue  Des- 
renaudes,  who  supply  goods  to  many  French  hospitals, 
have    a    good    show    of    patent    dressings  (pansements 


brrvntes),  and  also  of  "first-aid  chests"  (malles  pour 
operations  d'urgence)  ;  Dupatel,  of  Creil,  has  a  show  of 
novocaine  ;  while  Blanzy,  Poure  et  Cie.,  of  Boulogne-sur- 
Mer.  famous  steel-pen  manufacturers,  have  a  show  of 
Dr.  Mareschal's  "Jenner"  vaccine-points.  M.  Rogier, 
pharmacist,  Boulevard  de  Courcelles.  and  others  show  cases 
of  dressings.  I  noticed  one  London  exhibit — Pillischer, 
88  New  Bond  Street,  who  is  showing  "inalterable" 
maximum  clinical  thermometers.  Radioscopic  and  radio- 
graphic apparatus  are  conspicuous,  Drault  et  Raulot, 
73  Rue  Dutot,  and  other  well-known  firms  being  exhibitors. 
The  exhibition  is  closing  this  week. 

October  16  is  the  anniversary  of  the  execution  of 
Marie-Antoinette.  It  would  seem  difficult  to  find  any- 
thing new  to  say  on  the  unfortunate  Queen's  last  journey 
through  the  streets  of  Paris,  but  M.  Henard,  in  his  history 
of  the  Rue  St.  Honore,  reminds  us  that  this  was  her  first 
glance,  after  long  and  weary  months  of  imprisonment,  of 
the  main  street  where  she  shopped  in  her  happier  days. 
As  the  fatal  tumbril  jolted  along  the  crowded. street, 
"  she  noticed  at  the  balcony  above  their  shop-front  the 
widow  and  daughter  of  Bernard  Derosne,  a  pharmacist  who 
had  been  rendered  prosperous  by  the  Royal  patronage. 
They  turned  away  their  heads  as  the  tumbril  passed.  Inside 
the  'shop,  in  two  great  glass  urns  standing  at  either  end  ot 
the  counter,  still  shone  the  little  pink  and  white  coral  pills, 
costly  and  inoffensive  remedies  rendered  fashionable  by  the 
elegant  loungers  of  the  Trianon,  and  which  were  supposed 
to  be  a  guarantee  of  long  life." 

The  interesting  point  is  that  the  shop  in  question  is  still 
a  pharmacy,  and  that  the  name  of  Bernard  Derosne  still 
holds  an  honoured  place  on  its  frontage,  though  the  present 
proprietor  is  M.  Plaix.  It  is  situated  at  No.  115,  and 
was  briefly  noticed  in  the  C.  &  D.,  July  31,  1897.  It  was 
founded  in  1715.  The  survival  is  the  more  remark- 
able as  one  by  one  the  old  pharmacies  mentioned  in  the 
article  in  question  are  disappearing.  At  No.  93,  the 
"Bourdon  St.  Jacques"  (C.  &  D.,  July  31,  1897,  and 
January  25,  1902)  has  given  place,  after  probably  a  couple 
of  centuries  of  existence,  to  a  wineshop.  Cadet  Gassi- 
court's  pharmacy  in  the  Rue  de  Marengo  (C.  <t-  D.,  July  31, 
1897)  has  disappeared,  the  site  having  been  taken  for  the 
extension  of  the  Grands  Magasins  du  Louvre  and  the 
business  "  amalgamated  "  with  a  large  modern  commercial 
pharmacy.  Gone,  too,  is  the  old  house  at  the  other  end 
of  the  Rue  St.  Honore  where  Follope  kept  open  shop 
(see  C.  ct-  D.,  January  27,  1900).  An  ultra-modern 
restaurant  occupies  the  site,  and  every  vestige  of  the  old 
house  has  disappeared.  Follope  was  denounced  as  a  friend 
of  the  aristocracy  during  the  Reign  of  Terror,  and  was  one 
of  the  "  four-and-twenty  others  "  guillotined  on  the  same 
day  as  Madame  Elizabeth,  "  the  sister  of  Louis,"  and  the 
"kindliest,  most  innocent  of  women,"  on  May  10,  1794. 
Follope  must  have  often  seen  the  tumbrils;  the  crowd 
was  always  thickest  just  round  that  corner  of  the  Rue 
St.  Florentin,  for  there,  when  the  horses  turned,  the 
victims  caught  their  first  glimpse  of  the  scaffold.  There 
stood— till  a  couple  of  years  ago,  still  a  low-browed  wine- 
shop—the Cabaret  du  St.  Esprit,  where  the  choice 
Revolutionary  spirits  gathered  to  see  these  sights.  Robes- 
pierre's home,  just  opposite  Follope's,  still  stands. 


BANKRUPTCY  REPORT. 


Re  Frederick  Floyd  Williams,  High  Road,  Ilford, 
Chemist  and  Druggist. — The  public  examination  of  this 
debtor  was  held  at  the  Chelmsford  Bankruptcy  Court  last 
week.  Full  particulars  of  the  failure  were  given  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  September  7,  index  folio  395.  He  now  stated  that 
he  first  knew  he  was  insolvent  eighteen  months  ago.  Ac 
Romford  County  Court  in  April  last  he  applied  for  an 
administration  order,  and  then  stated  his  debts  did  not 
exceed  50/.  He  now  admitted  that  at  the  time  he  <>wed  his 
aunt  100/.  His  wife's  people  had  helped  him,  and  his  wife 
had  bought  the  stock  through  friends.  The  examination  was 
adjourned.

Medical  Registration. — The  first  meeting  of  the 
■Dominion  Medical  Council  is  to  be  held  in  Ottawa  this 
month.  The  work  before  the  Council  is  the  preparation 
■■of  a  Dominion  Medical  Register. 

Less  Alcohol. — The  quantity  of  alcohol  produced  in 
■Canada  during  the  financial  year  just  concluded  was 
4.784,396  proof  gals.,  or  nearly  500,000  gals,  less  than 
in  the  previous  year.  The  greater  part  of  the  pro- 
duction was  whisky  made  in  Ontario.  This  province 
does  not,  however,  pay  the  largest  amount  in  Excise 
duties,  that  being  done  by  Quebec,  the  seat  of  the  tobacco 
industry. 

Public  Health  Association. — The  annual  meeting  of 
this  Association  was  held  in  Toronto  in  the  week  com- 
mencing September  16.  Some  800  doctors  and  others 
"interested  in  questions  of  public  health  were  present  during 
the  session,  which  was  held  in  the  Physics  Building  of 
the  University  of  Toronto.  The  question  of  the  pro- 
vision of  sanatoriums  for  tuberculosis  patients  was  one 
•of  the  subjects  discussed.

The  Commonwealth. 

Army  Dispensers. — The  Minister  for  Defence  lias  ap- 
proved of  a  regulation  enabling  commandants  in  the  various 
States  to  enrol  dispensers  in  the  Army  Medical  Corps  until 
-July  1914.  The  regulation  permits  enlistment  under 
similar  conditions  to  those  existing  prior  to  July  1912, 
when  the  new  Defence  Act  came  into  operation.  Owing 
to  the  fact  that  those  being  trained  in  the  Citizen  Forces 
would  not  be  of  full  age,  and  therefore  unable  to  act  as 
dispensers,  even  though  they  possessed  the  professional 
knowledge,  the  temporary  difficulty  has  been  overcome  by 
;  sanctioning  voluntary  enrolment  of  citizens  who  have  the 
requisite  qualifications.  The  appointment  is  for  three 
years,  and  carries  with  it  the  rank  of  staff  sergeant  (dis- 
penser). Eleven  shillings  per  diem  is  the  rate  of  pay, 
with  a  maximum  rate  per  annum  of  8/.  16  s.  during  times 
•of  peace.  To  obtain  the  full  amount  of  pay,  eight  days 
must  be  served  in  camp,  and  ten  half -day  parades  and 
twelve  night  parades  must  be  attended. 

New  Zealand. 

Pharmacy  Bill. — The  new  Ministry  having  in  the 
speech  from  the  throne  intimated  that  it  was  proceeding 
with  a  number  of  Bills,  including  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  the 
Pharmacy  Board  caused  the  latter  Bill  to  be  redrafted  to 
include  the  suggestions  agreed  on  at  its  last  conference,  and 
presented  it  in  its  new  form  to  the  Government  on 
August  9,  when  a  deputation  waited  on  the  Hon.  R.  H. 
Rhodes,  Minister  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health.  The  Bill  as  presented  contains  provisions  cal- 
culated to  improve  the  administration  of  the  Board's  affairs. 
The  deputation  included  all  the  central  members  of  the 
Board  and  a  number  of  local  chemists.  The  President, 
Mr.  F.  Castle,  explained  that  the  propositions  represented 
the  opinions  of  the  members  of  the  Board  drawn  from  all 
parts  of  New  Zealand,  and  not  merely  local  opinion.  The 
•first  proposed  alteration  was  intended  to  give  the  Board 
power  to  spend  money  on  technical  education.  On  the 
question  of  travelling,  the  Board  desires  authority 
for  the  central  member.;,  as  well  as  the  other  members, 
to  receive  the  necessary  expenses.  Another  sug- 
gested alteration  would  reduce  the  age  '  limit  for 
Section  A  candidates  from  eighteen  to  sixteen  years, 
"but  to  leave  the  minimum  age  for  the  Final  examination 
at  eighteen  as  at  present.  Other  ends  that  the  Board 
sought  to  achieve  were  the  restriction  of  the  use  of  the 
word  "pharmacy"  to  businesses  under  the  control  of 
qualified  chemists  and  the  exemption  of  chemists  from  jury 
■service.    Finally,  there  was  the  matter  of  reciprocity,  as 


to  which  it  was  desired  to  obtain  the  power  to  establish 
reciprocal  relations  with  other  bodies  in  any  portion  of  the 
British  Dominions.  The  Minister,  in  reply,  said  it  appeared 
to  him  that  the  whole  of  the  Board's  requests  were  reason- 
able, and  the  reason  for  some  of  the  amendments  not  being 
in  the  original  Act  was,  no  doubt,  attributable  to  over- 
sight. He  thought  the  Bill  would  be  favourably  received 
by  the  House.  Speaking  generally,  on  looking  through  the 
proposals  the  Bill  was  one  that  he  could  recommend  to 
Cabinet  for  favourable  consideration,  and  he  would  do  so. 

Queensland. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  become  a  body  cor- 
porate through  letters-patent,  granted  by  the  Governor  and 
Council  on  August  28.  1  his  will  give  the  Council  of  the 
Society  more  control  over  its  members  and  funds,  and  will 
reduce  the  secretarial  work.  The  property  and  funds  of 
the  original  Society  pass  over  to  the  Corporation.  The 
Secretary  is  Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley  (formerly  of  Liverpool), 
and  the  office  of  the  Society  is  in  the  College  of  Pharmacy. 

The  Royal  Commissioner  on  Food  and  Drug  Standards 
has  been  taking  evidence  in  Brisbane,  when  the  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Mr.  G.  J.  Mackay,  the 
Secretary,  Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley,  and  Mr.  A.  B.  Chater-gave 
evidence  on  behalf  of  chemists.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
recommendations  of  the  inter-State  delegates  who  met  in 
Sydney  in  June  of  1910  will  be  considerably  modified  when 
the  report  of  the  Commission  is  published.  The  only 
State  in  which  evidence  is  still  to  be  taken  is  Victoria. 
The  evidence  of  the  Queensland  Commissioner  for  Public 
Health,  Dr.  Elkington,  was  particularly  favourable  to 
chemists. 

Early  Closing. — For  some  time  it  has  been  felt  that 
the  hours  of  attendance  at  chemists'  shops  in  Brisbane 
have  been  unnecessarily  long,  and  many  schemes  have  been 
suggested  to  ameliorate  them.  The  difficulty  in  providing 
for  urgent  medicines  after  hours  and  on  Sundays  and 
holidays  ended  in  the  schemes  being  dropped.  Lately  the 
matter  has  again  cropped  up,  and  at  a  well-attended  meet- 
ing of  master  chemists  and  managers  of  branch  shops  a 
scheme  originated  by  the  Business  Committee  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  buying  up  an  existing  business, 
where  there  is  housing  accommodation  for  a  manager  and 
assistants,  was  considered.  Mr.  G.  J.  Mackay,  President 
of  the  Society,  in  outlining  the  scheme,  pointed  out  the 
possibilities  of  it,  especially  in  the  direction  of 
developing  a  trade  in  specialities  in  opposition  to  those 
on  which  little  or  no  profits  were  at  present  obtained,  as 
a  nucleus  of  a  co-operative  scheme,  and  as  a  means  of 
competing  with  cutting  firms,  who  may  at  any  time  make 
Brisbane  a  centre  of  activity.  Another  scheme  outlined 
by  Mr.  J.  W.  Ward,  Registrar  of  the  Pharmacy  Board, 
and  which  received  some  support,  was  that  of  securing  two 
or  more  rooms  in  a  central  position  which  could  be  arranged 
as  a  dispensary,  with  sleeping  quarters  for  a  man,  who 
would  dispense  urgent  medicines  after.'  chemists'  shops  were 
closed.  This  would  not  interfere  or  compete  with  ordinary 
chemists  as  the  first  scheme  would,  but  it  would  entail 
some  expense,  probably  61.  per  week.  After  prolonged 
discussion,  the  first  scheme  was  agreed  to  by  a  large 
majority,  and  a  provisional  committee  was  appointed  to 
give  effect  to  the  scheme  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  A 
correspondent  writes  : 

Brisbane  and  its  suburbs  cannot  be  compared  with  an 
English  city  with  its  suburban  chemists.  There  are  very  few 
suburban  chemists'  shops  in  Brisbane,  and  very  few  city 
pharmacies  have  sleeping  accommodation.  Some  consider- 
able difficulty  has  sometimes  been  experienced  in  the  past 
in  obtaining  urgent  medicines  after  business  hours :  hence 
the  hour  of  closing  shops  has  been  rather  late — namely,  nine 
o'clock.  Sufficient  financial  support  for  the  new  venture  has 
already  been  promised,  and  the  committee  is  getting  to 
work  at  once.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  scheme  will  be  in 
operation  within  the  next  two  months,  when  the  ordinary 
working  hours  can  be  materially  reduced ;  probably  the 
closing  hour  will  be  fixed  at  6.30  or  7  o'clock. 

The  Doc.  Strike  is  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer's 
latest  trouble,  according  to  "  Punch."

Orange  Free  State. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Geen,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Potchef- 
stroom,  played  a  billiard  match  against  Mitchell,  ex- 
professional  champion  of  England,  at  the  Potchefstroom 
Club.  The  final  scores  were  :  Mitchell  800,  and  Geen 
(who  received  400)  655. 

A  Libel  Case. — At  the  Bulawayo  High  Court  on  Sep- 
tember 13,  Mr.  George  Wickins,  chemist  and  druggist, 
of  Selukwe,  was  awarded  501.  damages  for  libel,  the 
defendants  being  Syropoulo  Bros.,  general  dealers,  who 
approached  Mr.  Wickins  for  a  bottle  of  a  certain  pro- 
prietary medicine  which  they  desired  to  supply  to  a 
customer.  The  plaintiff  had  only  one  in  stock  and  preferred 
to  keep  it  in  case  one  of  his  own  retail  customers  desired  it. 
The  defendants  thereupon  wrote  to  the  police  denouncing 
the  plaintiff  as  unscrupulous  and  uncivilised.  Plaintiff  sai-a 
his  dealings  with  the  defendants  were  wholesale,  and  he 
did  not  know  the.  circumstances  of  this  particular  trans- 
action, but  when  he  learned  them  he  at  once  supplied  the 
article  required.  The  Judge  thought  that  the  letter  was 
a  "little  bit  too  strong,"  and  awarded  nominal  damages, 
as  the  plaintiff  wished  only  to  reinstate  his  reputation. 


O.F.S.  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  Blocmfontein  on  September  13,  when 
there  were  present  Dr.  A.  B.  Ward  (President),  Drs.  C.  H. 
Bidwell,  S.  jyI.  De  Kock,  V.  Manning,  J.  C.  Pretorius,  and 
D.  M.  Tomoryj  Messrs.  E.  Whiteside  (dental  member),  S.  S. 
Hewitt,  and  Westlake  (pharmaceutical  members).  Since 
July  11  only  one  chemist  and  druggist  had  been  entered  upon 
the  Register,  Mr.  Haswell  .Charles  Vernon  Gardner  (chemist 
and  druggist,  Gt.  Brit.,  1909).  The  Secretary  read  a  letter 
from  Mr.  John  Mure  inquiring  whether  the  Council 
would  accept  the  Preliminary  examination  in  general  educa- 
tion of  the  Educational  Institute  of  Scotland  as  equiva- 
lent to  the  School  Higher  examination,  and  it  was  decided 
that  the  Council  would  consider  that  its  regulations  had 
been  sufficiently  complied  with  if  the  candidate  succeeded 
in  passing  the  Latin  papers  of  the  School  Higher.  The 
Council  then  considered  the  qualilication  of  Mrs.  Bertha 
Larsen  to  enter  for  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  examina- 
tion without  being  compelled  to  take  the  Preliminary 
examination  required  by  the  regulations.  Mrs.  Larsen 
is  Danish  by  extraction.  As  Miss  Christiansen  she  had 
been  apprenticed  for  shortly  over  three  years — from  1904 
to  1908 — with  a  chemist  at  Nykobing,  in  Denmark.  In  the 
latter  year  she  had  left  for  Copenhagen,  where  she  sub- 
mitted herself  to  the  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Academy  (Lsereanstalt),  and  obtained  the  diploma  of  that 
Institute.  She  had  now  settled  down  in  the  Free  State. 
Her  original  application  for  immediate  registration  could 
not  be  granted,  as  pharmaceutical  diplomas  of  foreign 
countries  are  not  registrable  in  the  O.F.S.  The  President 
stated  that  this  at  once  raised  the  question  whether  a  woman 
is  entitled  to  registration  in  any  case.  He  was,  however, 
of  opinion  that  the  Ordinances  did  not  prohibit  it.  Mr. 
Hewitt  wished  to  know  whether  the  diploma  entitled  its 
holder  to  practise  as  an  independent  chemist  in  Denmark. 
He  was  strongly  of  opinion  that  a  person  who  was  qualified 
to  practise  in  one  country  should  not  be  subjected  to  any 
Preliminary  examination  in  another.  It  was  resolved  that 
the  Danish  Consul  in  Cape  Town  should  be  asked  for  the 
necessary  information.  The  Council  then  considered  whether 
a  candidate  who  has  entered  for  the  Chemists'  and  Drug- 
gists' examination,  but  has  failed  to  present'  himself  for  the 
examination,  is  entitled  to  present  himself  for  the  special 
examination  on -payment  merely  of  the  balance  to  make  up 
the  special  fee,  or  whether  his  original  fee  should  be  deemed 
estreated,  and  that  the  whole  of  the  special  fee  should  be 
paid  before  a  special  examination  could  be  held.  Dr.  Man- 
ikins' moved  that  legal  opinion  should  be  obtained.  Dr. 
Pe  Kock  seconded.  As  an  nmendm<mt,  Mr.  Hewitt  proposed 
that  the  f°e  already  paid  be  altogether  remitted,  and 
explained  .that  . the  candidate  should  be  allowed  to  enter 
for  the  next  reeular  examination  without  fee.  or  for  a 
^pcial  examination  at  any  time  after  reasonable  notice. 
This  was  defeated  by  a  small  majority,  and  the  motion 
carried. 


LEGAL  REPORTS. 


TRADE  LAW. 

Shops  Act. -At  Bournemouth  on  October  10,  Mr.  W.. 
Bland  Botham,  Ph.C.,  Holdenhurst  Road,  and  Mr.  S.. 
Chellew  Moyle,  chemist  and  druggist,  7  Westbourne  Arcade,, 
were  summoned  for  not  closing  their  shops  on  one  afternoon 
each  week.  In  both  cases  the  inspector  of  shops  sent  a. 
lady  to  make  purchases — soap  and  a  nail-brush — on  the 
evening  of  the  closing  day.  For  the  defence,  it  was  con- 
tended that  soap  and  nail-brushes  are  incidental  to  a. 
chemist's  business.  The  Inspector  said  Mr.  Botham  had. 
been  previously  cautioned.  The  Magistrates  fined  Mr. 
Botham  1/.,  including  costs,  and  Mr.  Moyle  was  fined  10s. 

A  Shop-blind  Accident.  —  In  the  Shoreditch  County- 
Court  on  October  8,  before  Judge  Smyly,  K.C.,  Rose  Adams,, 
a  button  eoverer,  55  Fanshaw  Street,  Hoxton,  sued  Parke's. 
Drug-stores,  Harmood  Street,  St.  Pancras,  to  recover  101. 
damages  caused  by  a  shop-blind  failing  on  her  at  the. 
defendants'  chemist's  shop,  251  Upper  Street,  Islington. 
Mr.  Ganzoni,  barrister,  appeared  for  the  plaintiff  and  Mr. 
W.  C.  Done  for  the  defence.  A  sum  of  30s.  had  been  paid, 
into  court.  The  plaintiff  at  the  time  of  the  accident  was. 
an  infant  and  single,  now  she  is  married.  After  hearing, 
the  evidence  his  Honour  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiff 
for  50s.,  and  costs. 

Offences  to  tne  Person  Act.— At  the  Devon  Quarter 
Sessions,  Exeter,  on  October  9,  Charles  Place  (41),  chemist's, 
assistant,  was  indicted  for  unlawfully,  at  Cullompton  on 
July  27,  supplying  Florence  Phillipa  Ley  with  a  noxious, 
drug,  knowing  it  was  intended  to  be  used  for  an  illegal, 
purpose  (see  C.  &  D.,  August  24,  index  folio  322).  The 
statement  on  behalf  of  the  prosecution  was  that  the  wife  of 
a  constable  wrote  to  the  defendant  for  "  some  medicine  to- 
put  her  right,"  and  in  reply  he  asked  her  to  call,  when  he 
would  do  his  best  for  her,  his  charge  for  a  full-sized  bottle 
being  10s.  6(7.  She  called,  and  the  medicine  he  gave  her 
contained  dec.  aloes  co.  and  colocynth,  which,  in  the  opinion, 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Tickle,  Ph.C,  F.I.C.,  the  public  analyst 
(who  was  a  witness),  would  have  had  criminal  effect  in 
three  cases  out  of  five.  Dr.  Pereira,  the  police  surgeon,  also, 
testified  to  the  noxious  nature  of  the  mixture,  and  said  that 
aloes  is  used  by  abortionists.  Defendant,  in  evidence,  stated 
that,  he  is  a  chemist  by  examination  of  the  New  South  Wales 
Pharmacy  Board,  and  had  practised  as  a  chemist  in  Eng- 
land, first  at  Portsmouth  for  four  years  as  a  manager  for 
the  Timothy  White  Co.,  then  in  London,  where  he  was, 
dispenser  to  two  doctors,  afterwards  dispenser  at  the  Royal 
Victoria  Hospital,  Bournemouth,  and  the  Royal  Boscombe- 
and  West  Hants  Hospital.  He  volunteered  his  services, 
and  was  compounder  for  the  Medical  Corps  attached  to  the- 
11th  Brigade"  Field  Hospital  in  the  South  African  War. 
He  afterwards  became  an  assistant  to  a  Tiverton  chemist- 
He  concluded  from  Mrs.  Ley's  letter  that  the  thing  was  a. 
trap,  and  that  impression  was  confirmed  by  the  interview. 
He  thought  she  was  fooling  him,  and  he  made  up  his  mind: 
to  fool  her;  .that  was  why  he  charged  an  exorbitant  price- 
for  what  cost  him  about  4cZ.  He  was  fully  cognisant  at  the 
time  that  the  mixture  would  not  ha-ve  the  alleged  desired' 
effect.  Any  chemist  would  have  sold  it  to  any  child.  Dr. 
C.  E.  Bell,' Exeter,  said  that  it  was  impossible  that  one  dose- 
of  the  mixture  could  cause  abortion,  nor  would  the  whole- 
bottle  taken  as  directed  have  any  effect  under  the  supposed 
circumstances.  He  considered  that  the  mixture  was  not  a. 
noxious  thing  wfthin  the  -meaning  of  the  indictment.  Dr.. 
R.  V.  Solly,  Exeter,  agreed  with  the  evidence  of  Dr.  Bell. 
Mr.  Lawranoe;  for  the  defence,  contended  that  the  matter- 
was  a  police  trap.  He  said  also  that  it  has  been  laid  down- 
by  the  highest  authority  that  if  the  accused  knew  that  the- 
drug  was  not  noxious  he  could  not  be  held  to  be  guilty. 
Mr.  Hawke,  in  reply,  said  that  there  are  some  offences- 
which  cannot  be  detected  unless  lies  are  told.  The  jury 
acquitted  the  prisoner,  who  was  accordingly  discharged. 

Chemist's  Manager's  Notice.— At  the  West  London 
County  Court,  before  Sir  W.  Lucius  Selfe,  on  October  8,. 
Edward  Aspden,  chemist  and  druggist,  Windsor  Road,  W.,. 
sued  Thomas  Win.  Cleave,  chemist  and  druggist,  121  High 
Street,  Notting  Hill,  for  121.,  being  one  month's  salary 
alleged  to  be  due.  Mr.  Blackwall,  barrister,  said  the 
plaintiff  and  defendant  got  info  communication  through  an- 
ad-vertisement  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  in  April  1912, 
and,  discussing  the  terms  on  which  he  was  to  be  engaged' 
as  manager  of  one  of  defendant's  shops  in  St.  Mary's  Road, 
Ealing,  plaintiff  was  asked  to  put  1007.  into  the  business,  iw 
the  conduct  of  which  his  salary.,was  to  be  121.  a  month. 
Plaintiff  replied  that  he. would  be  willing  to  do  so  if  after 
a  short  experience  he  was  satisfied  with  the  condition  of 
the  business.    He  entered  on  his  duties  on  May  27.  and  onu 
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-June  27  he  informed  the  defendant  that  he  declined  to 
put  the  100/.  into  the  business.  Later  in  the  same  day 
plaintiff  received  a  letter  from  defendant  asking  him  to 
"  make  arrangements  to  leave  my  employ  one  month  from 
last  Friday,  June  24."  Plaintiff's  engagement  terminated 
in  the  ordinary  course  on  the  19th,  being  four 
weeks  from  the  date  when  he  received  his  first  month's 
salary.  In  reply  to  the  defendant,  plaintiff  agreed  to  re- 
main on  on  the  Saturday,  the  25th,  and  he  attended  at  the 
shop  at  the  usual  time  on  the  following  Monday,  then 
went  into  the  City  on  some  of  the  shop's  business  and  some 
of  his  own,  reaching  the  shop  at  10.15  a.m.;  the  usual  time 
Sot  his  being  there  was  9.50  a.m.  In  the  afternoon  the 
defendant  came  to  the  shop,  and  when  asked  for  the 
month's  salary  by  the  plaintiff,  he  was  told  to  "vindicate 
his  claim."  The  plaintiff,  in  evidence,  corroborated  this 
statement,  and  was  cross-examined  by  Mr.  Mackie,  for 
the  defendant,  as  to  financial  matters,  and  the  law  as 
regards  the  management  of  chemists'  shops.  Witness,  in 
reply  to  the  question  "  Is  it  legal  to  carry  on  a  chemist's 
business  without  a  qualified  person  being  in  attendance?" 
said  "It  is  not  legal."  "In  spite  of  that,"  Mr.  Mackie 
remarked,  "you  have  sometimes  been  away  on  your  own 
■business  knowing  that  there  was  no  qualified  assistant  on  the 
premises?  "  "  Only  for  a  short  period,  for  dinner  or  tea," 
replied  the  witness.  Evidence  was  also  given  by  Reginald 
Matthews,  an  assistant  at  the  shop,  William  Shadbolt,  the 
errand-bov,  and  Herbert  G.  Eowe.  photographer.  Mr. 
Robert  Henry  Solomon,  wholesale  druggist,  who  had  had 
vthirty  years'  experience  in  the  trade,  testified  that  a 
"month's  notice"  meant  on  the  day  in  the  following  month 
•corresponding  with  the  date  of  the  notice.  Answering  his 
solicitor,  defendant  said  that  he  had  made  no  charge  of  dis- 
honesty against  the  plaintiff,  but  he  was  not  satisfied  with 
the  manner  in  which  he  conducted  the  business.  He  claimed 
that  plaintiff's  notice  expired  on  the  24th,  as  that  was  his 
impression  of  the  custom  in  the  trade — the  notice  expired 
•on  the  corresponding  day  of  the  following  month.  He  told 
plaintiff,  when  he  said  he  could  not  put  in  the  100/.,  that  he 
•was  thoroughly  dissatisfied  with  his  services.  His  Honour 
■gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiff,  with  costs. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Self-raising  Flour. 

At  Brentford  Petty  Sessions  on  October  8,  J.  W.  Morti- 
mer, trading  as  the  Richmond  Flour  Co.,  Mortlake,  was 
summoned  for  spelling  self-raising  flour  containing  1  per 
cent,  of  calcium  sulphate.  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  prosecut- 
ing for  the  Middlesex  County  Council,  explained  that  the 
•  acid  ingredient  which,  with  sodium  bicarbonate,  is  added  to 
flour  to  make  it  self-raising,  was  in  this  case  calcium  acid 
phosphate,  and  must  have  contained  36  per  cent,  or  more 
of  calcium  sulphate,  introduced  in  the  process  of  treating 
bone-ash  with  sulphuric  acid.  Self-raising  flour,  according 
to  Dr.  Hamill's  report  to  the  Local  Government  Board, 
should  not  contain  more  than  0.2  per  cent,  of  sulphate. 
The  sample  in  question  had  been  taken  by  an  inspector 
an  course  of  delivery  to  a  retail  grocer  in  Middlesex  ;  the 
'County  Council  preferred  to  summon  the  manufacturer 
rather  than  the  retailer.  Defendant  pleaded  guilty,  and 
said  that  he  had  been  unaware  that  the  phosphate  he  was 
using  was  impure.    He  was  fined  ]/.  and  costs. 

Mr.  Robinson  withdrew  a  summons  issued  against  the 
same  defendant  under  the  Merchandise-marks  Acts  in 
Tespect  of  the  application  of  a  false  trade-description 
'to  the  self-raising  flour — namely,  the  words  "absolutely 
pure." 

Olive  Oil. 

On  October  10,  at  the  Mansion  House,  London,  E.G.. 
'before  Alderman  Sir  Vansittart  Bowater,  Henry  Lam- 
plough.  Ltd..  113  Holborn,  was  summoned  under  Sec- 
tion 6  of  the  1875  Act  for  selling  on  August  28,  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  purchaser,  olive  oil  which  was  adulterated 
with  50  per  cent,  of  arachis  oil.  Mr.  T.  G.  Vickery 
'(Assistant  City  Solicitor)  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  City 
Health  Department,  Mr.  C.  H.  T.  Kirby.  for  the  de- 
fendants, pleaded  "  Not  guilty,"  and  relied  on  the 
warranty. 

Mr.  Vickery  said  Thomas  Hussey  May,  in  the  ordinary 
way  of  his  duty  as  inspector  under  the  Act,  obtained 
from  the  company's  branch  shop  at  42  Fenchurch  Street 
a  sample  of  olive  oil  which  on  analysis  proved  to  be  com- 
posed of  50  per  cent,  olive  oil  and  50  per  cent,  arachis  oil 


— a  nut  oil  of  a  cheaper  description.  He  had  been  given 
notice  of  warranty,  but  it  was  for  the  defence  to  satisfy 
the  Court  that  this  warranty  referred  to  the  article  sold 
on  the  day  in  question. 

George  Pardoe,  assistant  to  Mr.  May,  gave  evidence  of 
the  purchase.  The  bottle  was  labelled  "  Finest  Olive  Oil." 
Inspector  Hussey  May  deposed  that  he  received  the  bottle 
containing  the  oil  from  Pardoe.  He  informed  the  chemist 
for  what  purpose  it  had  been  purchased,  and  divided  the 
sample  into  three  parts, — one  he  handed  to  the  chemist, 
one  he  submitted  to  the  public  analyst,  the  third  he  pro- 
duced there  that  day.  The  public  analyst's  report  put  in 
showed  the  oil  to  have  been  adulterated  as  stated  on  the 
summons. 

By  Mi'.  Kirby  :  Witness  did  not  know  that  in  Evans' 
list  for  October  the  best  nut  oil  was  quoted  at  6s.  per  gal., 
the  best  olive  at  10s.  9d.  Witness  said  he  was  not 
aware  that  arachis  oil  is  official  in  India  and  other  places 
and  can  be  used  as  a  substitute  for  olive  oil  in  making  oint- 
ments, plasters,  and  liniments.  By  Mr.  Vickery  :  Wit- 
ness knew  that  arachis  oil  was  not  mentfoned  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia.  It  was,  he  believed,  an  inferior  oil  used 
in  soap-making — and  he  was  told  it  went  rancid  quickly. 

Dr.  Collingridge,  called  at  the  request  of  the  Alderman, 
said  arachis  oil  was  not  in  any  way  injurious  to  human 
health. 

Mr.  Kirby  submitted  that  under  Section  25  of  the  1875 
Act  his  clients  were  freed  from  responsibility  in  this 
matter,  inasmuch  as  they  obtained  a  warranty  with  the 
oil  and  sold  it  as  they  received  it,  and  had  no  reason  to 
believe  when  selling  it  that  it  was  otherwise  than  pure 
olive  oil.  The  warranty  put  in  was  an  invoice  from 
Messrs.  Jules  Denoual  &  Co.,  Carlton  Works,  Asylum 
Road,  Peckham,  and  was  "  5-lb.  bottle  of  olive  oil,  B.P., 
7s.  a  gallon,"  and  Mr.  Kirby  said  in  case  it  was  material 
he  had  procured  from  that  firm  the  original  order  from  the 
defendants. 

Mr.  Vickery  said  he  would  admit  that  "  B.P."  consti- 
tuted a  warranty,  but  it  remained  for  Mr.  Kirby  to  con- 
nect the  purchase  with  the  oil  received  from  this  firm. 

Mr.  Charles  Home,  chemist  and  druggist,  manager  of 
Lamplough's  branch  establishment,  gave  evidence  as  to 
serving  the  oil  in  question — it  was  from  the  bnttle  received 
from  Messrs.  Denoual,  they  had  no  other  on  the  premises. 
It  could  not  have  been  tampered  with  by  anybody  with- 
out his  knowledge,  and  he  served  it  exactly  as  received. 
It  was  their  first  purchase  of  olive  oil  from  that  firm, 
though  for  other  goods  they  had  dealt  with  them  for  fifteen 
years.  It  was  a  well-known  firm  of  good  reputation,  and 
there  had  never  been  any  complaints  of  the  articles  they 
supplied.  When  he  sold  this  oil  he  believed  it  was  pure 
olive  oil. 

Mr.  Kirby  wished  to  put  in  a  letter  from  Messrs. 
Denoual,  who  wrote  that  they  believed  the  olive  and  arachis 
oils  had  been  mixed  by  an  employe,  but  the  Magistrate  held 
this  was^not  evidence.  Sir  Vansittart  held  that  sufficient 
warranty  had  been  given — the  words  "  B.P."  on  the 
invoice  produced  constituting  that  warranty.  At  the  same 
time  he  felt  in  such  cases  it  would  be  well  for  chemists  to 
satisfy  themselves ;  it  was  not  like  buying  oil  at  a  grocer's 
shop,  you  expected  to  get  at  a  chemist's  the  genuine  thing. 
Summons  dismissed.

tice-', so  Mr.  Heron  found  himself  about  1857  in  Edinburgh, 
w  hen  lie'  became  an  assistant  with  Messrs.  Duncan  &  Flock- 
hart,  at  139  Princes  Street,  and  was  one  of  the  group  of 
young  men  who  in  the  early  'sixties  were  making  pharma- 
ceutical history  in  Edinburgh.  He  attended  Professor 
.1  H.  Balfour's  botany  lectures  in  1860,  and  passed  the 
Major  examination  in  November  1868.  In  the  follow- 
ing year  he  became  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Duncan,

Flockhart  &  Co.,  and  for  many  years,  until  his  retirement, 
he  was  to  be  seen  daily  at  the  front  counter  of  139  Princes 
Street,  of  which  pharmacy  he  had  charge,  latterly  in 
association  with  Mr.  Alexander  Noble.  There  he  became 
known  to  more  than  one  generation  of  medical  consultants 
in  the  West-end  of  Edinburgh,  and  by  them  he  was  greatly 
esteemed.  Mr.  Heron  retired  from  business  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1907.  He  rarely  took  part  in  pharmaceutical  or. 
public  affairs,  but  he  was  a  member  of  the  Edinburgh 
Merchant  Company  and  an  elder  of  the  Morningside  United 
Free  Church.  He  was  one  of  the  most  kindly  of  men, 
quiet  and  unassuming,  but  painstaking  in  business  and 
appreciative  of  the  importance  of  the  pharmacy  at 
159  Princes  Street,  in  which  he  spent  the  greater  part  of- 
his  life.  He  had  a  sudden  attack  of  illness  on  Friday, 
September  27.  By  his  doctor's  advice  he  remained  in  bed 
for  two  days,  and  by  Tuesday  of  last  week  he  seemed  to 
have  completely  recovered  from  the  attack,  but  on  that 
evening,  just  after  ten  o'clock,  he  passed  suddenly  away, 
from  heart  failure.  He  is  survived  by  a  widow  and  two 
daughters.  The  funeral  took  place  at  Dean  Cemetery  on 
Friday,  October  4,  and  among  those  present  were  Mr. 
Heron's  former  partners,  Mr.  Robert  Dick,  Mr.  Alexander 
Noble,  Dr.  Inglis  Clark,  and  Mr.  Andrew  Hunter,  as  well 
as  Mr.  William  Forsyth,  manager  of  the  North  Bridge 
Pharmacy  (Mr.  J.  L.  Ewing  is  at  present  in  South  Africa 
on  holiday).  Also  present  were  Mr.  C.  F.  Henry,  of 
Edinburgh,  and  Mr.  W.  F.  Hay,  Aberdeen  (former  assis- 
tants under  Mr.  Heron),  Dr.  Burn  Murdoch,  Mr.  R.  R. 
Simpson,  and  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill.  A  former  member 
of  the  Princes  Street  staff  writes  : 

Mr.  Heron's  sudden  death  has  come  as  a  great  shock  to 
me.  Only  two  weeks  ago  I  heard  from  a  mutual  friend  that 
he  was  enjoying  his  well-earned  rest  with  his  wonted  quiet 
dignity.  I  first  came  in  contact  with  Mr.  Heron  in  the 
autumn  of  1878,  when  I  applied  to  D.,  F.  &  Co.  for  a 
berth,  and  at  the  personal  interview  it  was  Mr.  Heron  who 
saw  and  engaged  me.  That  was  the  beginning  of  a  con- 
nection with  the  famous  Edinburgh  firm  which  lasted  for 
many  years.  Six  months  after  joining  the  staff  I  passed  the 
Minor,  but  before  that  time  I  had  been  promoted  to  the 
post  of  night  assistant.  We  opened  the  pharmacy, 
139  Princes  Street,  at  7  a.m.,  and  the  two  night  hands  were 
free  from  9  to  11  a.m.  I  took  advantage  of  these  two  hours 
to  attend  the  class  in  practical  chemistry  at  Surgeons'  Hall, 
which  was  then  conducted  by  Dr.  Stevenson  Macadam.  To 
the  work  then  done  is  due  not  a  little  of  what  success  has 
come  to  me,  and  for  the  opportunity  of  doing  that  work  I 
owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Heron,  who  encouraged  me 
in  every  way  possible  and  gave  me  special  facilities  for 
attending  the  classes.  Mr.  Heron  was  a  model  employer. 
He  preached  punctuality  and  attention  to  business  by 
example,  and  never  did  I  hear  him  reprove  an  assistant 
further  than  by  flashing  a  look  at  him  from  beneath  the 
shaggy  eyebrows  which  were  at  that  time  ono  of  his  charac 
teristic  features.  Invariably  at  9.5  A.M.  he  took  his  place 
behind  the  front  counter  in  a  frock-coat  and  a  spotless  white 
apron,  which  was  the  fashion  in  those  days.  Quiet  and 
unassuming,  the  pink  of  courtesy  alike  to  duke's  son  and 
cook's  son,  he  had  a  perfect  manner  to  the  customers,  and 
the  great  West-end  doctors  of  those  days — Grainger  Stewart, 
Heron  Watson,  Rutherford,  Simpson,  and  others  of  dis- 
tinction— invariably  sought  Mr.  Heron  when  they  wanted 
advice  on  matters  of  pharmaceutical  interest.  He  was  a 
tremendous  worker,  and  his  example  was  contagious.  Few 
establishments  were  kept,  up  to  the  concert-pitch  like  "  139."' 
A  man  of  high  religious  character,  Mr.  Heron  was  honour  and 
honesty  personified,  and  his  many  kindnesses,  done  so  unob- 
trusively that  no  one  save  the  recipient  ever  heard  of  them, 
w  ill  keep  his  memory  green  in  the  hearts  of  hundreds  of  his 
sorrowing  friends. 

Inglis. — On  September  9,  Mr.  William  Inglis,  chemist 
and  druggist.  Mr.  Inglis  was  for  some  years  in  business 
at  Lydenburg,  Transvaal,  but  removed  to  Pilgrims  Rest 
three  years  ago,  where  he  died  from  pneumonia.

F.  T.  S.  Jennings  purchased  his  Lydenburg  business.  Mr.

Mr.  Hooper's  advance- 
ment in  the  Government  Laboratory  has  been  steady, 
and  he  has  tackled  very  varied  subjects.  Thus 
when  the  malt-tax  was  abolished  he  studied  the  chemistry 
of  brewing,  lectured  on  that  subject  on  behalf  of 
the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute,  and  in  1882 
wrote  a  "Manual  on  Brewing."    He  took  charge  of  the 
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non-revenue  part  of  the  business  of  the  Government 
Laboratory  in  1892,  and  when  the  Royal  Commission  on 
arsenic  in  food-substances  was  taking  evidence,  he  carried 
out  many  important  investigations  for  the  Commission. 
Mr.  Hooper  is  one  of  the  most  familiar  figures  at  Burling- 
ton House  meetings,  having  been  connected  with  the 
Chemical  Society  since  1888.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Council  in  1907-8.  he  has  also  been  a  Vice-President 
of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
London  Section  of  the.  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  and 
is  at  present  a  Vice-President  of  the  last-named  body. 

Mr.  John  Jarvis,  of  the  Pharmacie  Swann,  Paris,  has 
just  returned  from  a  visit  to  the  United  States  and  Canada. 
He  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  attend  the  International  Con- 
gress of  Applied  Chemistry  at  Washington  and  New 
York,  and  was  the  only  Anglo-French  pharmacist  present 
at  that  important  gathering. 

Mr.  John  Boot,  son  of  Sir  Jesse  and  Lady  Boot,  has 
been  attending  the  International  Congress  of  Chambers 
of  Commerce  at  Boston,  Mass.,  U.S.A.,  as  a  delegate  of 
the  Nottingham  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  is  now  making 
the  tour  of  the  country  arranged  by  the  Boston  Com- 
mittee. Lady  Boot  and  Miss  Boot,  who  went  out  with  him, 
are  returning  to  England  after  a  round  of  visits  to  friends. 

Sir  Thomas  Robinson  (Hayes,  Conyngham  & 
Robinson,  Ltd.,  Dublin),  Mr.  E.  Carpenter  (H.  Hodder 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bristol),  Mr.  E.  Thompson  (Thompson  &

215.334Z.  in  1910  and  176.496/.  in  1909. 

Cheaper  Spirit  Wanted  in  Germany. — In  the  course  of  a 
British  consular  report  on  the  commerce  of  Bavaria  for 
1911  it  is  stated  that  owing  to  high  protective  tariffs  in 
foreign  countries  the  colour-industry  in  Bavaria  is  losing- 
ground  ;  only  a  number  of  specialities  could  hold  the  market 
as  formerly.  The  removal  of  the  unfavourable  state  of 
things  in  the  industries  using  spirit  (especially  in  the  var- 
nish-industry) can  only  be  brought  about  by  altering  the- 
legal  points  of  the  Spirits  Finance  Act.  The  existing  dis- 
proportion can  best  be  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  since  the- 
establishment  of  the  Spiritus  Centrale,  export  prices  have 
mostly  been  about  one-third  of  the  home  quotations.  Thus 
foreign  varnish-makers  (says  the  report)  were  able  to  buy- 
in  Germany  at  about  one-half  to  one-third  the  price  German 
varnish-makers  had  to  pay.  The  following  figures  afford  a 
comparison  of  prices:  First  half  of  1911,  export  price  of 
spirit,  m.18  per  100  litres  (22  gals.),  exclusive  of  all  duties, 
against  an  inland  price  of  m. 45;  during  the  second  half 
of  1911  the  export  price  was  m.28  and  the  inland  price  m.53, 
which  was  raised  to  m.56  in  January  1912.

Medical  Benefit  Regulations. 

The  following  notice,  dated  October  4,  1912,  was  pub- 
lished in  the  "  London  Gazette  "  of  October  4  : 

"  Notice  is  hereby  given  under  the  Rules  Publication  Act, 
1893,  that  it  is  proposed  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  the 
several  bodies  of  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  purposes 
of  Part  I.  of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1911,  acting  jointly 
with  the  Insurance  Commissioners  and  the  Welsh  Insurance 
'Commissioners,  after  the  expiration  of  at  least  forty  days 
from  this  date,  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  conferred  upon 
them  by  the  National  Insurance  Act',  1911,  and  by  the 
National  Insurance  (Joint  Committee)  Regulations,  1912,  to 
make  regulations  as  to  the  administration  of  medical 
benefit." 

The  notice  is  subscribed  by  the  National  Health  In- 
surance Joint  Committee,  National  Health  Insurance 
Commission  (England),  and  National  Health  Insurance 
'Commission  (Wales). 

The  views  of  the  medical  journals  upon  the  draft  medical- 
benefit  Regulations  are  of  interest.  "The  Lancet"  takes 
a.  temperate  view  of  the  situation,  and  recommends  the 
■careful  study  by  medical  men  of  the  Regulations.  As  to 
the  attitude  of  the  profession,  "  The  Lancet  "  asks  :  "  Will 
they,  recognising  the  frankly  experimental  character  of 
the  Government  scheme,  give  it  a  trial,  if  the  pecuniary 
arrangements  are  satisfactory  ?  Certainly  this  course 
should  not  be  dismissed  until  after  the  most  anxious 
■deliberation  on  the  very  serious  alternatives."  The 
"British  Medical  Journal"  has  a  note  upon  the  supply 
•of  drugs,  and  in  regard  to  the  method  of  apportioning  the 
payments  for  medical  and  pharmaceutical  services  exhibits 
■quite  a  tender  regard  for  the  patient.  It  will  have  been 
rioted  that  the  payments  for  drugs  is  the  first  charge  on  the 
Insurance  Commitee's  medical-benefit  fund,  the  object 
"being  doubtless  to  check  extravagance  in  the  use  of  drugs, 
some  doctors  having  stated  that  they  would  make  the 
system  as  costly  as  possible.  The  "British  Medical 
Journal"  states  :  "There  is  a  very  real  danger  of  going 
to  the  other  extreme  and  putting  obstacles  in  the  way  of 
the  proper  use  of  drugs  from  which  sick  and  suffering 
humanity  can  derive  much  benefit  and  relief."  A  reason- 
able suggestion  is  made  in  regard  to  the  list  of  drugs  : 

The  most  practical  and  economical  course  in  the  long  run 
would  be  to  take  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  prepared  and 
published  under  the  authority  of  Parliament,  with  the  excep- 
tion, perhaps,  of  one  or  two  items  such  as  cod-liver  oil.  It 
would  be  unreasonable  and  impolitic  to  forbid  the  use  of  any 
■drug  already  recognised  by  the  State ;  moreover,  the  prices 
of  all  official  drugs  are  governed  by  the  ordinary  movements 
■of  the  market  and  easily  ascertained,  and  their  quality  and 
mode  of  preparation  is  laid  down  in  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia. 

The  Regulations  afford  plenty  of  opportunity  for  doctors  to 
climb  down  from  the  non  possumus  attitude  adopted  up 
to  the  present. 

The  Chancellor  and  Medical  Benefit. 
Mr.  Lloyd  George  met  the  non-medical  representatives 
of  the  Advisory  Committee — including  the  pharmaceutical 
representatives — at  Caxton  Hall  on  Friday  morning, 
October  4,  to  consider  the  question  of  remuneration  of 
medical  practitioners  which  had  been  discussed  on 
October  2  with  the  medical  representatives  (see  0.  &  D., 
October  5,  index  folio  535).  Mr.  Lloyd  George  was 
accompanied  by  Mr.  Masterman,  Sir  Robert  Morant, 
(Chairman  of  the  Insurance  Commissioners),  and  Dr. 
Smith  Whitaker  (Vice-Chairman).  In  the  course  of  his 
remarks  to  the  members  the  Chancellor  said  that  the 
Government  are  prepared  to  ask  Parliament  to  make 
some  additional  provision,  but  before  deciding  on  the 
amount  he  wanted  to  hear  the  opinion  of  those  present 
on  the  various  considerations  involved.    Further,  they 


would  agree  with  him  that,  although,  for  the  sake  of 
securing  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  medical  profes- 
sion in  the  provision  of  an  efficient  medical  service,  it 
might  be  in  the  general  interest  to  provide  more  money 
than  had  hitherto  been  contemplated  for  the  purpose, 
there  must  be  a  limit  to  what  the  country  could  reason- 
ably be  expected  to  find.  It  was  conceivable  that  when 
the  Government  had  done  their  best  they  might  fail  to 
indue©  the  medical  profession  to  work  the  Act  on  the 
lines  laid  down,  and  it  was  obvious  that,  as  prudent  men, 
the  Government  had  had  to  consider  what  the  alternative 
must  be.  He  desired  the  advice  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  this  subject.  A  full  discussion  ensued. 
On  the  question  of  alternative  methods  of  pro- 
viding medical  treatment,  in  the  event  of  its  being 
found  impossible  to  constitute  tba  panels  satisfac- 
torily, two  main  lines  of  organisation  were  suggested 
by  various  speakers,  the  first  being  that  the  money  pay- 
able for  medical  benefit,  including  any  additional  grant 
which  the  Government  may  decide  to  make,  should  be 
handed  over  to  the  approved  societies,  to  whom  the  pre- 
vision of  medical  treatment  and  drugs  should  be  com- 
pletely entrusted.  The  second  was  that  the  Government 
should  undertake  the  organisation  of  a  National  Medical 
Service,  which  some  speakers  urged  should  provide  for 
the  requirements  not  only  of  the  insured  but  also  of  their 
dependants.  The  almost  unanimous  feeling  of  the  meet- 
ing was  in  favour  of  the  organisation  of  a  National  Medi- 
cal Service  as  the  preferable  alternative,  in  the  event  of 
failure  to  arrive  at  an  agreement  with  the  medical  pro- 
fession on  the  lines  of  the  formation  of  panels  under  the 
Act. 

A  meeting  of  the  Cabinet  was  held  on  Monday,  and 
it  is  rumoured  that  it  was  agreed  to  grant  1,000,000Z.  to 
meet  the  financial  requirements  for  the  medical-benefit 
provisions.  The  rumour  has  not  yet  been  officially  con- 
firmed or  denied. 

The  First  Quarter's  Cards. 
The  Manager  of  the  Chemists'  Friendly  Society,  194  St. 
Vincent  Street,  Glasgow,  asks  us  to  inform  those  insured 
persons  who  are  members  of  the  Society  that  cards  for 
the  first  completed  quarter  and  Insurance  books  should 
be  signed  in  the  spaces  reserved  for  that  purpose  before 
they  are  returned  to  him.  This  should  not  be  later  than 
October  26. 

Notes. 

Mr.  George  W.  Harris,  chemist  and  druggist,  12  Sun 
Street,  Canterbury,  has  been  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  for  the  Borough  of  Canterbury. 

The  Insurance  Commissioners  have  decided  that  persons 
casually  employed  to  buy  samples  for  analysing  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  come  within  the  provisions 
of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  and  must  be  insured  by 
the  council  when  engaged. 

The  "  Edinburgh  Evening  Dispatch  "  of  October  3  states 
that  "a  great  deal  has  been  heard  of  late  about  doctors 
and  the  Insurance  Act,  but  it  appears  that  the  chemists  are 
being  even  more  hard  hit."  The  main  grievance  is  given 
as  follows  : 

"  The  chemists  consider  the  sum  of  1.?.  bd.  per  head  quite 
inadequate  to  cover  medicines  and  medical  appliances  which 
might  be  required  during  the  twelve  months.  Who,  they 
ask,  are  they  to  look  to  for  payment  if  more  than  Is.  6(7. 
worth  of  drugs  is  required.  Supposing  a  chemist  is  chosen 
by,  say,  two  dozen  people  as  their  approved  chemist :  his 
annual  income  from  the  Commissioners  therefor  would  be 
36.S.  It  is  pointed  out  that  one  of  these  insured  persons 
might  have  a  serious  illness,  which  would  alone  require  more 
than  36s.  to  dispense  for.  Can  any  chemist,  they  say,  reason- 
ably be  expected  to  meet  such  a  condition  ?  " 

At  a  representative  mass  meeting  of  Forfarshire  phar- 
macists (constituting  the  panels  for  Dundee.  Arbroath, 
and  Forfarshire),  held  in  .Mather's  Hotel,  Dundee,  on 
October  9,  Mr.  J.  'H.  Thomson,  a  member  of  the  Scottish 
Insurance  Committee,  presided.  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill 
and  Mr.  Bennett,  Arbroath,  explained  the  position  of 
affairs.  After  a  short  discussion  it  was  unanimously 
resolved  to  support  the  action  of  the  joint  committee.  A 
small  committee  was  appointed  to  advise  the  chemists  in 
their  communications  with  the  Insurance  Committee. 
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Sanatorium  Bknefit  Medicines. 

The  Yarmouth  Insurance  Committee  has  consulted  the 
local  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  regard  to  a  scale  of 
prices  for  the  medicines  required  in  connection  with 
sanatoria  treatment  for  tuberculosis.  The  following  scale 
of  prices  has  been  agreed  upon  :  Ordinary  mixtures,  six 
doses,  8<7.  :  eight  doses,  9d.  ;  twelve  doses.  10d.  :  sixteen 
doses.  Is.  :  twenty-four  doses,  Is.  6d.  ;  cod-liver  oil,  per 
half-pint,  9i</.  :  pint,  Is.  3(7. :  malt  and  oil,  la.  per  lb.; 
2  lb.,  1«.  8d.    The  prices  include  delivery. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones.  M.P..  Chairman*  of  the  County  of 
Middlesex  Insurance  Committee,  in  his  report  to  the 
monthly  meeting  on  October  7,  stated  that  up  to  the 
present  time  forty-five  applications  for  sanatorium  benefit 
had  been  received,  including  ten  from  uninsured  persons. 
Twenty-three  had  been  recommended  for  treatment  in 
sanatoria,  twenty  had  b.?en  placed  in  Clare  Hall,  and  two 
had  been  recommended  for  domiciliary  treatment.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  which  should  ensure  admission  into 
the  sanatorium  within  seven  days,  if  there  is  no  delay 
on  the  part  of  the  patient  or  his  friends.

WESTMINSTER  WISDOM. 

The  Week  in  Parliament. 

The  Session  Reopened 
on  Monday  afternoon,  October  7,  when  there  was  a  fair 
attendance  of  members  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

The  Railways  Bill. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  informed  Mr. 
C.  Bathurst.  M.P..  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday, 
October  8,  that  he  is  unable  at  present  to  name  a  date  for 
the  second  reading  of  the  Railways  Bill,  but  that,  in  view 
of  the  multiplicity  of  interests  involved,  due  notice  would: 
be  given  to  all  parties. 

Gas  Companies  and  Chemicals. 

Our  Parliamentary  correspondent  is  informed  that  some 
little  time  is  likely  to  elapse  before  the  appointment  of 
the  promised  Joint  Select  Committee  which  is  to  inquire 
into  the  whole  question  of  the  manufacture  by  gas  com- 
panies of  residual  by-products.  It  is  considered  doubtful 
whether  the  personnel  of  the  committee  will  be  made 
known  for  several  weeks. 

Health  Insurance. 

Mr.  Masterman  announced  on  Wednesday  that  the  num- 
ber of  Insurance  stamps  sold  up  to  the  last  day  for  which 
figures  are  available  was  154.348.448. 

"Sir  Norval  Helme.  M.P.,  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  on  Thursday  whether,  in  view  of  the  general 
desire  throughout  the  country  to  secure  a  settlement  of 
the  scale  of  "remuneration  for  medical  services  under  the 
Insurance  Act,  he  will  consider,  on  the  request  being  made, 
for  the  appointment  of  a  Select  Committee  to  take  evidence 
and  report  as  to  what  would  be  adequate  remuneration  for 
the  doctors.  [Sir  Norval  circulated  a  letter  on  Wednesday 
evening  in  which  he  6aid  that  as  negotiations  are  so  far 
broken  off  between  the  doctors  and  the  Government,  it 
s?ems  desirable,  in  the  interests  of  the  public,  that  an  end 
should  be  put  to  the  present  impasse.  A  desire  exists  that 
a  way  may  be  found  to  form  a  correct  estimate  of  the 
situation,  so  that  a  sum  may  be  mutually  adopted.]  The 
Chancellor  replied  that  he  could  not  accept  the  suggestion 
of  a  Select  Committee,  as  it  could  not  report  in  time  to 

Mr.  Lansbury  has  put  down  the  following  question  for 
Monday.  Octabt-r  14  : 

To  ask  the  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  with  reference  to  the 
provisional  regulations  as  to  the  administration  of  medical 
benefit  made  under  the  National  Insurance  Act  and  dated 
October  1,  1912,  whether  it  is  intended  that  each  local  Insur- 
ance Committee  shall  fix  each  year  a  total  sum  to  be  paid 
for  medical  benefit,  which  is  not  to  be  exceeded,  and  out 
of  which  the  payments  for  ordinary  medical  treatment,  the 
payments  for  special  services  by  the  doctors,  and  the  pay- 
ments for  drugs  and  medicines  are  alike  to  come;  whether 
it  is  intended  that,  when  a  capitation-fee  or  a  rate  of  pay- 
ment per  visit  has  been  agreed  on,  the  medical  practi- 
tioner will  not  necessarily  get  that  fee  or  that  rate,  but 
only  such  a  proportion  thereof  as  the  total  sum  arbitrarily 
fixed  by  the  local  Insurance  Committee  for  the  various 
items  of  expenditure  will  allow;  whether  he  is  aware  that, 
under  such  circumstances,  the  medical  practitioners  will 
find  themselves  getting  a  smaller  annual  remuneration 
whenever  the  sickness  of  the  year  has  necessitated  a  larger 
outlay  on  drugs  and  medicines,  so  that,  for  instance,  when 
an  influenza  epidemic  involves  more  quinine  than  usual, 
the  medical  practitioners  will  find  their  incomes  reduced ; 
whether  he  is  aware  that  such  an  arrangement  is  in  contra- 
vention of  the  spirit  of  Section  15  (5).  proviso  (ii),  which 
was  intended  to  prevent  the  medical  practitioner  from 
having  any  pecuniary  interest  in  stinting  the  supply  of 
expensive  drugs:  whether  he  is  aware  that  the  arrange- 
ment is  calculated  to  restrict  the  calling  in  of  consultants  in 
serious  cases,  as  the  cost  of  their  fees  will,  in  effect,  have 
to  be  borne  by  the  ordinary  medical  practitioners  them- 
selves: whether  he  will  explain  on  what  basis  the  local 
Insurance  Committee  can.  or  will  be  instructed  or  advised 
to.  fix  the  total  sum  to  be  paid  in  respect  of  medical  benefit 
if.  as  explained,  this  is  expected  to  be  less  than  the  aggregate 
of  the  sums  payable  to  the  medical  practitioners  for  fees 
and  extras  at  agreed  rates  and  for  drugs  and  medicines  at 
agreed  prices :  and  whether  he  will  arrange  that  the  House 
shall  have  an  opportunity  of  discussing  the  terms  to  be  made 
for  medical  benefit  before  these  are  approved  by  the  Com- 
missioners. 
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The  Patent-medicine  Committee. 
No  arrangements  (writes  our  Parliamentary  correspon- 
dent) have  yet  been  made  for  summoning  a  meeting  of  the 
Select  Committee  on  Patent  Medicines.  It  was  announced 
on  Monday  that  the  Chairman  and  Lady  Norman 
had  arrived  from  Italy  at  the  Chateau  de  la  Garoupe, 
Antibes,  and  Sir  Henry  was  in  the  House  of  Commons 
on  Wednesday  evening.  It  is  understood  that  Sir 
Joseph  Beeckam  is  to  give  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  of  which  section  he  is  Chairman.  Other  im- 
portant witnesses  are  also  to  be  heard,  such  as  Mr.  John 
Morgan  Richards,  Mr.  John  Lawson,  Ph.C,  and  Mr. 
E.  J.  Parry,  B.S'c,  F.I.C.,  who  is  the  technical  advisei 
of  the  Sectional  Committee  Mr.  Hodge  has  resigned  his 
seat  on  the  Select  Committee  on  Patent  Medicines,  and 
is  to  be  replaced  by  Mr.  0 'Grady,  another  member  of  the 
Labour  party. 

The  Dangers  or  Celluloid. 

The  Home  Secretary  has  appointed  a  committee  to 
inquire  and  report  as  to  the  precautions  necessary  in  the 
use  of  celluloid  in  manufacture  and  the  handling  and 
storage  of  celluloid  and  celluloid  articles.  The  members 
of  the  committee  are  :  The  Earl  of  Plymouth  (Chairman), 
Professor  James  J.  Dobbie,  F.R.S.,  Principal  Govern- 
ment Chemist ;  Captain  Maurice  B.  Lloyd ;  Mr.  H.  M. 
Robinson,  Deputy  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories ;  and  Mr. 
Edwin  0.  Sachs,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  of  the  British 
Fire  Prevention  Committee. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday  the  Home 
Secretary  mentioned  the  appointment  of  the  committee 
in  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Evelyn  Cecil.  Mr.  J. 
Rowlands  asked  whether  the  committee  would  get  to  work 
at  once,  so  that  they  might  have  a  speedy  decision  as 
to  the  alterations  which  were  requisite. — Mr.  McKenna  : 
"  Oh,  yes." 

Our  Parliamentary  representative  says  it  is  understood 
that  among  the  questions  that  are  likely  to  engage  the 
attention  of  the  committee  are  the  advisability  of  keeping 
a  register  of  celluloid  factories,  and  the  allegation  that 
many  of  the  establishments  where  celluloid  is  used  are 
not  so  described. 


The  Shops  Act,  1912. 


The  following  are  brief  particulars  of  recent  local 
arrangements  : 

Aberystwyth.— The  Town  Clerk,  in  reporting  to  the 
Town  Council  re  early-closing  day,  said  that  all  the  trades- 
men had  agreed  upon  Wednesday  at  one  o'clock  except 
chemists  and  hairdressers.  Chemists  asked  that  no  pre- 
scribed half-holiday  be  arranged.  Alderman  Wynne  said 
that  pharmacists  were  now  willing  to  close  at  1  P.M.  on  Wed- 
nesdays. The  Town  Clerk  said  that  the  decision  must  be 
a  recent  one ;  there  was  no  representation  to  that  effect 
The  other  closing  hours  which  the  chemists  suggested  were 
from  October  1  to  June  30  at  8.30  p.m.  on  all  weekdays 
except  Saturday  at  10  p.m.,  and  total  exemption  from  July  1 
to  September  30. 

Bishop's  Stortford.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Urban  District 
Council  last  week  a  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  effect 
of  making  a  closing  order  for  chemists'  shops.  Some  of 
the  councillors  were  of  opinion  that  such  an  order  would 
stop  absolutely  the  supply  of  drugs  during  closing  hours, 
while  others  thought  that  as  chemists  are  exempted  by  the 
Shops  Act  they  can  still  sell  medicines.  The  Chairman  of 
the  Council  promised  to  interview  the  three  chemists  of 
the  town  to  obtain  their  views  on  the  situation  which 
would  be  created  if  a  closing  order  were  made. 

Blackpool.— The  members  of  the  local  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation have  decided  to  close  at  1  p.m.  on  Wednesdays  during 
the  winter  months,  and  not  reopen  from  6  to  8  P.M.,  as  has 
been  customary.  On  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday 
evenings  the  closing  hour  is  to  be  8.30  P.M.,  and  on  Satur- 
days it  is  optional. 

Cardiff.— The  result  of  the  ballot  of  tradesmen  has  been 
unsatisfactory,  as  many  voting-papers  were  not  returned. 
Closing  orders  will  consequently  be  confined  to  comparatively 
few  trades.    Of  the  sixty-three  chemists  in  the  city,  forty- 


seven  (over  two-thirds)  voted  in  favour  of  a  weekly  half- 
holiday. 

Darwen  chemists  have  obtained  a  closing  order  for 
Tuesdays. 

Duaoon. -The  local  chemists  have  petitioned  the  Town 
Council  for  an  order  for  Wednesday  haif-day  closing. 

London.— The  administration  of  the  Shops  Act  in  London 
has  assumed  a  more  definite  character  by  the  decision  of  the 
Home  Office  that  the  London  County  Council  may  delegate 
its  administrative  powers  to  local  Borough  Councils,  but  not 
its  power  to  make  closing  orders.  The  latter  provision 
should  make  for  uniformity  as  to  early-closing  day.  The 
County  Council  has  offered  to  pay  75  per  cent,  of  the  cost 
of  local  administration,  subject  to  the  Council's  approval 
of  the  inspectors  appointed  and  to  annual  reports  being  sub- 
mitted. The  present  position  is  that  nine  out  of  the  twenty- 
eight  Metropolitan  Borough  Councils  decline  absolutely  to 
administer  the  Act.  These  are :  Battersea,  Bermondsey, 
Islington,  Poplar,  Lewisham,  Shoreditch,  Southwark, 
Stepney,  and  Hackney.  Bethnal  Green  and  Lambeth  are 
prepared  to  administer  the  Act  if  the  London  County  Council 
pay  all  expenses.  Deptford  and  Woolwich  decline  to  enter 
into  agreements  embodying  the  supervision  of  the  inspectors' 
appointments.  Finchley,  Hampstead,  Paddington,  St. 
Marylebone,  Wandsworth,  and  Westminster  agreed  to  act  as. 
agents,  but  have  not  considered  the  later  terms  submitted 
by  the  County  Council.  Chelsea  has  adjourned  considera- 
tion of  the  question.  Holborn  and  Kensington  have  not  yet 
considered  the  further  terms.  St.  Pancras  has  taken  no 
action.  Stoke  Newington  was  prepared  to  act  as  agents, 
but  do  not  agree  with  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  Home 
Office.  Camberwell  has  adjourned  consideration  of  the 
question  sine  die.  Hammersmith  has  asked  the  London 
Standing  Joint  Committee  to  consider  the  Home  Office  pro- 
posal. Fulham  has  adjourned  consideration  until  the  County 
Council  has  considered  the  letter  from  the  Home  Office. 
Greenwich  has  invited  the  County  Council  to  submit  a  draft 
agreement. 

Newport  (Mon.),- The  Corporation  on  October  8  made 
an  order  for  chemists  to  close  on  Thursdays  at  1  p.m. 

Retford.— The  Town  Council  has  decided  to  make  an 
order  for  pharmacists  to  close  on  Wednesdays  at  1  p.m. 

Richmond.— As  no  objection  was  received  to  the  proposed' 
closing  order  for  chemists  for  Wednesdays  at  one  o'clock, 
the  Town  Council  has  sealed  the  order. 

St.  Helens.  — The  Town  Council  on  October  3  issued  an; 
order  for  chemists  to  close  at  one  o'clock  on  Thursdays. 

Sandwich.— The  local  chemists  having  voted  in  favour 
of  a  closing  order,  the  Town  Council  is  making  one  for 
Thursdays  at  1  p.m. 

Southend-on-Sea.— The  chemists  of  Southend  and  West- 
cliff  have  decided  to  close  during  the  winter  months  on 
Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and  Thursdays  at  8.30  p.m.  ;  Wednes- 
days at  1  P.M.  :  Fridays  at  9  p.m.  ;  and  Saturdays  at  11  P.M. 
They  will  open  on  Sundays  from  6  30  to  8  30  p.m.  Applica- 
tion for  an  order  specifying  these  times  is  being  made.  In 
the  meantime  the  members  of  the  South  Essex  Pharmacists 
Association  are  closing  .voluntarily,  commencing  October  7. 

Torquay—The  Town  Council,  as  the  result  of  communica- 
tions received  from  local  chemists,  has  decided  not  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  proposed  closing  order  respecting  pharmacies. 

York.— The  order  made  by  the  City  Council  in  respect  of 
chemists'  and  druggists'  establishments  is  for  closing  on 
Wednesday  afternoons  at  1  p.m.  throughout  the  year.

Ampbotropin.— This  is  a  new  urinary  antiseptic,  and  is 
a  combination  of  camphoric  acid  and  hexamethvlene- 
tetramine,  of  the  formula  C,H,.(C0aH),r(CH.).N.]2.  It  'forms 
white  crystalline  needles  melting  at  180°. 

Hepatoxin  is  a  new  Japanese  remedy  prepared  by  Mr. 
Y.  Hori  from  the  liver  of  the  globe-fish.  It  is  claimed  to 
be  of  use  in  curing  leprosy.  The  clinical  investigations  arc 
being  made  in  the  Osaka  Hospital. 
Hexal.  This  body  is  a  combination  of  one  molecule  of 
sulphosalicylic  acid  with  one  of  hexamethvlene-tetramine, 
C.H,JN,.SO:,.H(C.Ha)OHCO»H.  It  forms  white,  odourless 
crystals,  easily  soluble  in  water  and  having  a  taste  resembling 
that  of  citric  acid.  It  is  recommended  as  a  soluble  form  of 
exhibiting  salicylic  acid  and  hexamethylenc-tctramine. 


SCIENTIFIC  PROGRESS.

A  Bolivian  Storax.— The  storax  obtained  from  Styrax 
Pearcei,  from  Buena  Vista,  in  Eastern  Bolivia,  is  a  more  or 
less  brittle  'mass,  of  acid-value  96.6  and  ester-value  about 
100.  It  smells  like  a  mixture  of  benzoin  and  storax,  and 
contains  0.3  per  cent,  of  vanillin.  It  also  contains  benzoic 
acid,  cinnamic  acid,  and  a  new  resinotannol,  boliresinotannol. 
This  last-named  body  is  not  identical  with  the  resinotannol 
of  Sumatra  benzoin. 

Adulterated  Gentian-root.  —  Bruchauscn  ("  Apotheker 
Zeitung,"  1912,  754)  draws  attention  to  the  adulteration  of 
powdered  gentian-root  with  ground  coconut-shells.  A 
microscopic  examination  will  easily  reveal  the  presence  of 
this  adulterant,  and  when  it  is  identified  an  approximate 
quantitative  determination  may  be  made  by  estimating  the 
water-soluble  extractives.  Three  grams  of  the  powder  is 
heated  with  100  c.c.  of  boiling  water  and  well  shaken  until 
cold,  when  the  volume  is  adjusted.  Twenty  c.c.  of  the 
filtrate  is  dried  to  constant  weight.  Pure  gentian-root 
yields  from  30  to  40  per  cent,  of  water-soluble  extract,  while 
ground  coconut-shells  yield  only  a  minute  amount.  Com- 
mercial samples  were  found  to  yield  only  about  20  per  cent, 
of  extract,  so  that  they  were  adulterated  to  the  extent  of  at 
least  30  per  cent. 

Insect-powder.  — Linke  ("  Apotheker  Zeitung,"  1912, 
776)  has  examined  a  number  of  samples  of  genuine  insect- 
powder  ground  from  the  closed  flowers  of  either  Chrysanthe- 


mum cineraria  folium  or  C.  roscum,  a 
results  (per  cent.)  :

Detection  of  Alkali  Bicarbonates.— R.  T.  Haslam 
(is  Journ.  Amer.  Chem.  Soc.'")  suggests  the  following  test 
for  bicarbonates  in  the  presence  of  large  quantities  of 
normal  carbonates.  The  substance  to  be  tested  is  dissolved 
in  water  (freed  by  boiling  from  carbon  dioxide),  and  excess 
of  calcium  chloride  is  added.  Filter  after  standing  for 
four  or  five  minutes.  Then  add  a  few  drops  of  ammonia, 
and  if  the  substance  contained  a  bicarbonate,  a  precipitate 
of  calcium  carbonate  is  again  obtained.  With  a  large 
amount  of  bicarbonate  the  precipitation  will  take  place 
in  about  half  a  minute,  while  with  a  very  small  amount 
the  time  required  may  be  eight  to  ten  minutes.  The  pre- 
sence of  ammonium  salts  vitiates  the  results  on  account  of 
the  solubility  of  CaCO,  in  such  solutions. 

Ether.— Gcorg  Kassner  communicates  a  long  article  to 
the  "  Archiv  der  Pharmazie "  (1912,  436)  on  ether,  which 
he  investigated  consequent  on  an  explosion  in  Miinster 
University.  It  was  suspected  that  the  explosion  was  due 
to  the  presence  of  an  organic  peroxide  in  the  ether;  but 
most  careful  examination  failed  to  get  satisfactory  evidence 
of  such  bodies,  which  would  have  been  afforded  by  (1) 
hydrogen  peroxide ;  (2)  vinyl  compounds — as  by-products 
of  auto-oxidation  of  ether,  and  which  have  a  lower  boiling- 
point  than  ether;    (3)  lack  of  aldehyde,  of  which  mere 


traces  were  found ;  and  (4)  repetition  of  the  experiment  in 
which  the  explosion  took  place  did  not  result  in  explosions 
except  once.  The  author  observes  that  the  ether  was  kept 
over  sodium  hydroxide,  which  removes  any  hydrogen  per- 
oxide that  may  be  formed,  while  it  also  fixes  vinyl  alcohol 
as  aeetajdehyde  or  its  polymers,  which  by  oxidation  are 
turned  into  acids,  and  these  would  be  found  in  the  ether 
if  such  decomposition  had  occurred.

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OBSERVATIONS  &  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser  II. 


The  Medical  Benefit  Regulations, 

so  far  as  they  affect  phar- 
macists, appear  at  first  sight  to  justify  the  hopeful  atti- 
tude I  have  always  maintained  with  regard  to  our  position 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act.  I  speak,  of  course, 
only  of  the  principle  on  which  they  are  framed,  rates  and 
prices  being  as  yet  undetermined,  but  there  is  every  reason 
to  believe  that  these  will  be  equitable.  Nobody  is  likely 
to  accept  terms  which  do  not  offer  a  prospect  of  a  reason- 
able profit,  and  the  system  adopted  makes  it  possible 
for  us  to  estimate  with  something  like  certainty  what  the 
profit  on  the  goods  supplied  would  be.  We  are  not  asked 
to  adopt  an  entirely  new  system,  the  working  of  which  it 
would  be  most  difficult,  if  not  quite  impossible,  to.  foresee. 
And  evidently  no  hard  and  fast  limit  can  under  these 
Regulations  be  imposed  upon  us  ;  we  shall  be  paid  directly 
for  the  actual  work  done  and  the  medicines  supplied,  the 
only  new  feature  introduced  into  our  business  being  the 
regulation  of  prices.  This  seems  to  me  an  immense  advan- 
tage over  any  per  capita  arrangement ;  it  is  more  elastic, 
and  more  consonant  with  our  business  instincts  and  habits. 
We  must  not,  however, 

Halloa  before  We  are  Out  of  the  Wood. 

Until    rates  and 

prices  are  fixed  it  is  premature  to  congratulate  ourselves 
upon  a  satisfactory  settlement.  It  is  of  primary  importance 
that  the  trade  should  be  adequately  represented  on  the 
local  Committees.  I,  for  one,  should  be  inclined  to  refuse 
to  be  put  on  the  panel  in  any  district  in  which  we  were 
not  so  represented.  The  crucial  point  now  is  the  price- 
list,  and  we  ought  to  have  some  part  in  the  determination 
of  that.  I  see  only  one  allusion  in  the  Regulations  to 
dispensing  fees,  although  dispensing  will  no  doubt  be  the 
chief  mode  of  "  supply,"  and  the  question  of  fees  is  there- 
fore the  most  important  of  all.  I  have  already  (on 
May  4,  1912)  expressed  my  views  as  to  the  approximate 
amount  we  should  be  safe  in  accepting  as  a  dispensing 
fee,  and  it  is  necessary  that  we  should  at  once  make  up 
our  minds  on  this  point,  as  well  as  on  the  rate  of  profit  at 
which  we  are  willing  to  supply  drugs  and  appliances.  With- 
out this  preliminary  we  shall  be  very  much  at  sea  when 
the  Government's  proposals  are  definitely  laid  before  us. 
That  Dispensing  is  Ensured  to  Us 

as  the  general  rule  may 
be  taken  for  granted,  and  this  is  the  chief  thing.  In 
practice  this  will  probably  apply  also  to  those  who  are 
exempted  from  medical  benefit  by  the  income  limit,  and 
the  ultimate  result  will  certainly  be  a  considerable  trans- 
ference of  dispensing  for  uninsured  patients  from  the 
doctor  to  the  pharmacist.  It  will  not  be  worth  a  doctor's 
while  (in  many  neighbourhoods,  at  any  rate)  to  dispense 
for  the  private  patients  alone  who  will  be  left  to  him. 
This  fact  will  probably  neutralise  to  some  extent  the 
injurious  effect  that  Regulation  35  might  otherwise  have 
upon  our  interests.  It  is,  I  fancy,  only  in  very  few  dis- 
tricts that  such  a  number  of  patients  are  so  remote  from 
the  chemist  as  to  induce  a  doctor  to  set  up  a  dispensing 
department  for  their  benefit.  The  number  and  complexity 
of  the  Regulations  will  greatly  increase  the  work  of  the 
Committees,  and,  I  suppose,  the  expense  of  working  the 
Act.  The  Committees  will  apparently  be  in  close  touch 
with  us,  and  will  have  no  sinecure.  Too  much  importance 
must  not  be  attributed  to  the  opinion  freely  expressed 
among  the  friendly  societies  that  the  Regulations  are  un- 


workable, but  it  is  well  to  remember  that  they  are  only 
provisional,  and  that  difficulties  may  arise  in  the  working 
of  some  of  those  which  apply  peculiarly  to  ourselves.  1 
do  not  see  much  advantage,  and  I  suspect  disadvantages, 
in  the  variation  in  prices  in  different  districts. 

Debatable  Points 

bristle  also  in  the  Regulations  which  are 
specially  concerned  with  medical  men,  and  unless  their 
consideration  is  approached  not  only  with  an  open  mind 
but  in  a  conciliatory  attitude,  there  are  endless  oppor- 
tunities for  finding  difficulties.  The  Commissioners  have 
shown  excessive  prudence  in  throwing  on  the  County  Com- 
mittees the  task  of  coming  to  terms  with  the  medical 
men.  This  is  almost  sure  to  involve  an  immense  amount 
of  squabbling,  and  possibly  not  a  little  "  bad  blood  "  may 
be  created  before  things  settle  down,  while  there  is  tha 
possibility  of  different  methods  of  payment  being  adopted 
in  contiguous  areas,  which  may  lead  to  endless  confusion. 
Still,  all  this  trouble,  if  it  come,  will  be  useful  for  the 
future  working  of  the  Act,  since  the  Regulations  are  pro- 
visional only,  and  the  experiences  of  a  year  will  work 
wonders  in  getting  the  Commissioners,  the  medical  men, 
and  the  insured  to  realise  where  compromise  is  possible, 
and  how  the  sharp  corners  may  be  rounded  off. 

Of  the  "  Six  Points  " 

insisted  on  by  the  British  Medical  Association, 
five  appear  to  me  to  have  been  practically  conceded  (four 
were  already  in  the  Act),  the  only  point  in  suspense  being 
the  amount  of  remuneration  to  be  allowed  to  medical  men. 
The  income  limit  is  to  be  settled  by  the  Committees,  and 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  in  many  districts  21.  a  week  will 
be  the  limit,  though  in  the  large  cities  a  higher  figure  will 
probably  be  the  rule.  Patients  are  to  have  free  choice 
of  doctor,  and  alternative  methods  for  assessing  the 
remuneration  are  allowed.  Some  districts  may  choose 
per  capita  payments  pure  and  simple,  others  payment  by 
fees  only,  others  a  mixed  scheme.  This  will  lead  to  an 
immense  amount  of  intricate  bookkeeping  in  the  case  of 
insured  people  moving  from  one  part  of  the  country  to 
another,  and  it  will,  be  very  confusing  to  medical  men. 
This  difficulty  is  already  recognised;  and  to  meet  it,  it  is 
contemplated  that  a  separate  list  of  practitioners  willing 
to  undertake  this  work  will  be  set  out.  I  am  dubious 
about  the  success  of  this  proposal,  though  it  may  be  the 
less  of  two  evils. 

Mr.  Rymer  Young, 

in  his  admirable  Address  on  pharma- 
ceutical education,  not  only  struck  exactly  the  right  note, 
and,  with  the  exception  of  one  slight  lapse,  maintained 
it  consistently  to  the  end,  but  illustrated  by  the  employ- 
ment of  a  style  at  once  forcible  and  graceful  the  advantage 
and  true  use  of  that  for  which  he  pleaded — "the  cultiva- 
tion of  a  habit  of  clearness  in  speech,  in  writing,  and 
in  thought."  I  was  pleased  to  find  one  of  his  most- 
incisive  sentences  quoted  a  few  days  afterwards  in  rr.y 
daily  paper,  under  the  heading,  "  From  Press  and  Flat- 
form."  It  was  this  :  "Some  of  the  most  egregious  asses 
in  creation  are  to  be  met  with  among  the  schools  as 
the  successes  of  modern  educational  life."  It  is  very  true, 
and,  like  Issachar  of  old,  they  are  usually  asses  under 
a  double  burden,  that  of  unassimilated  knowledge,  and 
that  of  pride  in  having  acquired  more  than  they  were 
built  to  carry — the  pride  of  the  nouvcau  riche,  whose 
only  use  for  his  ill-gotten  wealth  is  to  display  it.  The 
little  lapse  in  Mr.  Young's  Address  is  where  he  warns  his 
hearers  not  to  be  disappointed  if  the  public  shows  no 
gratitude  to  them  for  having  fitted  themselves  for  their 
work.  There  seems  to  be  in  this  just  a  suspicion  of 
the  feeling  he  deprecates,  a  little  display  of  pique  because 
the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  i'is  placed  on 
"a  dispensing  level"  with  the  doctor's  factotiim.  But 
the  real  point  of  the  Address  surely  is  that  education 
is  worth  having  for  its  own  sake.  It  is  a  noble,  doctrine, 
and  a  true  one.

In  some  parts  of  London  there  is  an  indication  that 
the  agreements  made  by  chemists  as  to  closing  are  not 
being  rigidly  adhered  to.  This  was  not  unforeseen,  and 
we  have  always  held  the  view  that  until  the  penal  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  are  enforced  there  is  bound  to  be 
some  laxity.  We  now  have  the  effect  of  these  provisions 
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illustrated  every  week  by  actions  taken  by  local  authori- 
ties, and  this  week  proceedings  have  been  taken  against 
chemists  in  Bournemouth  and  another  in  Stratford-on- 
Avon  regarding  the  sale  during  closing  hours  of  articles 
which  the  prosecutors  considered  not  to  be  medicines  and 
medical  and  surgical  appliances.  At  the  time  of  writing 
we  have  not  received  the  results  of  these  cases,  and  our 
remarks  should  not  be  regarded  as  in  any  way  comment 
upon  them;  but  we  must  repeat  the  warning  frequently 
given  that  chemists  may  not  keep  their  shops  open  during 
the  closing  hours  of  the  half -holiday  for  the  purpose  of 
selling  everything  stocked  if  called  for.  As  chemists 
they  enjoy  no  exemption,  but  the  sale  of  medicines  and 
medical  and  surgical  appliances  is  exempted  from  the 
early-closing  provisions  subject  to  regulations  made  by 
the  Government  authorities.  The  Act  gives  no  definition 
as  to  what  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances 
are,  and  common  sense  must  dictate  the  action  of 
•chemists  in  doubtful  cases.  There  was  little  done  under 
the  old  Acts  which  would  guide  us  now,  except  two 
eases,  in  which  the  sale  of  a  hair-brush  in  one  and  of  a 
■cake  of  toilet-soap  in  another  brought  the  vendors,  who 
were  chemists,  into  the  court  for  infringement  of  early- 
closing  orders.  In  both  these  cases  the  Magistrates  were 
not  satisfied  that  the  articles  sold  were  of  the  nature 
■exempted  by  the  old  Acts.  We  learn  that  a  movement 
has  been  inaugurated  with  the  object  of  bringing  de- 
finitely before  the  authorities  the  hardships  which  are 
resulting  from  the  compulsory  closing  of  shops  under  the 
Act.  A  petition,  which  has  already  been  extensively 
.signed,  is  to  be  presented  to  Parliament,  and  the  Home 
Secretary  is  to  be  asked  to  receive  a  deputation  of  traders 
on  the  subject.  A  No-Compulsory  Closing  League  has 
also  been  established.  We  do  not  suppose  that  it  will 
receive  much  support,  as  the  Act,  in  spite  of  some  short- 
comings, is  of  immense  benefit  to  shopkeepers  and  has 
■caused  little  public  inconvenience. 

Drugs  and  Oils. 

The  evi€ence  which  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
in  association  with  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference, 
is  to  lay  before  the  Dominions  Royal  Commission  in 
regard  to  the  cultivation  of  drugs  and  essential-oil 
materials  promises  to  be  of  Imperial  interest.  We  call 
the  attention  of  our  readers  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand 
■  to  the  report  of  the  meeting,  which  appears  elsewhere 
in  this  issue,  as  the  Commission  will,  after  hearing  pre- 
liminary evidence  in  London,  proceed  south  to  hear  what 
authorities  in  these  Dominions  have  to  say  about  their 
resources.  We  understand  that  all  the  materials  for  the 
essential-oils  part  of  the  evidence  are  ready,  and  that 
Mr.  Umney  is  tabulating  them  with  complete  commer- 
cial data  as  to  quantities  and  values,  which  must  be  the 
ultimate  determining  factors  for  recommendations  as  to 
the  establishment  or  encouragement  of  the  production  of 
the  substances.  Similar  materials  in  regard  to  medicinal 
drugs  are  not  so  complete,  but  a  good  case  for  inquiry 
in  respect  to  some  of  the  most  important  drugs  can  be 
made  out.  A  note  of  warning  was  sounded  at  the  meet- 
ing as  to  the  inadvisability  of  too  greatly  emphasising 
the  scientific  side  of  the  matter,  which  was  wise,  for  the 
Commission  is  concerned  with  commerce,  and  commercial 
■data  will  appeal  to  the  members,  while  scientific  data 
-might  discourage  their  attention.  We  understand  that  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  has  been  watching  the  subject  for 
some  time,  and  Sir  Edward  Evans's  address  was  the 
means  of  it  receiving  more  active  consideration  from  the 


Department.  Here,  again,  commercial  data  are  wanted  to 
justify  the  resources  of  the  Department  being  utilised 
for  similar  purposes  to  those  for  which  the  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry  of  the  U.S.A.  Department  of  Agriculture 
is  employed.  There  is  also  a  fundamental  difference  be- 
tween the  resources  of  the  two  Boards.  In  the  United 
States  the  Department  of  Agriculture  has  under  constitu- 
tional provisions  land  and  money  available  which  can  be 
directly  applied  to  cultivation  experiments.  The  English 
Board  has  no  similar  provision,  and  its  work  must  be 
confined  ultimately  to  encouraging  the  cultivation  of  plants 
which  may  be  profitable  to  the  cultivators.  There  can  be 
little  doubt  that  the  inquiry  now  definitely  set  agoing  by 
Wednesday's  meeting  has  in  it  potentialities  for  developing 
Imperial  resources  which  should  be  of  service  to  British 
drug  and  essential-oil  trades.  Indirectly  also  scientific 
service  may  be  done,  but  this  will  depend  upon  the 
commercial  results. 


Nine  Months'  Trade. 

Following  on  the  exceptionally  good  trade  Returns  for 
the  months  of  July  and  August,  those  for  September 
are  also  very  satisfactory.  The  imports  advanced  by 
3,505,000?.  to  57,185,000?.;  the  exports  of  British 
goods  advanced  by  6,385,000?.  to  43,204,000?.,  and  the  re- 
exports of  imported  goods  advanced  by  216,000?.  to 
8,035,000?.  These  figures  constitute  the  best  September 
figures  on  record,  and  taking  into  consideration  the  fact 
that  there  was  one  working-day  less  than  in  September  of 
last  year,  the  increases  shown  are  all  the  more  remarkable. 
In  the  imports  the  chief  gains  were  in  raw  materials 
and  manufactured  goods,  these  expanding  by  1,711,000?. 
and  1,422,000?.  respectively.  The  value  of  food  imports 
went  up  by  331,000?.,  and  we  spent  1,250,000?.  more  on 
grain  and  flour,  this  being  due  to  the  disappointing 
harvests  at  home;  on  the  other  hand,  we  effected  a 
considerable  saving  on  sugar  and  meat.  Of  oil  seeds, 
nuts,  oils,  fats,  and  gums  our  imports  were  128,300?.  less, 
but  on  the  nine  months'  trading  the  expansion  is  2,434,300?. 
The  increase  in  manufactured  goods  applies  to  most  of 
the  items  scheduled,  including  81,239?.  more  for  chemicals, 
which  reached  962,167?.  Of  the  gain  of  6,385,200?.  in 
British  exports  no  less  than  5,406,600?.  is  in  manufactured 
goods  alone,  and  applied  to  practically  every  industry 
scheduled,  iron  and  steel  manufactures  showing  the 
greatest  gain  by  1.406,000?.  Chemicals  and  the  like  were 
better  by  175,175?.,  the  value  being  1,777,336?.,  and  as 
compared  with  September  1910  the  gain  is  248,178?.  In 
the  "medicines"  section  further  progress  is  noted,  the 
shipments  being  valued  at  201,735?.,  of  which  10,435?. 
was  for  quinine  :  there  was  a  spurt  in  the  September 
exports  of  this  chemical,  the  shipments  being  215,889  oz., 
against  130,611  oz.  in  1911.  September  chemical  business 
was  chiefly  noticeable  for  the  activity  in  soda-compounds, 
painters'  colours  and  materials,  and  coal-products  not 
dyes.  Slight  gains  are  also  shown  in  bleaching-powder  and 
ammonia  sulphate,  but  copper  sulphate  and  crude 
glycerin  show  substantial  declines,  distilled  being- 
stationary. 

Turning  from  the  September  record  to  that  of  the 
nine  months  of  the  year  now  completed,  very  considerable 
all-round  progress  is  shown,  but  the  last  three  months' 
figures  have  made  an  enormous  difference  in  the  aggregate 
totals.  The  many  variations  are  shown  in  the  month-by- 
month  record  printed  on  the  following  page.  It  will 
be  seen  from  the  table  that  the  imports  have  risen 
by   39,570,000?.,    the    total   values    being  528,965,000?., 
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while  the  exports  have  risen  by  23,104,700?.  to  354.282,600?., 
and  the  re-exports  by  5,386,0007.  to  82,920,0007.  Rather 
over  one-third  of  the  increase  in  imports  (13,456,8707.)  was 
in  the  nation's  food,  drink,  and  tobacco  bill — a  reflection

On  the  export  side  the  increase  of  23.1  millions 
sterling  is  made  up  of  foodstuffs  3,609,500/.,  raw  materials 
3,142,0007.,  and  manufactured  goods  15,496.0007.  Silk  is 
the  only  item  in  this  "  section  "  showing  a  decline  during 
the  nine  months.  Concerning  ourselves  with  drugs, 
chemicals,  and  the  like,  we  have  the  following  figures  : 

1910  1911  1912 

£13,632,688  £14,857,191  £15,664,120 

The  increase  as  compared  with  1911  is  806.9297.,  but  as 
compared  with  1910  the  increase  is  2,031,4327.  Drugs  and 
medicinal  preparations  exported  were  valued  at  1,608,2397., 
as  against  1,431,9417.  in  1911,  or  158,6547.  more,  these 
figures  having  steadily  expanded  with  each  month. 
British-made  quinine  declined  by  211,022  oz.  to 
1,129,500  oz.,  but  exports  of  foreign  quinine  advanced 
from  132,287  oz.  to  307,047  oz. 


War  and  Produce. 

Just  when  the  outlook  in  the  Near  East  showed  signs 
of  an  improvement  war  has  been  declared  on  Turkey  by 
the  small  State  of  Montenegro  ;  but  at  the  time  of  writing 
no  formal  declaration  has  been  made  by  Bulgaria  or 
Servia,  although  a  general  conflict  may  be  precipitated 
at  any  moment,  the  hope  of  peace  being  faint  indeed.  As 
to  the  ultimate  effect  on  the  prices  of  Turkish  produce 
much  depends  on  the  extent  and  duration  of  the  hostilities. 
Opium  is  likely  to  be  one  of  the  chief  articles  affected, 
and  already  the  market  is  in  a  state  of  uncertainty,  as 
the  means  of  transport  from  the  Interior  would  be  lack- 
ing, and  the  possibility  of  the  ports  being  blockaded  has 
also  to  be  reckoned  with.  Another  fact  which  may  in- 
fluence the  market  is  that  the  autumnal  sowings,  which 
are  the  most  important,  are  now  due.  but  have  been 
delayed  owing  to  lack  of  rain.  These  may  now  be 
jeopardised  as  the  result  of  a  scarcity  of  labour.  In  these 
circumstances  buyers  do  not  care  to  enter  into  further 
contracts  owing  to  the  "war  risks''  involved,  and  spot 
holders  have  done  business  at  a  slight  advance.  Otto  of 
rose,  which  alone  is  a  Bulgarian  article  and  which  mostly 
passes  through  to  the  various  European  capitals  via  Con- 
stantinople by  rail,  has  also  developed  an  unsettled 
tendency,  as  supplies  are  now  practically  cut  off.  Several 


weeks  ago,  however,  precautions  were  taken  by  several 
prominent  dealers  on  this  side  to  lay  in  stocks,  so  that 
nothing  in  the  nature  of  a  famine  is  likely,  unless,  of 
course,  the  conflict  should  drag  on  for  several  months.  We 
understand  that  the  two  otto-of-rose  distillers  who  were  in 
London  have  been  recalled  to  Bulgaria.  There  are  a  few 
other  products,  like  colocynth,  canary-seed,  fennel-seed, 
seammony-root,  almonds,  and  olive  oil  (Ionian)  which  are 
either  cultivated  or  shipped  from  the  disturbed  area  ;  but 
as  we  are  not  entirely  dependent  on  Turkey  for  such 
produce,  and  with  ample  stocks  here,  it  is  unlikely  that 
prices  will  be  substantially  advanced. 


British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference. 


A MEETING  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C..  on  Wednes- 
day, October  2,  at  5  p.m.,  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  (President)  in 
the  chair.  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen,  Professor  Greenish,  Messrs. 
E.  M.  Holmes,  E.  Saville  Peck,  C.  Symes,  Edmund  White 
(Vice-Presidents),  T.  O.  Barlow,  F.  W.  Branson.  F.  W. 
Gamble,  E.  F.  Harrison,  C.  A.  Hill.  T.  Stephenson, 
H.  Wilsorr,  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock  (Hon.  Local  Secretary), 
and  H.  Finnemore  and  R.  B.  Bennett  (Hon.  General 
Secretaries)  were  also  present.  After  formal  preliminary 
business  the  following  sub-committees  were  elected  : 

Research  Sub-committee:  The  President  and  Messrs. 
R.  R.  Bennett,  F.  W.  Gamble,  E.  F.  Harrison,  C.  A.  Hill,

Date  of  London  Meeting. — It  was  provisionally  decided 
that  the  date  of  the  Jubilee  Meeting  in  London  next  year 
should  be  July  21,  22,  23,  and  24.  Mr.  Edmund  White, 
Chairman  of  the  Local  Committee,  gave  a  brief  statement 
of  the  lines  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  the 
programme.  The  President  and  Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen, 
Bennett,  Finnemore,  Greenish,  and  Harrison  were  ap- 
pointed a  sub-committee  to  consider  the  question  of  the 
invitation  of  delegates  from  foreign  and  colonial  pharma- 
ceutical associations  to  the  Jubilee  Meeting.

Pharmaceutical  Chemists'  Fees  as  Witnesses. 

Arising  out  of  the  minutes  of  the  Law  Committee  the 
Registrar  was  directed  to  send  the  following  communica- 
tion to  the  Under-Secretary,  Dublin  Castle  : 

'"  Sir, — I  have  been  directed  by  my  Council  to  bring  under 
notice  the  totally  inadequate  remuneration  accorded  to  the 
pharmaceutical  chemists  of  Ireland  when  summoned  as  wit- 
nesses in  Court,  the  amount  offered  being  generally  not  more 
than  5s.  to  7s.  6d.  per  day. 

"  The  right  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  to  be  classed  as 
professional  men  has  long  since  been  conceded  by  Parlia- 
ment. Vide  the  First  Schedule  to  the  Juries  Procedure 
(Ireland)  Act,  1876  (39  &  40  Vic,  ch.  78). 

"  Bearing  in  mind  that  each  pharmaceutical  chemist  has 
passed  a  stringent  professional  examination,  and  that  if  he 
is  proprietor  of  a  pharmacy  he  is  bound  by  law  to  conduct 
his  business  personally,  or  employ  a  qualified  person  during 
his  absence,  and  that  in  some  cases  he  has  to  attend  the 
Court  at  a  considerable  distance  from  home,  my  Council 
respectfully  submit  that  the  present  remuneration  offered  is 
altogether  inadequate,  and  ask  that  the  necessary  instruc- 
tion be  given  to  ensure  that  pharmaceutical  chemists  shall 
be  treated  as  professional  men  when  summoned  as 
witnesses." 

Membership  of  the  Society. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wells,  seconded  by  Mr.  Tate,  the 
following  were  elected  to  membership  :  Mr.  Thomas  J.

Annual  Meeting. 

The  thirty-seventh  annual  meeting  was  held  at  67  Lower 
Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on  Monday,  October  7,  Mr.  D.  M. 
Watson  (Vice-President)  in  the  chair.  The  following 
members  of  the  Council  were  also  present  :  Messrs.  Thomas 
Batt,  John  Smith,  Joseph  H.  Bowden,  W.  F.  Wells,  and 
John  Burnett.  The  following  members  of  the  Society 
were  present  :  Dr.  A.  J.  Barnes,  Messrs.  F.  H.  R.  Brady, 
J.  S.  Evans,  John  F.  McCann,  M.  O'Donnell,  R.  S. 
Conyngham,  and  George  Brown.  The  Chairman  stated 
that  although  their  President  (Sir  William  J.  Baxter, 
D.L.)  was  almost  completely  recovered  from  his  recent 
illness,  his  doctors  still  prescribed  complete  rest  for  him. 

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meet- 
ing held  on  October  2,  1911,  and  they  were  signed  by  the 
Chairman.  The  Registrar  also  read  a  letter  of  regret 
for  absence  from  Mr.  Tyrie  Turner,  Ph.C,  Carrick-on- 
Suir. 

Election  of  Members  of  Council. 

The  Chairman  said  the  next  item  on  the  agenda  was  the 
declaration  of  the  election  of  seven  candidates  for  member- 
ship of  the  Council.  As  there  had  been  no  contest,  the 
seven  outgoing  members  were  declared  re-elected — viz., 
Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh,  Dr.  M.  R.  Whitla,  J.P.,  Messrs.  William 
Doig,  James  Michie,  William  J.  Hardy,  Thomas  N. 
Moffitt,  and  Thomas  Batt.  In  connection  with  this  matter 
the  Registrar  read  the  following  letter  : 

"  North  Street,  Belfast, 

"  October  1,  1912. 

"  Dear  Sir, — I  duly  received  the  notice  of  general  meeting 
of  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  notice  that  no  voting-papers 
are  issued  as  no  new  members  are  offering.  I  was  thinking 
that  it  is  a  great  pity  that  some  new  blood  was  not  infused 
into  the  Council,  and  that  some  means  of  getting  the  members 
to  take  more  interest  in  the  working  of  the  Society  was  not 
adopted.  If  the  Council  approve,  I  would  suggest  that  a 
new  regulation  be  introduced  whereby  retiring  Councillors 
are  ineligible  for  election  for  one  year  after  their  retirement. 
This  rule  is  applied  in  one  or  two  committees  that  I  am 
associated  with,  and  I  find  that  it  works  very  well  and 
passes  most  of  the  members  through  the  committee  at  one 
time  or  another.  If  the  Council  think  this  would  be  feasible, 
I  would  have  pleasure  in  proposing  it  or  seconding  it,  or 
perhaps  it  would  require  to  be  dealt  with  by  members  of 
Council.  Very  truly  yours,

The  Chairman  said  it  is  unfortunate  that  there  is 
not  more  anxiety  on  the  part  of  licentiates  to  come  on 
the  Council.  He  believed  that  Councillors  were  all 
at  one  with  Mr.  Haslett  in  wishing  that  there  was 
more  anxiety  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  Society 
to  contest  the  seats  on  the  Council. 

Mr.  Watson  then  proceeded  to  read  the 

Presidential  Address. 

Gentlemen*, — In  submitting  the  annual  report  of  our 
'Society  my  first  duty  is  to  express  the  deep  regret  I  feel 
in  not  being  able  to  do  so  personally,  but  my  esteemed 
colleague,  the  Vice-President,  will  with  his  usual  courtesy 
and  ability  place  it  before  you  for  adoption.  At  the  outset 
I  must  acknowledge 
the  high  and  unique 
honour  done  me  during 
the  past  two  years  by 
your  Council  electing 
m©  to  the  presidential 
chair — a  position  I 
could  never  have 
undertaken,  living  as 
I  do  so  far  away  from 
the  city,  had  not  Mr. 
Watson  so  unselfishly 
and  so  ably  discharged 
much  of  the  onerous 
duty  which  devolves 
upon  the  President.  If 
I  received  the  honour, 
it  was  done  as  a  com- 
pliment to  myself  and 

my  Northern  friends;  but  it  was  really  the  Vice-President 
who  deserved  it. 


Sir  W.  J.  Baxter. 
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The  Past  Year 
has  been  one  of  steady  progress,  both  in  education  and  the 
increased  Register,  which  now  has  reached  a  combined 
total  in  all  sections  of  1,806,  as  against  1,757  in  1911.  It 
is  with  regret  that  we  have  to  record  the  death  of  one  of 
the  original  members  of  the  Society,  Dr.  Henry  Whitaker, 
of  Belfast,  a  gentleman  who  was  highly  esteemed  both  in 
his  profession  and  as  a  citizen.  Also  the  death  of  Mr. 
Cornelius  Crowly,  Tralee ;  Mr.  William  Laird,  Dublin; 
and  Mr.  Gerald  Lecky  Stack,  of  Listowel.  We  regret, 
also,  that  we  have  twelve  subscribers  fewer  than  in  1911. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  a  full  mem- 
bership may  be  obtained,  and  that  pharmacists  will  thus 
prove  their  interest  in  the  Society,  and  encourage  the 
Council  in  its  arduous  duties  and  in  the  protection  of  those 
legal  rights  which  pharmacists  by  their  education  and 
position  have  deservedly  won. 

Examinations. 
One  evidence  of  the  higher  standard  which  candidates 
for  the  Preliminary  examination  have  attained  is  seen  in 
the  fact  that  the  number  of  rejections  was  diminished  by 
forty  as  compared  with  last  year,  while  the  total  of  those 
who  passed  and  were  registered  from  other  bodies  was 
ninety-four,  as  against  ninety-one.  The  following  Pre- 
liminary candidates  passed  with  honours  : 

John  E.  Davitt,  who  scored  78  per  cent. 
Thos.  F.  Reddy,  who  scored  76j  per  cent. 
Nathaniel  E.  Sutton,  who  scored  743  per  cent. 

For  the  Pharmaceutical  Licence  forty  passed  this  year,  as 
against  thirty-five.  The  gold  medal  was  awarded  to  Mr. 
Joel  Green,  who  obtained  251  marks,  the  highest  recorded 
during  the  year.  This  young  pharmacist  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  the  distinction  he  has  won,  and  we  all  hope 
bis  success  in  life  will  be  commensurate  with  his  honours. 
In  the  Assistants'  examination  six  passed,  as  against  eight 
last  year,  and  in  the  Registered  Druggist  examination 
there  were  only  twelve  who  passed,  against  seventeen  last 
year.  This  is  likely  on  account  of  the  tendency  to  take 
the  higher  qualifications.  In  this  connection  it  is  im- 
portant to  point  out  that  a  new  regulation  will  take  effect 
next  October,  which  will  remove  chemistry,  botany,  and 
physics  from  the  subjects  of  the  Preliminary  examinations, 
while  at  the  same  time  a  regulation  will  come  into  force 
requiring  candidates  for  the  "Final"  to  have  attended  a 
course  of  theoretical  chemistry. 

The  Schools. 

It  is  a  gratifying  fact  that  the  students  attending  the 
schools  have  increased  during  the  year,  sixty  being  now 
on  the  roll,  as  against  forty-nine  last  year.  We  cannot 
commend  these  schools  too  highly  to  our  young  men. 
Expert  knowledge  is  imparted  in  the  various  branches, 
such  as  is  specifically  needed  for  the  profession  of  phar- 
macy, and  prizes  in  each  section  are  given  to  encourage 
thoroughness  in  study.  The  prizes  awarded  this  year  were 
as  follows  : 

Chemistry. — First  prize,  John  Douney,  80  per  cent.; 
second  prize,  Samuel  Orr,  75  per  cent. 

Materia,  Mcdica. — First  prize,  John  Douney,  86  per  cent. ; 
second  prize.  Gladys  Taylor,  80  per  cent. 

Botany. — First  prize,  James  F.  Seale,  84  per  cent. ; 
second  prize,  Meyer  Schor,  71  per  cent. 

The  Professor  of  Botany,  Dr.  A.  K.  Henry,  having 
resigned  through  pressure  of  professional  duties,  his  place 
was  temporarily  filled  by  Mr.  A.  H.  Middleton.  B.A. 
The  services  of  a  very  able  teacher,  Dr.  J.  A.  Clarke, 
B.A.,  have  since  been  secured.  Both  schools  have  had 
an  increased  number  of  students;  their  popularity  will  no 
doubt  be  enhanced  through  the  action  of  the  Conjoint 
Board  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
in  Ireland  in  deciding  to  recognise  the  courses  of  instruc- 
tion in  chemistry  and  materia  medica.  The  question  as 
to  the  recognition  of  a  number  of  technical  schools 
throughout  the  country  was  again  before  the  Council  on 
a  letter  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical 
Instruction,  but  the  Council  did  not  see  their  way  to 
recognise  any  schools  additional  already  sanctioned  in  the 
Society's  Calendar. 


Legal  Matter. 
During  the  year  the  Council  has  been  jealously  guarding 
the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  six  persons  were  prose- 
cuted during  the  year  for  the  illegal  sale  of  poisons. 
Three  of  these  held  licences  from  county  councils  ;  they 
were  prosecuted  for  either  ignoring  the  Privy  Council 
regulations  or  for  selling  poisons  not  covered  by  their 
licences.  All  cases  were  proved  and  substantial  penalties 
awarded,  but  in  some  it  was  evident  that  on  the  Bench 
were  gentlemen  who  sympathised  with  the  defendants,  and 
our  success  was  largely  due  to  the  astuteness  of  our  legal 
representative,  Mr.  W.  Campbell  Meeke.  I  cannot  close 
without  acknowledging  the  uniform  courtesy  of  the 
Registrar,  Mr.  Ferrall,  and  the  willingness  and  regularity 
with  which  he  placed  the  details  of  the  Society  before 
me ;  nor  can  I  help  referring  to  the  annual  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  held  in  Edinburgh  this  year  under  the  popular 
presidency  of  Sir  Edward  Evans,  Liverpool,  and  to  the 
Local  Committees'  special  courtesy  to  myself  and  our  Irish 
representatives.  Mr.  Wells  is  a  persona  grata  at  these 
Conferences,  and  justly  so;  and  the  kindest  inquiries  were 
made  as  to  some  members  of  our  Council  who  were  not 
able  to  attend,  and  whose  presence  was  evidently  missed. 
My  great  regret  was  that  I  was  unable  to  be  present  at 
all  the  meetings,  but  it  is  only  clue  to  the  Edinburgh  Local 
Committee  to  say  that  their  arrangements  were  such  as 
will  make  the  memory  of  the  Conference  as  one  of  the 
pleasantest  and  most  valuable  yet  held,  beginning  with 
the  brilliant  reception  given  by  the  Right  Hon.  the  Lord 
Provost  and  ending  with  those  delightful  excursions  so 
thoughtfully  arranged  for  the  visitors.  These  Conferences 
every  year  becoming  more  popular  and  more  useful,  may 
be  expected  to  reach  their  highest  water-mark  when  their 
Jubilee  is  held  in  London  next  year  under  the  genial  and 
able  presidency  of  Mr.  John  C.  Umney.  The  profession 
of  Pharmacy  is  becoming  more  important  every  year,  and 
in  retiring  from  the  presidency  it  is  a  great  satisfaction  to 
know  that  our  own  Society  has  kept  abreast  of  the  times' 
requirements,  and  that  its  interests  were  never  better  pro- 
tected and  its  success  in  the  future  never  more  abundantly 
assured. 

Remarks  by  the  Vice-President. 

Mr.  Watson  then  proceeded  as  follows  : 

Our  President  has  asked  me  to  supplement  his  address  by 
a  reference  to  those  matters  with  which  I  have  been  in  more 
close  touch  by  being  on  the  spot  here  in  Dublin.  But  I  think 
he  has  fairly' well  gone  over  all  the  ground.  As  he  has  men- 
tioned in  his  address,  Captain  Craig's  Bill  of  last  year  has 
been  withdrawn.  The  main  object  of  that  Bill  was  to 
legalise,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  apprentice- 
ships served  to  limited  companies.  The  President  has  also 
referred  to  the  passage  of  the  new  regulations  regarding 
substances  coming  under 

section  5  of  the  1908  act, 
whereby  it  is  now  necessary  to  label  these  substances 
"Poisonous"  and  "Not  to  be  taken."  The  regulations 
also  require  that  special  bottles  shall  be  used  for  the  various 
substances  mentioned  in  the  section.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered that  since  these  regulations  were  passed  it  is  neces- 
sary to  label  oxalic  acid  both  "  Poison  "  and  "  Poisonous," 
as  well  as  "  Not  to  be  taken."  This  is  one  of  the  anomalies 
due  to  legislation  bv  reference.  We  have  had  many  indica- 
tions that  this  Act  of  1908  was  extremely  ill-advised,  and  that- 
very  little  trouble  is  taken  by  the  local  authorities  (with 
whom  rests  the  responsibility)  to  see  to  the  carrying  out  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Act.  The  licensees  under  the  Act 
appear  very  generally  to  have  the  idea  that  they  are  now 
entitled  to  sell  poisons  of  all  kinds,  and  the  ignorance  regard- 
ing the  scope  of  the  Act  is  not  by  any  means  confined  to 
these  licensees.  In  Dublin,  as  far  as  we  are  aware,  no. 
attempt  has  been  made  by  the  local  authority  to  ensure  that 
licensees  carry  out  the  requirements  as  to  storage  and  sale. 
the  shops  act 

has  now  been  in  force  for  some  months,  and  I  dare  say 
chemists  ha-ve  begun  to  find  out  that  there  is  sometimes 
difficulty  in  conforming  strictly  to  its  provisions.  Most  phar- 
maceutical chemists  in  practice  are,  I  am  sure,  anxious  to 
have  both  for  themselves  and  for  their  assistants  one  half- 
holiday  in  the  week,  but  the  regulations  as  to  meal-hours 
are  in  some  cases  a  trouble.  It  has  been  suggested  that 
when  any  opportunity  arises  we  should  endeavour  to  get 
alterations  to  suit  our  special  profession.  It  seems  to  me 
that  it  would  solve  many  difficulties  if  the  Act  were  amended! 
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in  the  direction  of  fixing  one  particular  day  as  a  universal 
half-holiday.  However,  for  us  the  most  important  legisla- 
tive measure  of  the  moment  is 

THE  NATIONAL  INSURANCE  ACT. 

I  think  we  may  take  it  for  granted  that  the  extension  to 
Ireland  of  the  medical-benefit  section  of  that  Act  is  a  sub- 
ject which  is  receiving,  or  will  very  soon  receive,  the  con- 
sideration of  the  authorities,  and  it  rests  largely  with  our 
licentiates  whether  they  retain  to  themselves  the  right  to 
dispense  medicines  for  insured  persons.  Every  opportunity 
should  be  taken  to  educate  members  of  Parliament  as  to 
the  reasonableness  of  the  demand  that  the  Act  should  specify 
the  legally  qualified  dispenser  of  medicines  as  a  natural 
sequence  to  the  specific  mention  in  the  Act  of  the  legally 
qualified  prescriber  of  medicines.  When  this  matter  comes 
to  the  Parliamentary  stage,  I  am  sure  we  can  count  on  the 
hearty  support  of  the  pharmacists  of  Great  Britain,  who 
asked  us  to  join  forces  with  them  before  it  was  decided  that 
Ireland  was  to  be  left  outside  of  the  medical-benefit  pro- 
visions. The  qualified  phai'macists  of  Great  Britain  have 
succeeded,  as  you  no  doubt  know,  in  their  demand  to  be 
specified  in  the  Act,  and  this  is  due  without  any  question 
to  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  in  pharmaceutical  history 
all  sections  of  the  profession  showed  a  united  front  and  a 
complete  unity  of  aim.  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  deserves 
enormous  praise  for  bringing  about  that  unity,  and  it  was,  as 
I  have  said,  that  unity  of  purpose  which  unquestionably  so 
impressed  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  that  he  gave  the 
necessary  assurance  that  he  would  specify  the  legally  quali- 
fied dispenser  in  his  Bill.  This  has  been  done  for  England, 
and  we  want  the  same  assurance  for  Ireland.  I  am  satisfied 
that  had  we  been  able  in  1906  and  1907  to  show  the  same 
unity  of  purpose  we  could  have  prevented  the  passing  of  the 
objectionable  portions  of  the  1908  Act.  It  should  always 
be  borne  in  mind,  therefore,  that  a  show  of  organised  and 
unified  determination  is  of  far  more  use  in  influencing 
Parliament  than  anything  else.  You  must  be  able  to  show 
that  unless  you  get  what  amendments  you  want  there  will 
be  trouble  in  passing  the  Bill.  You  must  rely  more  on  that 
than  e-ven  on  the  most  just  claim  you  have. 

EXAMINATION   AND  REGISTRATION. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  during  the  past  year  the 
Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy  has  signified  that  it  will 
in  future  recognise  our  examinations,  and  will  register  our 
licentiates  as  chemists  of  that  Province  without  further 
examinations.  Our  Act,  of  course,  makes  us  unable  to 
reciprocate. 

The  passing  of  the  new  regulations  altering  our  syllabus 
for  the  Preliminary  examination,  and  insisting  on  a  com- 
pulsory theoretical  chemistry  course,  raises  the  question  of 
education.  Our  own  Chemistry  School  will  need  alteration, 
so  as  to  give  the  necessary  instruction  in  theoretical 
chemistry,  and  it  will  also  be  necessary  to  reconsider  our 
attitude  in  the  matter  of  recognising  outside  schools.  Our 
examinations  are  a  very  important  part  of  our  system,  but 
I  think  it  is  of  at  least  as  great  an  importance  to  provide 
really  efficient  educational  facilities.  I  would  much  rather 
try  to  educate  thoroughly  than  to  rely  on  examinations 
solely  or  e-ven  mainly  as  a  means  of  discovering  what  a 
student  knows.  The  large  number  of  failures  in  the  theo- 
retical-chemistry section  of  our  examinations  has  for  a  long 
time  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  and  some 
of  you  will  remember  that  the  Privy  Council  refused  some 
years  ago  to  consent  to  a  compulsory  course  in  this  subject. 
iWe  have  now  succeeded,  however,  in  getting  this  course 
sanctioned,  and  it  should  be  of  great  benefit.  I  have  always 
wondered  at  the  percentage  of  failures  at  our  Licence 
examination,  and  in  trying  to  discover  its  cause  I  am  forced 
to  the  conclusion  that  a  great  many  candidates  enter  for  the 
examination  who  really  have  not  much  expectation  of  satis- 
fying the  examiners,  and  they  do  this  in  many  instances 
against  the  advice  of  their  teachers.  Those  of  us  who  have 
>been  in  the  habit  of  attending  the  examinations  from  time  to 
time  have  seen  that  the  examiners'  difficulty  is  not  (as  the 
candidate  generally  appears  to  think  is  the  case)  "  sticking  " 
as  many  as  possible,  but  in  passing  even  the  small  percentage 
who  pass.  There  are,  of  course,  many  well-prepared  candi- 
dates, and  the  point  I  wish  to  make  here  is  that  I  am 
convinced  that  most  of  the  well-prepared  candidates  are 
men  who  have  not  relied  absolutely  on  their  teachers,  but 
have  set  themselves  to  find  out  for  themsel-ves  as  much  as 
possible,  using  their  teachers  more  as  guides.  Such  men 
show  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  the  subjects  of  examina- 
tion, which  is  very  welcome  to  the  examiner,  and  it  is 
such  men  who  ought  to  have  the  best  chance  of  getting 
honours  and  a  gold  medal,  for  an  experienced  examiner  can 
as  a  rule  easily  tell  if  a  man  has  really  absorbed  his  subject 
or  is  merely  crammed  with  it.  The  whole  question  of  phar- 
maceutical education  is  too  big  to  go  into  deeply  to-night, 


and  all  I  would  say  further  is  to  repeat  the  hope  that  has 
often  been  hoped,  that  young  men  who  adopt  pharmacy  as 
their  profession  would  take  up  the  subjects  connected  with 
pharmacy  from  the  beginning  of  their  apprenticeships,  and 
so  get  a  rational  knowledge  of  them,  and  not  wait,  as  is 
so  very  general,  till  a  year  or  two  before  the  examination, 
and  then  learn  what  will  barely  ensure  their  getting  through. 

I  must  associate  myself  with  the  President's  appreciation 
of  Mr.  Ferrall's  whole-hearted  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Society.  Mr.  Ferrall's  office-hours  are  nominally  from 
10  A.M.  to  4  P.M.,  but  I  often  hear  his  voice  calling  me  on 
the  telephone  at  hours  earlier  than  10  a.m.,  and  often  very 
much  later  than  4  p.m.  ;  in  fact,  I  have  sometimes  wondered 
if  he  stays  in  the  office  all  night  at  times.  In  any  case,  I 
can  heartily  endorse  every  word  that  the  President  has  said 
as  to  his  diligence,  courtesy,  and  intimate  knowledge  of 
affairs  pharmaceutical.  (Applause.) 

Discussion. 

Dr.  Barnes,  in  opening  the  discussion,  expressed  grati- 
fication at  the  good  news  regarding  the  President.  He 
thought  the  members  of  the  Society  had  great  reason  to 
congratulate  themselves  on  its  present  position,  but  he 
considered  the  membership  was  too  small  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  licentiates,  and  appealed  for  more  hearty 
support  from  the  latter,  saying  that  the  Council  had  done 
splendid  work.  Perhaps,  as  one  licentiate  had  stated  to 
him,  the  Society  would  be  better  supported  if  it  had 
disciplinary  powers.  He  suggested  that  the  Council 
should  do  something  to  establish  a  benevolent  fund  for 
pharmacists  in  Ireland 

Mr.  John  Smith  associated  himself  with  the  previous 
speaker  in  gratification  on  hearing  of  the  President's 
recovery,  and  spoke  of  Sir  William  Baxter's  great  ser- 
vices to  the  Society.  He  proceeded  to  discuss  the  diffi- 
culties attending  the  education  of  apprentices  to  which 
the  Vice-President  referred,  and  said  he  felt  sure  the 
Council  recognised  that  all  their  apprentices  should  take 
advantage  of  the  Technical  Schools,  no  matter  in  what 
part  of  the  country  they  are  placed,  for  the  instruction 
received  there  would  make  an  excellent  groundwork  for 
more  specialised  studies. 

Mr.  Wells  spoke  of  the  number  of  candidates  that  come 
up  for  the  Licence  examination  apparently  with  no  pre- 
liminary training.  In  regard  to  practical  chemistry  he 
mentioned  that  some  years  ago  he  had  gone  into  the 
matter  and  found  that  every  candidate  who  presented 
himself  from  Belfast  had  taken  over  200  hours — seme  250 
hours — of  practical  chemistry,  and  not  a  single  one  of 
these  men  failed  in  the  examination.  He  much  regretted 
that  candidates  continued  to  come  up  expecting  to  fail  the 
first  time.  Looking  into  the  records  of  the  Society,  he 
found  that  for  the  three  years  1889.  1890,  and  1891  they 
had  145  new  candidates  for  the  Preliminary  examination 
and  only  14  previously  rejected  candidates.  For  the  three 
years  1899,  1900,  and  1901  the  figures  were  217  and  76. 
For  the  three  years  1909,  1910,  and  1911  the  figures  were 
257  and  129,  so  that  there  had  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  previously  rejected  candidates  from  14  to  129 
during  the  period  under  review.  Taking  the  Licence 
examination,  the  figures  for  the  first  three  years  he  had 
mentioned  were  76  new  candidates  and  12  previously 
rejected  candidates.  Out  of  that  number  69  passed.  For 
the  second-mentioned  period  the  figures  were  108  new 
candidates,  78  previously  rejected  candidates,  and  90' 
passed.  For  the  third-mentioned  period  the  figures  were 
106  new  candidates.  166  previously  rejected,  and  107 
passed.  Referring  to  Mr.  Haslett'e  letter,  Mr.  WTells 
said  that  every  member  of  the  Council  would  welcome 
new  blood,  and  would  even  give  up  their  seats  if  suitable 
candidates  came  forward  to  take  them.  Of  the  886 
pharmaceutical  chemists  on  the  Register  they  had  about 
319  as  members,  which  is  a  fair  proportion,  but  he  said 
he  would  like  to  see  more.  He  thought  the  licentiates 
should  be  loyal  to  the  Society  and  should  support  it. 
The  members  got  full  value  for  their  money — they  re- 
ceived the  Calendar,  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  and 
other  benefits.  Mr.  Wells  then  dealt  briefly  with  the 
1908  Act,  and  concluded  by  an  expression  of  pleasure 
in  learning  that  Sir  William  Baxter  wa6  so  much  better, 
saying  that  he  had  done  great  work  for  the  Society. 

The  Chairman  briefly  replied  to  the  discussion,  stating 
in  regard  to  the  disciplinary  powers  that  it  is  only  for 
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breaches  of  the  Act  that  they  could  go  to  the  Privy 
Council  for  the  purpose  of  getting  a  man's  name  erased 
from  the  Register.  He  sympathised  with  Dr.  Barnes's 
remarks,  but  in  respect  to  the  formation  of  a  benevolent 
fund  he  questioned  if  it  is  necessary,  considering  the 
National  Insurance  Act  and  the  Old  Age  Pensions  Act. 
Nevertheless,  the  Council  would  carefully  consider  the 
matter. 

Mr.  Wells  supplemented  these  remarks  by  stating  that 
some  years  ago  an  attempt  had  been  made  to  start  a 
benevolent  fund;  but,  owing  to  the  small  amount  of  sup- 
port promised  and  the  small  number  of  members  that  they 
had  throughout  the  country,  the  project  was  not  carried 
out. 

The  President  and  Vice-President  were  thanked. 

Treasurer's  Report. 

Mr.  Wells  (in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Beggs,  the  Hon. 
Treasurer)  submitted  the  accounts.  He  said  they  had  a 
very  small  margin.  They  had  just  made  about  18/.  last 
year.  If  they  took  the  last  four  or  five  years  there  was 
an  actual  loss  in  the  working  of  the  Society.  During  the 
year  511/.  had  been  received  for  examination-fees,  as 
against  563/.  in  the  previous  year.  The  subscriptions  from 
members  and  associates  amounted  to  296?.,  against  298/. 
the  previous  year.  They  had  a  unique  record  in  refer- 
ence to  their  prosecutions— they  had  recovered  during  the 
year  40?.  in  penalties  at  a  cost  of  62'.  Hitherto  it  cost 
them  10/.  to  recover  51.  The  change  was  due  very  largely 
to  Mr.  Meeke,  who  acted  for  their  solicitors— to  the 
energetic  way  he  went  about  his  duties  in  the  matter. 
Their  law  expenses  in  1908  amounted  to  67/.  18.s.,  and 
they  received  in  penalties  61.  19  s.  4rf. 

The  statement  was  adopted,  and  it  was  suggested  that 
the  financial  statement  should  be  brought  directly  to  the 
notice  of  the  licentiates  with  a  view  to  inducing  them 
to  subscribe  to  the  Society. 

Mr.  Wells  referred  to  the  schools.  He  said  that  as 
regards  the  Chemistry  School  they  commenced  with  a 
balance  of  5/.  in  hand  and  finished  with  a  balance  of 
16/.  13.S.  As  regards  the  Materia  Medica.  and  Botany 
School,  they  commenced  with  a  balance  of  26?.  6s.  9<?. 
and  finished  with  a  balance  of  33?.  9s.  9f?. 

Gold  Medal. 

The  Chairman  presented  to  Mr.  Joel  Green  the  gold 
medal,  he  having  obtained  the  best  marks  during  the 
year.  His  marks  were  extremely  creditable.  In  botany 
and  materia  medica  he  received  90  out  of  100,  in  chemistry 
80  out  of  100,  in  pharmacy  81  out  of  100.  In  one  section 
of  materia  medica  he  obtained  60  marks,  the  highest 
possible.  They  should  congratulate  themselves  that  in 
botany  and  materia  medica  such  a  percentage  had  been 
obtained,  because  Mr.  Green  was  a  student  of  their  own 
school.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Green  returned  thanks  in  graceful  terms. 

This  was  all  the  business.

After  dinner 'and  the 
loyal  toasts,  Mr.  Henry  Lewis  proposed  the  toast  of  "  The 
Houses  of  Parliament,"  and  referred  to  the  extraordinary 
prosperity  of  the  country  as  shown  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
Returns.  Mr.  C.  W.  Bowerman,  M.P.,  replied,  and  said 
that  no  man  can  occupy  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Commons 
without  at  some  time  feeling  the  responsibility  of  his  posi- 
tion. Mr.  W.  P.  Want  proposed  the  "toast  of  "  St.  Vincent 
Association,"  and  recalled  the  foundation  of  the  Associa- 
tion seven  years  ago,  on  the  occasion  of  the  first  London 
Medical  Exhibition.  The  Association,  which  now  numbers 
200  members,  has  been  fortunate  in  its  officers.  The  Presi- 
dent, m  reply,  gave  narticulars  of  the  work  accomplished  by 
the  Association,  recalling  the  fund  and  grant  to  the  late  Mr. 
W.  H.  Cox.  He  mentioned  also  that  through  the  efforts  of 
the  members  a  child  of  the  late  Mr.  Upton  had  been  elected 
to  the  Commercial  Travellers'  Schools.  At  this  stage  of  the 
proceedings  Mr.  Lionel  Cooper,  Past-President,  was  pre 


sented  with  an  18-carat  gold  chain  and  badge  of  the  St. 
Vincent  Association ;  and  Mr.  Cooper,  in  thanking  the 
members  for  their  kindness,  said  that  the  three  years  of  his 
presidency  were  the  happiest  of  his  life.  Mr.  G.  Duncan 
Bowie  next  proposed  the  toast  of  "  The  Visitors,"  to  which 
Sir  Dyce  Duckworth  replied.  He  referred  to  the  forthcoming 
International  Medical  Congress  in  August  next,  which  is- 
expected  to  attract  7,000  doctors  from  all  parts  of  the  globe. 
It  is  intended  in  that  month  to  hold  an  exhibition  of  medi- 
cines and  surgical  appliances,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be 
second  to  none  that  has  ever  been  held.  He  then  told  the 
members  something  of  the  history  of  St.  Vincent,  and  fol- 
lowed this  by  mentioning  that  as  Chairman  of  the  Drugs  and 
Instruments  Committee  of  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital  he 
(the  speaker)  had  often  to  decide  questions  of  price  and 
quality.  It  is,  he  said,  too  much  the  fashion  to  look  for 
the  cheapest  articles  without  regard  to  quality.  He  also  had 
the  duty  of  inspecting  medicines  sent  out  to  India,  and  his 
experience  in  these  matters  had  led  him  to  the  conclusion 
that  English  manufacturers  are  pre-eminent  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  many  of  these  things.  Sir  Dyce  then  spoke  of  the 
multiplicity  of  new  remedies,  and  said  that  although  he  is 
old-fashioned  enough  to  believe  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, still  occasionally  one  alighted  upon  a  new  remedy 
which  arrested  attention.  Dr.  F.  Mollwo  Perkin  also 
replied,  and  referred  to  the  improvement  wdiich  has  taken 
place  in  the  education  of  chemists,  which  enables  them  to 
supply  the  demand  of  manufacturers  for  scientific  guidance. 
He  also  mentioned  that  the  Exhibition  at  Turin  had  shown 
the  world  that  British  pharmacy  has  more  than  held  its  own 
with  other  countries.  The  other  toasts  were  "  The  Presi- 
dent "  and  "  The  Hon.  Secretary,"  both  of  which  were  well 
received.  During  the  evening  an  excellent  musical  pro- 
gramme was  carried  through.

Aberdeen.  — Mr.  Swan  presided  at  last  week's  meet- 
ing of  the  Aberdeen  junior  Chemists'  Association, 
when  Mr.  Andrew  Craig  (Hon.  President)  gave  an  address 
on  State  Pharmaceutical  Service,  which  had  special  refer- 
ence to  the  National  Insurance  Act,  under  which,  Mr.  Craig 
said,  chemists  become  State  servants  with  State  remunera- 
tion. It  would  be  better,  he  thought,  if  all  pharmacies 
throughout  the  country  were  taken  o-ver  by  the  State  and 
managed  by  the  State.  The  Insurance  Act  is  a  step  towards 
this. 

Blackpool. -Mr.  D.  J.  Bailey  presided  at  the  first 
sessional  meeting  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Pharmacists' 
Association,  held  at  the  Palatine  Hotel  on  October  4. 
Messrs.  Blaekhurst,  Carter,  Clarke,  Downing,  Greenwood, 
Noel  Jackson,  Hall,  Huddart,  Johnson,  Kecley,  Laurie, 
Lowe,  Mallalieu,  Sankey,  Speight,  Turver,  Watson,  and 
Withers  were  also  present.  Mr.  Downing,  who  has  succeeded 
Mr.  J.  Needham  in  the  management  of  Mr.  Richard  Need- 
ham's  pharmacy,  was  elected  a  member.  Mr.  Turver  was 
nominated  as  Divisional  Secretary.  The  Secretary  (Mr. 
J.  W.  Huddart)  was  instructed  to  write  to  17  Bloomsbury 
Square  for  information  relating  to  the  price-list  of  drugs 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  and  immediately  on 
receiving  a  reply  to  call  a  meeting.  Hours  of  closing  for  the 
winter  months  were  settled  (see  "  Shops  Act  "  in  this  issue). 

Cardiff.— Mr.  A.  Hagon  presided  at  a  meeting  of  about 
seventy  South  Wales  and  Monmouthshire  chemists  held  at 
the  Royal  Hotel,  Cardiff,  on  October  3,  this  being  the  first 
•district  meeting  under  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Organisation  Scheme,  a  fact  to  which  the  Chairman  referred 
in  a  speech  appealing  for  members  of  the  Society.  Speak- 
ing of  the  Pharmaceutical  Provisions  under  the  National 
Insurance  Aet,  Mr.  Hagon  said  their  success  would  depend 
-very  much  on  unity  among  pharmacists.  If  they  were  not 
united  they  would  find  that  the  Act,  instead  of  yielding 
refreshing  fruit,  would  yield  bitter  fruit.  He  entreated  the 
members  to  be  temperate  in  their  demands,  and  not  to  try 
to  gain  too  much.  Almost  for  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  craft  they  were  recognised  by  the  Government  as  a 
body  of  men  to  whom  might  be  safely  entrusted  the  dis- 
pensing of  medicines.  If  they  would  be  guided  by  their 
Associations  he  was  sure  they  would  have  a  happy  issue 
from  all  their  troubles.  (Hear,  hear.)  Mr.  E.  T.  Neather- 
coat  next  spoke,  chiefly  about  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  what  had  been  obtained  for  chemists  under  the  medical- 
benefit  provisions,  also  dealing  with  the  claims  of  medical 
men.  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock  then  addressed  the  meeting 
on  the  work  already  done  in  regard  to  sanatorium  benefit 
and  the  dispensing  and  supply  of  drugs.  In  three 
months,  he  said,  pharmacists  should  be  in  a  very  strong 
position,  for  every  local  Insurance  Committee  would  have 
to  make  proper  provision  for  the  supply  of  the  things 
needed.  The  public  had  been  promised  the  best  possible 
service,  and  he  thought  they  would  demand  that'  the  same 
treatment  should  be  meted  out  to  the  poor  as  to  the  rich. 
This  is  the  only  civilised  country  in  the  world  where  dispens- 
ing and  prescribing  are  not  separate  functions.  Chemists 
have  no  quarrel  with  those  who  would  take  from  them  their 
own  livelihood.  But  if  insured  persons  could  not  get  drugs 
from  the  chemists  they  would  naturally  go  to  the  next  best 
persons — the  doctors:  and  they  must  see  that  insured  persons 
have  a  proper  and  efficient  supply  of  drugs.  (Hear,  hear.) 
On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Leo  Joseph  (Cardiff),  seconded  by 
Mr.  Llovd  (Merthyr),  a  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to 
Messrs.  Neathercoat  and  Woolcock  for  their  addresses. 

C.D.S.— Mr.  Benson  Harries,  Newport,  Mon.,  Hon.  Secre- 
tary of  the  Chemists'  Dental  Society,  informs  us  that  the 
"Executive  tendered  the  condolence  of  the  Society  to  Mrs. 

Stringer,  the 
much  respected  Treasurer.  A  representative  of  the  Society 
attended  the  funeral  and  placed  a  wreath  on  the  grave.  Mr. 

W.C.,  has  con- 
sented to  act  as  Treasurer  'pro  tern.,  pending  a  meeting  of 
the  Council.  Mr.  Harries  adds  that  the  outlook  of  the 
Society  is  most  hopeful,  as  applications  and  inquiries  as  to 
membership  are  being  received  daily.

To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
price9  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

THE  week  under  review  has  shown  rather  more  activity 
than  of  late,  with  a  number  of  important  price-changes. 
Menthol  on  spot  has  sharply  advanced,  consequent  on 
■extreme  scarcity,  and  the  demand  for  emetine  has  led  to 
a  further  rise  in  ipecacuanha.  The  outbreak  of  war  in 
the  Near  East  has  created  an  unsettled  market  for  opium, 
the  chief  point  being  that  the  important  autumn  sowings 
may  be  jeopardised  by  the  scarcity  of  labour.  Morphine 
is  firmer,  makers  preferring  to  contract  for  limited  quan- 
tities only.  Japanese  refined  slab  camphor  has  been  in 
■good  demand  for  the  Continent.  English  castor  oil  is 
dearer,  chamomiles  remain  steady,  and  ergot  is  very  firm. 
Florentine  orris  is  still  tending  upwards.  Quicksilver  is 
■cheaper,  and  quinine  has  been  dealt  in  at  a  reduction. 
In  essential  oils,  American  tin  oil  is  very  quiet,  but  bottled 
oil  is  scarce  and  much  dearer.  'Star-anise  oil  is  firmer. 
New-crop  lemon  oil  has  fluctuated  in  primary  markets, 
■with  a  somewhat  uncertain  outlook.  Clove  oil  is  very 
"firm  at  last  week's  advance.  Otto  of  rose  is  unsettled  by 
the  Balkan  news,  but  precautions  were  taken  by  pro- 
minent dealers  to  lay  in  stocks.  The  market  for  heavy 
■chemicals  continues  firm,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
September  exports  are  very  satisfactory,  as  was  antici- 
pated. The  price  of  bleaching-powder  for  1913  delivery 
has  advanced  20.>\  to  25s.  per  ton ;  caustic  soda  is  un- 
changed for  next  year.  Both  ammonia  sulphate  and  copper 
sulphate  are  the  turn  easier.  Hyposulphite  is  firmer  at 
some  centres,  and  Epsom  salts  is  15s.  per  ton  higher.  Citric 
and  tartaric  acids  and  cream  of  tartar  are  all  firm  markets 
at  unchanged  rates.

The  arrivals  in  Smyrna 
are  1,540  cases,  against  737  at  same  date  last  year.— A 
Salomca  correspondent  writes  on  September  30  that  the. 
market  is  quiet,  but,  in  spite  of  this,  holders  are  none  the 
less  firm  and  are  not  disposed  to  make  concessions.  Kathei 
important  contracts  have  been  concluded  m  Constantinople, 
this  accounting  for  the  firmness  of  holders  on  our  market  — 
A  Constantinople  correspondent  writes  on  October  3  that 
the  sales  amount  to  38  cases  druggists'  quality  at  from  285  to 
300  ptrs.,  and  8  cases  "  soft"  shipping  and  Malatias  at  trom 
300  to  345  ptrs.  During  the  same  period  about  10U  cases 
were  sold  in  Smyrna  at  from  180  to  200  ptrs.  per  chequi. 
In  spite  of  the  political  situation,  the  market  is  iirm,  tins 
being  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the  autumn  sowings  have 
not  begun  owing  to  lack  of  rain.  Following  on  the  general 
mobilisation  for  war,  the  sowings  may  be  abandoned  m  the 
absence  of  labour.  .  . 

Reviewing  the  opium-market,  the  September  (quarterly) 
issue  of  the  British  Chamber  of  Commerce  m  Turkey  states 
new  crop  opened  at  about  240  ptrs.,  and  this  price  was. 
maintained  for  a  short  time.  As  soon,  however,  as  European 
and  American  buyers  commenced  operating,  native  specu- 
lators took  the  bull  by  the  horns  and  forced  up  prices, 
against  them.  During  August  a  buyer  of  50  cases  was 
obliged  to  pay  up  to  310  ptrs.  on  the  Constantinople 
market  to  complete  his  requirements ;  Smyrna  at  the  same 
time  was  at  a  higher  level.  A  period  of  quiet  has  since 
set  in,  and  stocks  having  accumulated  everywhere,  holders 
are  now  -very  anxious  to  sell  and  will  accept  280  ptrs. 
Consumers'  turn  has  now  come,  however,  and  they  are 
taking  their  opportunity  and  keeping  off  the  market,  with 
the  result  that  holders  are  now  very  nervous,  and  may  ha-ye 
to  accept  a  very  much  lower  level  in  the  near  future_  if 
former  maintain'  their  present  reserve.  Should  good  rains 
fall  during  September,  sowings  will  be  made  on  a  large 
scale,  and  this  will  also  have  considerable  effect  on  the 
position.  Comparatively  little  opium  has  been  taken  from 
Constantinople  and  Smyrna  during  the  past  two  months,  the 
bulk  of  the  world's  requirements  having  been  supplied  by 
Salonica,  which  has  gathered  in  a  crop  of  2,000  cases,  very 
fine  quality.

American  Peppermint  Oil. 

Messrs.  R.  W.  Greeff  &  Co.,  in  the  course  of  a  circular 
issued  on  behalf  of  Rudd's  brand,  state  that  it  now  appears 
to  be  established  that  the  estimated  yield  this  season  will 
be.  several  thousand  pounds  less  than  anticipated.^  The 
season  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  peculiar  experienced, 
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in  consequence  of  the  unusually  late  collection  and  dis- 
tillation, the  growers  having  only  recently  been  willing  to 
sell  freely.  According  to  all  appearances  no  decline  in  price 
is  expected,  and  there  is  every  prospect  of  a  further  improve- 
ment taking  place  ;  market  is  very  firm,  and  large  quantities 
have  still  to  be  bought. 

Japanese  Peppermint  Oil. 

The  "  Board  of  Trade  Journal  "  (October  10)  contains  an 
article  on  Japanese  peppermint  oil,  which  has  been  received 
from  H.M.  Commercial  Attache  at  Yokohama.  Many  of 
the  statements  made  are  well  known  to  the  trade,  but  it  is 
of  interest  to  note  that  in  1911  the  farmers  obtained  good 
prices,  and  in  ordinary  circumstances  there  would  have 
been  an  excessive  supply  planted  this  year ;  but,  owing  to 
the  high  prices  obtainable  for  rice,  farmers  as  a  general 
rule  preferred  to  plant  it  instead  of  peppermint.  The  result 
is  that,  though  this  year's  crop  of  the  latter  is  larger  than 
that  of  last  year,  the  price  has  kept  very  high,  because  the 
demand  for  menthol  in  Europe — for  reasons  unknown  in 
Japan — seems  to  have  increased. 

Java  Government  Cinchona, 

The  report  on  the  Cinchona  Undertakings  of  the  Java 
Government  for  the  second  quarter  of  1912  states  that  on 
the  whole  the  weather  conditions  were  satisfactory  both 
for  plant  development  and  for  cultural  operations.  Pre- 
ventive work  against  insect-pests  was  vigorously  carried  on, 
and  the  plague  of  caterpillars  mentioned  in  the  previous 
report  shows  signs  of  diminishing.  In  the  first  six  months 
of  the  year  400,000  kilos,  of  bark  was  harvested,  and  about 
25.000  kilos,  had  been  conveyed  to  Tandjong  Priok  by  the 
end  of  June.  The  labour  supply  was  better,  but  is  not  yet 
satisfactory,  so  that  in  some  of  the  .gardens  cultivation  is 
still  in  a  backward  condition.  Selection  experiments  on  the 
basis  of  alkaloidal  content  are  being  continued  with  Cin- 
chona^ Ledgeriana  and  are  being  extended  to  C.  robusta. 
In  this  direction  the  example  of  the  Government  has  been 
followed  on  the  Malabar  estate,  where  now  also  Ledgeriana 
trees,  selected  in  this  way,  are  being  grown  with  success, 
bark  from  two-year-old  trees  having  given  7.20  per  cent, 
and  that  from  three-year-old  trees  10.45  per  cent,  of  quinine 
sulphate.  A  seed  sale  was  held  at  Bandoeng  on  May  6, 
and  the  seed  obtained  from  the  Mengsel  Rioeng  Goenoeng 
was  in  particularly  good  demand,  one  packet  of  25  grams  of 
Ledgeriana  seed  being  sold  for  fl.296.  The  total  proceeds 
were  as  follows:  Sixty  packets  Ledgeriana  seed,  fl.15,862; 
sixteen  of  Succirubra  seed,  £1.850;  seven  of  hybrid,  fl.875; 
total,  fl.17,587. 

Camphor  in  Malaya. 

In  the  course  of  the  annual  report  on  Agriculture  in  the 
Federated  Malay  States  during  1911  it  is  stated  that  a  little 
damage  was  done  to  the  old  camphor  at  Batu  Tiga  by  a 
thread-fungus.  All  the  diseased  branches  were  cut  off  and 
burnt,  with  the  result  that  this  plot  is  now  free  from  disease. 
The  young  camphor  at  Batu  Tiga  has  done  exceptionally 
well,  being  quite  free  from  thread-fungus.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  year  young  camphor-trees  were  pruned  and  the 
cuttings  sent  to  the  Agricultural  Chemist  for  experimental 
purposes.  The  trees  developed  new  shoots  with  wonderful 
rapidity,  so  much  so  that  it  would  seem  likely  several 
prunings  can  be  obtained  in  a  year.  Several  pounds  of 
Japanese  camphor-seed  was  received  from  Japan  and 
planted  in  nursery  beds.  The  results  obtained  were  far 
from  satisfactory;  only  a  few  seeds  germinated.  A  circular 
of  the  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Ceylon,  Vol.  IV.,  No.  3, 
May  1907,  states  that  camphor-seeds  are  said  to  ripen  in 
Japan  in  the  month  of  November,  and  that  seeds  received 
in  January  gave  an  average  of  1,000  plants  from  each  pound, 
that  is  about  20  per  cent.  The  seeds  received  in  Ceylon 
in  August  were  found  to  be  of  very  poor  quality,  and  only 
about  ten  plants  resulted  from  each  pound.  The  seeds 
planted  in  Malaya  were  received  about  the  end  of  March, 
which  probably  accounts  for  the  poor  results  obtained.  It 
would  thus  appear  that  orders  should  be  sent  to  Japan  in 
September.  Several  methods  were  tried  to  propagate  root- 
cuttings,  but  none  were  successful ;  further  experiments  are 
to  be  made.  At  present  probably  the  best  way  to  obtain 
a  stock  of  p'ants  is  to  order  two-year  seedlings  from  Japan. 
During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  more  thorough  investi- 
gation of  the  distillation  of  camphor  was  carried  out  by 
the_  Agricultural  Chemist  in  order  to  complete  the  pre- 
liminary experiments  of  1909  and  to  ascertain  whether  the 
industry  was  likely  to  prove  remunerative.  A  bulletin  is 
now  in  the  press,  and  will  shortly  be  published,  on  the 
work  carried  out,  and  will  demonstrate  that,  provided  satis- 
factory methods  of  propagating  the  plant  can  be  accom- 
plished, the  cultivation  should  prove  quite  a  useful  one. 


London  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


A JOINT  MEETING  of  the  Chemical  and  Perfumery 
Trades  Sections  was  held  in  the  offices,  Oxford 
Court,  E.C.,  on  Wednesday,  October  9,  at  2.30  p.m.  Mr. 
John  C.  Umney,  F.C.S.,  Chairman  of  the  former  Section, 
presided,  Mr.  Eugene  V.  Barrett,  Chairman  of  the  Per- 
fumery Section,  supporting  him.  The  object  of  the  meet- 
ing was  to  consider  the  request  of  the  Dominions  Royal 
Commission  for  evidence  on  questions  within  the  terms 
of  their  reference,  and  to  determine  as  to  the  evidence 
which  should  be  offered  on  behalf  of  the  Sections,  and, 
in  this  connection,  to  consider  a  suggestion  that  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Commission  be  drawn  to  the  desirability  of 
developing  in  various  parts  of  the  Empire  the  cultivation 
of  medicinal  drugs  and  raw  materials  for  essential-oil  dis- 
tillation. Among  those  present  were  :  Messrs.  G.  Stafford 
Allen  and  Kenneth  C.  Allen  (Stafford  Allen  &  Co.,  Ltd.), 
Arthur  A.  Barrett  (Messina),  Horace  Barrett  (J.  &  E. 
Atkinson,  Ltd.),  R.  H.  Brittain  (Prichard  &  Constance, 
Ltd.),  Charles  Brookes  (American  Drug  Stores),  Charles 
S.  Dolley  (Mexico),  J.  Herbert  E.  Evans  (Liverpool), 
Ralph  S.  Gosnell  (John  Gosnell  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  J.  Griffiths, 
Charles  Alex.  Hill  (The  British  Drug  Houses),  E.  M. 
Holmes,  Peter  MacEwan,  C.  H.  J.  Tanner  (Crown  Per- 
fumery Co.),  W.  Phillip  Want,  E.  A.  Webb  (Evans, 
Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.),  and  Paul  T.  White  (A. 
White  &  Sons).  The  Chairman  opened  the  proceedings 
by  stating 

The  Case  foh  Inquiry. 

This  meeting,  he  said,  is  the  direct  outcome  of  the  Presi- 
dential Address  of  Sir  Edward  Evans  to  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference,  held  in  Edinburgh  at  the  end  of  July. 
Sir  Edward  Evans,  as  President  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference,  brought  his  wide  experience  of  business 
to  bear  upon  a  subject  which  is  of  the  very  greatest  import- 
ance to  this  Empire.  Ha-ving  travelled  through  Canada  and 
the  United  States  comparatively  recently,  he  was  able  to 
see  what  advance  had  been  made,  especially  in  the 
United  States,  by  the  establishment  of  a  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry  under  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  where  all  ques- 
tions relating  to  the  development  of  cultivation  are  con- 
sidered. There  can  be  no  question  that  the  work  which 
has  been  done  in  the  United  States  in  connection  with 
plant  cultivation  is  of  the  highest  importance,  and  this  is 
evident  from  the  publications  that  are  made  from  time  to 
time,  such  as  that  recently  issued  on  the  cultivation  of 
hydrastis.  Sir  Edward  Evans  advocated  in  general  terms 
the  appointment  of  a  Department  attached  to  the  Board 
of  Agriculture  which  should  have  similar  functions  to  that 
in  the  United  States.  The  broad  views  that  he  then  ex- 
pressed were  elaborated  by  Mr.  J.  Herbert  Evans,  whose 
company  we  have  the  advantage  of  to-day.  In  Mr.  Her- 
bert Evans's  paper  details  were  given  of  the  possibilities 
of  extension  of  the  cultivation  of  drugs,  etc.,  and  instances 
were  quoted  by  him  where  plants  indigenous  in  one  country, 
and  originally  marketed  from  one  country  only,  had  been 
introduced  into  other  countries  and  established  on  a  very 
firm  foundation.  Mr.  Herbert  Evans  referred  to  the  fact 
that  our  Empire  embraced  practically  every  variety  of 
climate  and  situation,  and  with  the  means  of  transport  at 
the  disposal  of  this  vast  Empire,  and  also  with  our  scientific 
knowledge,  he  showed  that  it  was  highly  desirable,  and 
indeed  practicable,  that  this  subject  should  be  developed. 
He  suggested  that  the  minor  Government  assistance  which 
had  already  been  given  .should  be  considerably  extended, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  suggestion  will  fall  on  willing 
ears.  I  think  I  am  right  in  saying  that  it  was  the  editor 
of  the  "British  and  Colonial  Druggist"  who  called  atten- 
tion to  the  sympathy  that  was  likely  to  be  extended  to  the 
suggestion  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  Resources  and 
Trade  of  the  Dominions,  then  sitting  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  the  Right  Hon.  Arnold  Morley. 

The  mantle  of  Presidency  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  has  in  the  meantime  fallen  from  the  shoulders 
of  Sir  Edward  Evans  on  to  very  unworthv  ones  in  my 
own,  and  after  consultation  together  Sir  Edward  Evans 
and  mvself  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  best  way 
to  deal  with  this  most  important  .subject  is  through  tho 
powerful  machinery  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
In  this  decision  we  have  been  largely  guided  by  the  fact 
that  several  sections  of  the  Chamber,  notably  the  Textile 
Section,  have  already  had  the  question  under  consideration, 
and  have  expressed  their  willinffncss  to  give  evidence 
through  their  members  before  this  Royal  Commission.  The 
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Commission,  as  you  are  probably  aware,  includes  repre- 
sentatives of  tho  United  Kingdom,  Canada,  Australia,  New 
Zealand,  South  Africa,  and  Newfoundland,  and  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  saying  that  recommendations  that  might  be 
made  to  these  Commissioners,  even  if  they  are  not  capable 
of  adoption  by  those  particular  colonies,  yet  would  be 
brought  under  the  notice  of  other  colonies,  where  the  possi- 
bilities of  adoption  and  development  would  be  more  likely. 

I  have  already  stated  that  in  his  paper  Mr.  Herbert 
Evans  drew  attention  to  certain  specific  instances  where  un- 
questionably drugs  now  cultivated  outside  our  dominions 
could  be  equally  well  cultivated  within  them.  I  will  not 
refer  in  detail  to  those,  but  will  suggest  that  Mr.  Herbert 
Evans  shall  refer  to  them  in  the  remarks  which  I  will  ask 
him  to  make.  I  would,  however,  like  to  explain  that  it 
did  seem  to  mo  that  in  the  consideration  of  this  subject 
there  was  another  branch  where  plant  cultivation  in  our 
dominions  would  be  of  inestimable  advantage.  I  refer  to 
the  cultivation  of  material  for  the  distillation  of  essential 
oils.  The  subject  is  one  to  which  I  have  devoted  very  great 
attention,  and  which  was  elaborated  to  some  extent  in 
papers  which  appeared  in  the  "  Perfumery  and  Essential 
Oil  Record "  of  September,  dealing  more  especially  with 
the  possibilities  of  cultivation  in  Mexico,  by  an  expert 
who  is  present  here,  Dr.  Dolley,  but  who,  in  addition  to 
interests  in  Mexico,  has  large  interests  in  the  West  Indies 
(in  the  Bahamas),  and  also  dealing  with  certain  preliminary 
trial  cultivations  which  havo  .been  made  in  Australia  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  Government,  and  also  in  Sicily.  These 
are  only  cited  as  showing  the  possibilities  of  cultivation  in 
different  parts  of  the  world,  and  the  extension  of  cultiva- 
tion within  our  own  dominions  is  only  a  question  that 
needs  the  serious  consideration  of  the  botanical  experts. 

It  was  with  the  very  greatest  pleasm-e,  therefore,  that 
Mr.  BarretT,  as  Chairman  of  the  Perfumery  Section  of  this 
Chamber,  notified  his  willingness  to  join  forces  with  the 
Chemical  and  Drug  Section  for  the  consideration  of  this 
most  important  subject.  Mr.  Barrett,  of  course,  will  speak 
for  himself  and  the  perfumery  trade.  All  I  need  say  is 
that  there  is  probably  no  business  in  this  country  which  is 
so  dependent  upon  materials  drawn  from  different  parts 
of  the  world  as  is  the  perfumery  trade,  and  the  recent 
speculations  and  cornering  in  essential  oils  have  naturally 
led  the  perfumer  to  the  most  serious  consideration  of  the 
problems  of  cultivation  of  material  for  distillation  within 
our  own  dominions.  I  do  not  put  forward  as  a  panacea, 
for  example,  against  famine  prices  of  bergamot  oil  the 
cultivation  of  bergamot  in  Rhodesia,  or  possibly  in  Uganda, 
nor  the  cultivation  of  roses  in  some  district  Which  has  a 
climate  a.nd  soil  corresponding  with  that  of  Bulgaria  for 
otto  of  rose  ;  but  there  can  be  no  question  that  many  of 
the  oils  which  are  so  largely  used  in  manufacture  as 
starting  points,  or  which  are  important  products  in  per- 
fumery, can  be  produced  within  some  of  our  own  dominions, 
distributed  in  almost  every  latitude  and  longitude  through- 
out the  world. 

The  Chairman  also  read  the  following  notes  by  Mr.  F. 
Ransom,  who  was  absent  through  illness  : 

I  believe  that  English  manufacturers  always  prefer  to 
use  the  products  of  the  British  Colonies  when  possible,  and 
that  they  can  usually  place  more  reliance  on  the  quality 
of  such  than  of  those  obtained  from  foreign  countries.  It 
would  appear  that  the  most  likely  drugs  to  cultivate  would 
be  those  which  are  comparatively  high  in  price.  It  would 
be  difficult  to  compete  with  cheaD  products  which  are  col- 
lected from  plants  growing  wild  in  Central  Europe  and 
elsewhere. 

Hydrastis  canadensis,  being  now  worth  about  20s.  per  lb., 
or  six  times  the  value  of  a  few  years  ago,  should  offer  some 
encouragement  for  cultivators.  Similar  conditions  to  those 
in  which  it  is  grown  in  the  United  States  of  America  could 
probably  be  found  in  Canada.  During  the  present  year 
some  adulteration  has  been  noticed,  and  it  would  be  an 
advantage  to  be  able  to  obtain  a  drug  on  which  complete 
reliance  could  be  placed. 

Euonymus-bark  is  also  dearer  than  formerly,  and  pro- 
bably offers  no  great  difficulty  in  cultivation. 

Podophyllum,  pe/tatum,  another  drug  in  large  demand, 
might  be  cultivated  in  Canada,  but  possibly  the  price  obtain- 
able is  hardly  sufficient  to  attract  growers. 

Arnica  montana,  although  formerly  plentiful,  has  during 
recent  years  become  very  scarce,  and  that  which  is  offered 
is  often  not  in  good  condition.  A  spurious  article  is,  I 
believe,  largely  used  on  the  Continent,  and  is  occasionally 
offered  in  this  country.  In  a  suitable  climate  it  should  not 
be  difficult  to  grow,  and  might  be  profitable. 

Lavender  is  said  to  have  been  grown  with  satisfactory 
results  in  Victoria  (Australia),  and  with  the  higher  price 
for  oil  now  obtainable  should  be  a  success. 


Canicay  and  dill  should  also  be  worth  experimental 
growing  in  suitable  districts. 

Active  encouragement  by  the  Dominion  Governments 
would  probably  be  necessary,  and  financial  assistance  might 
be  required  to  induce  farmers  to  experiment  on  a  com- 
mercial scale. 

DISCUSSION. 

Mr.  Eugene  V.  Barrett  was  the  first  speaker  called 
upon  by  the  Chairman.  As  Chairman  of  the  Perfumery 
Section  of  the  Chamber,  he  stated  that  he  had  given  very 
careful  consideration  to  the  suggestions  that  had  been 
made  by  Mr.  Umney.  As  a  consequence  he  heartily 
endorsed  all  that  had  been  6aid,  both  with  regard  to  the 
difficulties  arising  from  cornering  and  speculation  in 
essential  oils,  and  to  the  climatic  conditions  where  the 
variations  were  such  that  the  oils  were  produced  in  one 
district  only.  Pleased  as  he  would  be  to  work  in  hearty 
co-operation  with  the  Chemical  Section  of  the  Chamber, 
he  desired  to  remind  his  chemical  friends  that,  in  the 
final  judgment,  too  much  stress  must  not  be  laid  upon 
the  analytical  results.  Perfumery  experts,  he  added, 
should  have  the  final  valuation  of  the  oils  as  well  as  of 
the  analysis. 

Mr.  J.  Herbert  E.  Evans,  at  the  request  of  the  Chair- 
man, elaborated  the  remarks  which  he  made  in  the 
paper  read  before  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Confer- 
ence meeting  at  Edinburgh.  He  stated  that  he  dealt 
especially  with  the  drugs,  largely  consumed,  'which  were 
produced  within  comparatively  limited  areas  where  diffi- 
culties might  arise  from  labour  troubles,  from  disturbed! 
local  conditions,  and  from  a  whole  host  of  other  unfore- 
seen circumstances.  In  this  connection  he  referred 
especially  to  such  drugs  as  cascara,  hydrastis,  and  others 
which  are  subject  to  considerable  fluctuation  in  price, 
but  which  unquestionably  could  be  cultivated  in  Canada 
as  well  as  in  the  United  States.  Commenting  upon  the 
results  which  have  followed  investigations  in  botany,  he 
referred  to  certain  drugs  which  are  now  cultivated  on 
a  large  scale  in  parts  of  the  world  other  than  those  in 
which  they  were  truly  indigenous,  such  as  cocoa, 
ipecac,  etc. 

The  Chairman  then  moved  a  resolution  as  follows  : 

'"That  this  joint  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Chemical 
and  Perfumery  Sections  of  the  Chamber,  and  others 
interested,  having  considered  the  suggestions  brought  before 
the  meeting,  is  in  favour  of  evidence  being  given  before  the 
Dominions  Royal  Commission  as  to  the  possibility  of  extend- 
ing, within  the  British  Empire,  the  cultivation  of  medicinal 
drugs  and  raw  materials  for  essential-oil  distillation." 

Mr.  Eugene  V.  Barrett  having  seconded  the  motion, 
it  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Barrett  commented  briefly  but  pointedly  upon  the 
difficulty  that  will  be  experienced  in  bringing  evidence, 
that  can  be  relied  upon  for  accuracy,  with  regard  to 
botanical  conditions  before  the  Commission. 

The  Chairman  endorsed  what  Mr.  Barrett  had  said  on 
the  point  raised,  and  called  upon  Mr.  Holmes  (Curator 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  to  express  his  views, 
especially  from  the  standpoint  of  the  botanical  expert. 

Mr.  Holmes  said  that  he  had  availed  himself  of  the 
opportunity  afforded  him  in  his  garden  of  cultivating, 
on  a  small  scale,  many  plants  which  are  of  the  greatest 
industrial  importance.  Referring  especially  to  the  culti- 
vation of  certain  types  of  roses,  he  showed  how  excellent 
perfumes  can  be  obtained.  He  gave  some  interesting 
particulars  regarding  the  cultivation  of  Mentha  species 
yielding  menthol,  and  stated  that  as  an  outcome  of  his 
investigations  he  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  elabo- 
rate cultivation  experiments  should  be  made,  in  the  first 
instance,  to  determine  the  suitability  of  soil  and  climate 
in  differ-ent  parts  of  our  Colonies  for  the  growing  of 
innumerable  plants  of  utility  for  manufacturing  purposes. 
In  his  view,  a  subsidy  or  grant  from  the  Government, 
was  absolutely  necessary. 

Mr.  A.  A.  Barrett  gave  particulars  regarding  the 
cultivation  of  bergamot  in  various  parts  of  the  world. 
He  indicated  the  very  limited  area  within  which  that, 
tree  and  its  congeners  can  flourish.  He  instanced  the 
fact  that  within  a  few  miles  of  the  districts  where 
bergamot  most  flourishes,  and  where  the  climate,  if  not 
the  soil,  must  be  similar,  it  rapidly  dies.    He  instanced 
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a  case  -where  he  had  grown  varied  species  of  Citrus  in 
his  own  garden.  All  had  been  successful  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  bergamot.  He  also  referred  to  experiments 
which  had  been  made  in  the  distillation  in  Sicily  of 
essential  oils  of  various  kinds,  including  peppermint  and 
rosemary.  These,  he  added,  had  been  reported  upon 
some  years  ago  by  Mr.  Umney.  One  curious  fact,  he 
added,  is  that  while  it  is  possible  to  produce  in  Sicily 
the  oil  of  the  peel  of  bitter  oranges,  it  is  not  possible 
to  produce  oil  of  bitter-orange  flowers  (neroli). 

Mr.  Kenneth  Allen,  -who  is  one  of  those  who  have 
been  appointed  by  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
to  give  evidence  before  the  Commission,  stated,  in  reply 
to  a  question  put  to  him  by  the  Chairman,  that  he  had 
attended  to  hear  the  views  of  those  present  with  the 
view  to  preparing  representative  evidence. 

Dr.  Dolley  (who  attended  at  the  request  of  the  Chair- 
man and  is  the  author  of  an  interesting  article  on  "  The 
Possibilities  of  Flower  Cultivation  in  Mexico"  in  the 
■"Perfumery  Record'')  gave  particulars  regarding  inves- 
tigations in  the  botanical  gardens  of  the  principal  West 
Indian  Islands,  including  Jamaica,  Trinidad,  the 
Bahamas,  etc.  The  conclusion  he  drew  from  these  was 
that  there  is  the  very  greatest  probability  of  many  of 
the  plants  for  oil-production  being  successfully  cultivated 
there. 

The  Chairman,  having  stated  that  the  remarks  made 
were  valuable,  suggested  that  the  following  gentlemen 
should  be  asked  to  give  evidence  before  the  Commission  : 

For  the  Drug  Section  (including  drug  materials  and 
medicinal  preparations)  :  Mr.  Francis  Ransom,  Mr. 
J.  Herbert  E.  Evans,  Mr.  Kenneth  C.  Allen,  Mr.  E.  M. 
Holmes,  and  Professor  Greenish. 

He  ako  suggested  that  evidence  with  regard  to  per- 
fumery and  essential  oils  should  be  given  by  Mr. 
Eugene  V.  Barrett  and  himself. 

Mr.  Barrett  suggested  that  the  Section  should  lay 
before  the  Commission  recommendations  that  certain 
things  should  be  done. 

The  Chairman  indicated  generally  what  is  intended  to 
be  done,  and  explained  that  already  a -vast  body  of 
evidence  has  been  prepared. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  gentlemen  named  by  the  Chair- 
man should  be  elected  to  give  evidence  according  to  their 
particular  pursuits. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  Musgrave)  mentioned  that  the 
evidence  would  be  typed  and  submitted  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commission  by  the  week  after  next ;  and  the 
Chairman  arranged  that  the  witnesses  should  confer  with 
each  other  in  due  time. 

The  proceedings  then  terminated. 


Australasian  Trade  Section. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  above  section,  held  at  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  offices  on  October  8,  the  chief  topic  under  con- 
sideration was  the  e-vidence  to  be  offered  to  the  Dominions 
Royal  Commission  on  behalf  of  the  section  in  regard  to 
matters  affecting  commercial  relations  between  Australasia 
and  Great  Britain.  Apart  from  this,  a  matter  of  interest  to 
the  drug-trade  is  the  Australian  requirements  regarding  the 
labelling  of  foodstuffs,  drugs,  etc.,  to  which  the  attention  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  has  been  drawn.  It  appears  much  incon- 
venience has  been  experienced  by  British  exporters  and 
manufacturers  owing  to  the  varying  requirements  of  the 
several  States  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  question  of  secur- 
ing greater  uniformity  of  food  and  drug  standards  through- 
out the  Commonwealth  is  at  present  engaging  the  attention 
of  several  State  Governments,  and  an  Inter-State  Conference 
is  in  contemplation  at  which  it  is  hoped  to  frame  uniform 
standards  and  regulations  which  may  be  acceptable  to  all 
the^  States.  British  manufacturers  and  exporters  of  these 
articles  who  have  experienced  difficulties  in  consequence  of 
the  varying  nature  of  the  requirements  of  the  different  States 
have  now  an  opportunity  of  bringing  these  difficulties  to 
the  notice  of  the  State  Governments  concerned.  Mr.  Charles 
E.  Musgrave  (Secretary  of  the  Chamber)  announced  at  the 
above  meeting  that  he  had  received  a  number  of  letters  from 
various  sections,  and  would  be  glad  to  receive  further  par- 
ticulars of  any  difficulties  for  the  information  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  with  a  -view  to  their  being  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  several  State  Governments  through  H.M.  Trade  Com- 
missioner in  Australia.

Shops  Act :  Hours  of  Closing. 

Sir, — The  extract  made  by  you  from  a  report  of  some 
remarks  I  made  at  a  meeting  of  the  Ley  ton  U.D.C.  is 
correct,  but  the  report  was  not  so.  I  did  not  make  such 
an  absurd  statement  that  ' '  all  the  business  is  done  be- 
tween 9  and  10  p.m."  I  was  referring  to  the  business  con- 
ducted at  a  branch  in  a  working-class  district,  and  said 
that  "between  9  and  10  p.m.  is  the  busiest  hour  of  the 
day."  Notwithstanding  this  I  was  supporting  a  recom- 
mendation that  9  p.m.  should  be  the  compulsory  hour  of 
closing,  and  opposing  the  amendment  which  was  in  favour 
of  8  p.m.  The  amendment,  however,  was  carried  by  a 
large  majority.  I  have  spoken  to  several  chemists  in  the 
district  and  they  all  agree  with  me  that  adopting  such  an 
early  hour  is  too  revolutionary  and  will  materially  interfere 
with  business.

Chaulmoogra  Oil. 

Sip, — As  shippers  of  this,  we  incline  to  your  corre- 
spondent "  Pharmaceuticus'  "  belief  that  the  oil  with  the 
thick  deposit  is  the  genuine  article,  and  the  product  of 
Gynocardia  odorata  as  described  in  the  old  B.P.  and 
mentioned  by  your  correspondent  as  having  been  expressed 
by  Messrs.  Power  and  Gornoll.  The  clear  oil,  which  we 
know  has  lately  been  sent  to  London  in  considerable 
quantity,  is  the  product  of  II ydnocarpus  Wightiana,  or 
false  chaulmoogra,  the  seeds  of  which  are  very  like  the 
first-mentioned.  Respectable  long-experienced  Indian 
(native)  druggists  plump  unhesitatingly  for  the  thick  oil. 
Our  experience  leads  us  to  think,  however,  that  probably 
very  little  oil  is  ever  made  solely  from  the  true  chaul- 
moogra-seeds,  but  from  a  mixture  of  the  two,  as  the 
"  false  "  gives  a  much  greater  yield  of  oil  and  costs  half  the 
price.  Castor  oil  is  also  added  as  an  adulterant.  Both  varie- 
ties have  medicinal  properties.  Lately,  however,  there  has 
been  a  demand  from  Europe  for  the  clear  oil,  probably  in 
ignorance.  Would  it  not  be  well  for  a  London  wholesale 
druggist  to  import  both  varieties  of  seeds  and  express 
an  oil  from  each  and  report  on  same  ?  We  shall  be 
pleased  to  supply  the  seeds  of  each  variety  freshly  gathered 
and  quite  distinct.  There  is  little  chance  of  a  European 
buyer  ever  getting  the  pure  product  of  the  "true" 
variety  alone  by  importation.  Increased  demand  for  this 
oil  indicates  greater  interest  in  this  medicine  than  has  been 
evinced  for  many  years,  and  now  seems  a  good  time  to 
establish  a  standard  preparation.

[We  have  submitted  specimens  of  the  seeds  received  from 
the  writer  to  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  who  informs  us  that  neither 
of  the  specimens  is  correctly  designated.  The  one  bearing 
the  label  "  True  Chaulmoogra,  Gynocardia  odorata,"  is  in- 
deed the  true  chaulmoogra — i.e.,  the  seed  from  which  chaul- 
moogra oil  is  obtained,  but  this  is  derived  from  Tarak- 
toqenos  Kurzii,  King,  and  not  from  Gynocardia  odorata, 
since  the  oil  from  the  latter,  as  Dr.  Power  and  his  associates 
have  shown,  is  totally  different  in  character  and  composition 
from  chaulmoogra  oil.  The  second  specimen  of  seeds  is 
labelled  "  False  Chaulmoogra.  Hydnocarpus  Wightiana," 
and  it  consists  of  the  seeds  of  Gynocardia  odorata,  R.Br. 
We  compare  below  the  principal  characters  of  three  ex- 
pressed oils  examined  in  the  Wellcome  Chemical  Research 
Laboratories :   I,  True  chaulmoogra  oil  from  the  seeds  of 
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Taraktogcnos  Kurzii;  II,  Oil  from  the  seeds  of  Gynocardia 
odorata;  and  III,  Oil  from  Hydnocarpus  odorata  :

The  mass  of  humanity  can  be  as  efficiently 
supplied  with  medicine  by  the  storeman,  who  knows  his 
"work,  as  by  the  "  professing  "  pharmacist  who  talks  about 
knowing  his  work.  Each  has  to  pass  the  same  test  of 
skill  and  knowledge  to  be  registered.  Who  is  there  to 
"look  up  "  to  in  a  chemist  who  pays  low  wages  for  long 
hours?  We  all  know  who  fears  the  future  most;  and  we 
still  wait  for  the  names  of  the  hundreds  of  "  professional  " 
pharmacists  willing  to  pay  from  200/.  to  500?.  per  annum.

Sir, — I  think  that  the  living-in  system  has  a  lot  to  do 
with  sending  chemists'  assistants  to  the  stores.  In  the 
latter,  men  can  see  that  their  quarters  are  comfortable. 
I  will  relate  one  of  my  own  experiences  in  this  direction. 
I  qualified  five  weeks  after  attaining  my  twenty-first 
birthday,  and  rather  fancied  myself  an  important  person. 
I  took  a  berth  indoors  in  a  first-class  business  at  the 
email  salary  of  60/.,  my  object  being  experience.  The 
business  was  everything  one  could  wish,  but  living  "com- 
forts "  were  as  follows  :  Sitting-room  provided  for  staff 
(my  qualified  self  and  junior)  was  underground,  with  one 
large  window  facing  a  wall  3  ft.  away  from  it,  the 
latter  rising  far  above  top  of  window  ;  consequently  the 
room  was  always  nearly  dark.  Through  this  room  every- 
one had  to  go  to  get  at  the  store-room,  which  opened  from 
it.  Our  bedrooms  were  in  the  attic.  Evening  and  Sunday 
duty,  one  in  two  :  evening,  from  time  of  closing  shop  for 
the  rest  of  the  night ;  Sunday,  the  whole  day.  with  the 
exception  of  mealtimes.  Though  the  governor  lived  on 
the  premises,  he  took  none  of  the  duty.  For  meals  we 
went  to  a  very  common  coffee-tavern,  the  proprietors  of 
which  were  paid  seven  or  eight  shillings  a  week  for  feeding 
each  of  us.  Supper  was  provided  on  the  premises — bread, 
cheese,  and  water  (winter  and  summer)  ;  no  tea  or  coffee, 
unless  we  provided  it  for  ourselves,  which,  of  course,  we 
did,  buying  cups,  saucers,  butter,  etc.  We  never  met 
the  governor's  wife,  unless  accidentally  on  the  stairs  or 
in  the  passages.  When  we  did  in  this  way  she  very 
kindly  said  "  Good  morning  "  or  "  Good  evening  "  as  she 
passed.  We  were  never  invited  to  take  a  meal  with 
them,  even  when  we  had  to  pass  the  whole  Sunday  alone 
on  duty,  and  never  once  did  the  governor  offer  to  take 
part  of  duty,  though  there  was  seldom  anything  to  do 
the  whole  time.  These  people  considered  their  assistants 
to  be  infinitely  inferior  to  themselves.  This  was  seven 
years  ago.  So  far  as  my  experience  goes  this  is  excep- 
tionally bad  ;  but  if  there  are  many  like  it,  small  wonder 
that  young  men  without  sufficient  capital  to  start  business 
on  their  own  account  join  the  stores.  In  my  own  case 
(to  show  that  the  old  trade  is  not  quite  dead)  I  happened 
to  have  sufficient  of  the  needful  to  allow  me  to  open  a 
pharmacy  when  twenty-three,  and  now,  after  four  and  a 
half  year's  trading,  I  have  a  nice  little  business  and  keep 
two  assistants,  and  am  making  money  in  spite  of  the  fact 


that  we  have  one  of  "  Felix's  "  friends  in  a  cash-chemist 
store  in  opposition  near  by. — Yours  faithfully,

Sir, — The  interesting  correspondence  on  this  subject  has 
brought  forth  opinions  very  divergent  and  prejudiced, 
but  to  me  it  has  served  to  confirm  the  opinion  that  junior 
pharmacy  is  torn  asunder  by  two  factions — the 
pharmacist  employed  by  stores,  who  wishes  to  explain 
his  position,  and  a  section  of  the  individual  pharmacists 
and  their  qualified  assistants,  who  scarcely  condescend  to 
even  mention  the  stores  manager  as  a  member  of  the  craft. 
The  study  and  practice  of  pharmacy  need  not  of  necessity 
evolve  an  individual  whose  ideas  are  bounded  by  a  row 
of  bottles,  and  many  of  its  most  progressive  members, 
finding  the  hours  of  business  in  most  pharmacies-  over- 
drawn and  irksome  and  the  salary  unworthy  of  even 
a  labourer,  have  transferred  their  services  elsewhere, 
where  better  conditions  are  available.  Who  blames  them? 
Certainly  no  one  who  appreciates  the  blighting  effect  long 
hours  in  a  narrow  atmosphere  have  on  the  human 
organism.  Are  the  pharmacists  of  to-day  more  pro- 
gressive than  their  predecessors  ?  or  has  the  lesson  of 
the  drug-stores  endowed  them  with  a  wider  appreciation 
of  business  ability  and  enterprise?  The  advantage  is 
still  slightly  with' the  stores;  the  inclusion  of  chemists' 
assistants  and  managers  in  the  Shops  Act  has  made  up 
some  of  the  lost  ground,  but  before  Pharmacy  can  resume 
her  march  on  healthy  progressive  lines  these  two  factions 
must  unite  and  work  in  harmony.  There  should  be  some 
organisation  where  all  managers  and  assistants  can  meet 
and  discuss  this  and  other  urgent  problems,  and  we  of 
the  N.U.A.P.  have  found  the  opposition  of  these  factions 
the  great  stumbling-block  in  our  endeavour  to  organise 
junior  pharmacy.  The  same  tale  is  told  at  all  the  branches, 
and  many  of  the  best  juniors  in  pharmacy  have  thrown 
up  the  sponge  in  disgust  at  the  narrow-minded  obstinacy 
of  the  pharmacist  and  his  assistants.  The  solution  of 
this  difficulty  is  not  in  the  hands  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  whose  aims  do  not  include  the  improvement  of 
the  economic  condition  of  its  members,  neither  does  it 
rest  with  the  individual  pharmacist,  who  has  to  show 
all  his  mettle  to  combat  the  ever-increasing  competition 
of  the  stores;  it  is  the  junior  pharmacists  of  to-day  who 
must  solve  the  problem.  If  the  N.U.A.P.  is  not  the 
organisation  required,  scrap  it,  or  reform  it  as  you  will; 
it  is  merely  the  expression  of  the  ideas  of  its  members, 
and  the  unaided  attainment  of  the  compulsory  half-day 
weekly  with  a  very  small  membership  is  sufficient  grounds 
for  its  existence,  "and  this  indicates  what  can  be  done 
by  a  body  of  united  members  of  this  craft.  I  read  in 
your  esteemed  journal  that  Chester  pharmacists  celebrated 
the  introduction  of  the  compulsory  half-day  by  having  an 
excursion  in  the  country  :  one  member  humorously  re- 
marked that  it  was  the  first  half-holiday  he  had  for  twenty 
years.  What  a  record  !  Eesolve  now,  junior  pharmacists, 
that  the  record  for  the  next  decade  shall  be  an  improve- 
ment on  the  last,  and  this  can  only  be  done  by  a  united 
effort.

Be  National  Ins-urance  Act. 

Anyone  engaged  as  a  dispenser  to  a  registered  medical 
practitioner  for  three  years  immediately  prior  to  Decem- 
ber 16,  1911,  is  qualified  to  dispense  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Act.  What  steps  are  being  taken  to  ascertain  the  names 
of  those  who  have  been  so  engaged  ?  Is  any  register  to  be 
kept,  and,  if  so,  when  and  to  whom  must  application  for 
registration  be  made? — Meta  (75/27). 

[There  is  no  provision  in  the  Act  for  such  a  register. 
,  Provisional  Regulation  34  (see  C.  &  D.,  October  5,  index 
folio  533)  gives  sufficient  guarantee  to  Local  Committees  that 
chemists  on  the  panel  employ  recognised  dispensers,  and 
those  referred  to  by  "Meta"  should  obtain  from  their 
employers  a  signed  declaration  as  to  their  employment  before 
December  16,  1911.— Editor,  G.  &  Z>.]

Legal  Queries. 

Consult  "  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,"  iqiz,  pp.  43s  to  454, 
where  most  legal  difficulties  are  anticipated,  before  writing 
about  your  difficulty. 


Acer  (54/48)  asks:  "Can  a  limited  company  carrying  on 
a  branch  business  as  a  drug-store  without  a  qualified 
manager  sell  at  that  branch  quinine-wine  and  claim  the 
exemption  of  "known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies"? 
[No,  because  the  company  is  not  carrying  on  business  at  the 
branch  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Section  3  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.] 

L.P.S.I.  (53/8)  submits  specimens  of  his  labels  in  which 
the  words  used  are  "  Oxalic  Acid,  Poisonous,"  "  Salt  of 
Lemon,  Poisonous,"  "Spirit  of  Salt,  Poison."  The  Sale  of 
Poisons  Act  (Ireland)  requires  the  word  "Poison"  to  be 
used  in  the  case  of  oxalic  acid  and  salt  of  lemon,  while  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  requires  the  wording  to  be 


"  Oxalic  Acid,  Poisonous,"  and  "  Salt  of  Lemon,  Poisonous." 
As  the  earlier  requirement  has  not  been  repealed,  both 
"Poison"  and  "Poisonous"  should  be  used  with  these 
substances.  In  the  case  of  spirit  of  salt  the  word  required 
by  law  is  "  Poisonous."  "Not  to  be  Taken  "  has  also  to 
be  used. 

Edina  (58/36)  desires  to  put  an  entire  drug  in  tablet  form 
containing  nothing  but  the  excipient,  and  wants  to  know 
whether  or  not  such  a  tablet  will  come  under  the  entire 
drugs  exemption.  [It  is  the  present  practice  of  the  Board 
of  Customs  and  Excise  to  treat  tablets  of  that  nature  as 
coming  within  the  entire  drugs  exemption ;  that  is  to  say, 
when  the  excipient  is  in  infinitesimal  proportion  compared 
with  the  medicament,  and  is  not  in  any  sense  a  vehicle. 
For  the  same  reason  tablets  that  are  coated  with  sugar  or 
other  coating  material  are  not  excluded  from  the  exemption. 
If  the  excipient  is  in  such  proportion  as  to  become  a  vehicle 
for  the  drug,  the  tablets  cannot  reasonably  enjoy  the  exemp- 
tion ;  but  if  the  composition  is  declared  by  the  maker  as  the 
first  vendor,  the  tablets  come  under  the  "  known,  admitted, 
and  approved  remedies"  exemption,  "Edina"  being  a 
registered  chemist.] 

Dispenser  (63/42),  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist,  has 
been  asked  to  become  a  director  of  a  limited  company 
(trading  as  chemists  and  druggists)  as  the  qualified  manager, 
and  he  wants  to  know  what  are  the  duties,  obligations, 
and  responsibilities  attached  to  such  a  directorship.  [So 
far  as  the  seat  on  the  board  of  the  company  is  concerned 
we  can  give  no  information  ;  that  must  be  obtained  by  "  Dis- 
penser" himself  from  the  company.  The  duties  of  directors 
vary  according  to  the  nature  of  the  company  ;  but  certain 
statutory  obligations  are  imposed  upon  them  by  the  Com- 
panies Acts  in  connection  with  the  allotment  of  shares  and, 
generally,  the  transaction  of  the  financial  business  of  the 
company.  In  respect  to  these  matters  "Dispenser"  should 
be  advised  by  his  own  solicitor.  Lender  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  the  director  of  a  limited  company 
trading  as  chemists,  who  has  a  seat  on  the  board  as  super- 
intendent and  manager  of  the  business,  is  exactly  in  the 
position,  so  far  as  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  is  concerned, 
of  a  qualified  personal  owner  of  a  business,  and  is  respon- 
sible for  the  statutory  conditions  regarding  the  sale  and 
dispensing  of  poisons  being  observed  in  the  business.  He 
mav  not  act  at  the  same  time  in  a  similar  capacity  for  any 
other  company,  and  the  Act  does  not  forbid  a  part-time  dis- 
penser occupying  a  directorship.] 

Miscellaneous  Inquiries.

We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report  upon  proprietary  articles, 
and  when  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to 
us  as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for 
and  how. 

Terebene  (57/23). — Artificial  Wine-flavours. — There  is  no 
book  published  dealing  specially  with  this  matter,  but 
most  of  the  information  will  be  found  in  "  Pharmaceutical. 
Formulas." 

T.  M.  <t  Co.  (53/57).— (1)  Cherry  Brandy.— Mash  ripe 
Morella  cherries,  press  out  the  juice,  and  to  each  gallon 
add —

Lemon-peel    4  oz. 

Cinnamon, 
Pimento, 

Coriander    of  each     1  dr. 

Essential  oil  of  almonds  ...       ...     5  minims 

Essence  of  vanilla   10  minims 

Rectified  spirit    2  pints 

Keep  for  six  months  before  straining,  and  then  for  another 
six  months  before  use. 
(2)  Sloe  Gin: 

Sloes    3  quarts 

Bitter  almonds    5  oz. 

Sugar   3~  lb. 

Gin      1  gal. 

Macerate  for  three  months,  shaking  twice  a  week;  strain 
and  bottle. 

Damson  gin  is  made  by  employing  damsons  in  place  of  the 
sloes. 

Silent  (Bombay)  (48/65).— (1)  Musk-ambrene  is  chemically 
butyl-ra-cresol  methyl'  ester;    musk-xylol  is  trinitro-butyl- 
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xylol.  (2)  Pipehonal  or  Heliothopin  does  not  appear  to 
have  medicinal  qualities,  but  would  probably  be  harmless 
employed  as  a  perfume  for  a  menthol  ointment.  (3)  Clinical 
Thermometers  are  inscribed  with  makers'  names  by  means 
of  a  diamond,  the  marks  being  afterwards  filled  in  with  a 
solution  of  sealing-wax  in  spirit. 

J.  H.  (44/31). — Motor-cycle  Lubricating  Oil. — The  follow- 
ing mixed  oils  represent  the  class  of  lubricant  employed  for 
motor-cycles.  The  oils  are  blended  by  heating  in  a  steam- 
jacketed  pan  at  110°  F.

Curer  (55/66). — Softening  Animals'  Skins. — Strong  solu- 
tion of  ammonium  chloride  is  the  best  thing  we  know  of 
for  softening  animal  and  bird  skins  which  have  become 
hardened. 

/.  S.  S.  (55/62). — Preserving  the  Colour  of  Dried 
Flowers. — The  best  method  is  to  employ  salicylic  acid  dur- 
ing the  drying  process,  either  in  powdered  form  or  in 
alcoholic  solution.  In  the  case  of  the  solution  the  flowers 
are  dipped  in  the  solution  and  returned  to  the  blotting- 
paper  press.  When  powder  is  employed  it  is  necessary  to 
remove  excess  by  means  of  a  brush.  Various  varnishes  have 
been  recommended  for  the  same  purpose,  but  these  do  not 
appear  to  be  very  successful. 

Nemo  (49/56). — Fire-^resisting  Paints. — There  are  two 
classes  of  paints  which  are  made  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
sisting great  heat.  The  first  is  a  modification  of  ordinary 
paint  in  which  silicate  of  soda  is  combined  with  linseed  oil 
as  the  medium.  The  other  variety  embodies  the  employ- 
ment of  asbestos,  as  shown  here : 

Prepared  asbestos   48  lb. 

Zinc  white   48  lb. 

Zinc  sulphide    12  lb. 

Linseed  oil   1  gal. 

Turpentine    1  pint 

The  colouring-agents  that  are  used  are  blue,  ultramarine; 
yellow,  Oxford  ochre;  red,  Venetian  red;  purple,  purple 
oxide;  stone,  raw  umber;  green,  Brunswick  green;  Hack, 
black  oxide  of  manganese  and  carbon-black.  As  a  cheaper 
fireproof  base  ground  blast-furnace  slag  has  been  sug- 
gested in  place  of  asbestos. 

B.  (49/14). — Hair-dye. — There  is  not  sufficient  material  to 
make  a  quantitative  analysis  of  solution  "  A,"  but  the  follow- 


ing gives  a  similar  preparation: 

Acid,   pyrogallic   sj. 

Liq.  potassee   3ss. 

Spt.   vin.   rect   3ij. 

Aq.  ad   3j. 


Dissolve  the  acid  in  the  spirit  and  add  the  other 
ingredients. 

Solution  "B"  is  a  20-vol.  (6-per-cent.)  solution  of  hydrogen 
peroxide;  that  is,  double  the  strength  of  the  B.P.  liquor. 

H.  M.  T.  (55/43).— Old  Script.— This  is  not  a  charm  as 
you  surmise,  but  a  note  of  money  owing  by  the  writer. 
The  photograph  is  not  complete  on  the  right-hand  side. 
The  reading  is  as  follows :

The  genealogical  frontispiece  from  the  Bible  (1621)  in  which 
the  above  was  written  is  not  unusual  in  Bibles  of  that 
date. 

Church  (65/24). — We  do  not  print  and  publish  a  manager's 
agreement  form,  but  you  will  find  the  wording  of  one  in 
The  Chemists'1  and  Druggists'  Diary,  1910.  p.  460,  and  you 
can  have  it  written  or  typed,  whichever  pleases  you. 

East  End  (63/23). — There  are  very  few  things  required 
from  chemists  under  Section  16  (Sanatorium  Benefit),  except 
malt-extract,  malt  and  oil,  cod-liver  oil,  cod-liver  oil  with 


creosote,  and  so  on.  The  prices  now  being  commonly 
charged  are :  9d.  a  lb.  for  malt-extract  and  malt  and  oil ; 
Is.  a  pint  for  cod-liver  oil ;  9d.  an  8-oz.  bottle  for  ood-liver 
oil  with  creosote  (or  other  medication).  It  would  be  un- 
wise for  you  to  take  on  the  Section  16  insured  persons  at 
bd.  a  head,  as  they  are  all  patients ;  whereas  under  Section  15 
it  is  insured  persons  whom  you  would  have  to  reckon  by 
under  a  per  capita  system,  and  only  some  of  them  are 
likely  to  be  patients. 

P.  B.  D.  &  <S'.  (Agra)  (182/30).— Scorpion-bites  Treat- 
ment.— A  variety  of  remedies  have  been  recommended  for 
scorpion-poisoning,  but  probably  the  most  convenient  counter- 
remedy  is  Sir  Lauder  Brunton's  snake-bite  outfit,  consisting 
of  potassium-permanganate  crystals  and  a  small  lancet.  It 
should  be  remembered,  however,  that  scorpion-bites,  unlike 
snake-bites,  are  not  necessarily  fatal,  death  only  occurring 
in  cases  where  the  persons  bitten  are  delicate  or  sickly  sub- 
jects. Other  remedies  less  severe  than  the  method  referred 
to  above  consist  in  suction  of  the  wound  and  the  application 
of  salt  water,  .vinegar,  ammonia,  alum,  ipecacuanha,  spirit 
of  camphor,  eau  de  Cologne,  tobacco-water,  turpentine, 
tincture  of  iodine,  lead  lotion,  or  spirits. 

Silent  (Bombay)  (63/70).— (1)  Labels  on  Tins.— As  you  have 
never  experienced  any  difficulty  in  sticking  labels  on  tin, 
it  seems  to  be  "  meeting  trouble  half-way  "  to  inquire  as  to 
the  advantages  of  the  special  pastes  sold  for  that  purpose. 
We  note  that  you  have  found  arrowroot-paste  perfectly  satis- 
factory for  sticking  labels  on  all  kinds  of  tins.  (2)  Viscose 
bottle-caps  are  prepared  by  a  patented  process.  (3)  -See 
C.  &  D.,  August  31,  1912,  index  folio  366,  for  formulae  for 
hair-washes  in  which  the  quantity  of  alcohol  can  be  varied 
if  desired.  (4)  Purified  Liquid  Paraffin  or  heavy  white 
mineral  oil  has  a  lubricating  effect'  when  taken  internally. 
It  is  not  absorbed  into  the  system. 

W.  B.  (69/72).— Indian  Cerate.— The  following  recipe,  one 
of  several,  is  from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  It  is 
claimed  to  be  the  original  recipe  : 

First  Stage.— Rub  up  in  a  large  warmed  mortar  jij.  of 
Peruvian  balsam  with  3ij.  of  olive  oil. 

Second  Stage— Melt  1  lb.  of  white  wax  in  78  oz.  of  olive 
oil,  by  the  aid  of  heat,  and  mix  with  the  Peruvian  balsam 
and  oil. 

Third  Stage.— -Make  15  oz.  of  levigated  carbonate  ol  lead 
into  a  thin  paste  with  distilled  water,  and  mix  well  with  the 
above  ointment  while  hot,  stirring  constantly  till  nearly 
cold. 

Alpha  (58/14).— Cleaning  Scarlet  Cloth.— See  C.  <£•  D., 
September  14,  index  folio  457,  and  January  13,  index 
folio  70. 

Yolo  (60/13).— Hiccup  in  Children— This  is  usually  an 
unimportant  condition  in  children,  and  is  generally  easily 
controlled  by  domestic  remedies  such  as  the  following  : 
(1)  Counting  100  without  drawing  breath;  (2)  holding  the 
breath  for  a  minute;  (3)  warm  applications  or  counter- 
irritants  to  the  diaphragm ;  (4)  a  few  drops  of  spirit  of  sal 
.volatile  in  water,  or  a  few  drops  of  spirit  of  camphor  or 
eucalyptus  oil  on  sugar.  Persistent  cases  in  adults  require 
more  severe  remedies. 

Archimedes  (58/16).— Benzoated  Lard.— Many  variations 
on  the  official  process  have  been  suggested  with  a  view  to 
saving  time  and  prolonged  heating  of  the  lard.  The  German 
Pharmacopoeia  method  is  to  add  1  per  cent,  of  benzoic  acid 
to  the  melted  lard,  and  Dott's  improvement  on  this  process 
is  to  employ  60  grains  of  benzoic  acid  and  40  grains  of  pre- 
pared storax  to  a  pound  of  lard.  The  odour  of  the  finished 
product  is  very  balsamic.  The  French  process  consists  in 
adding  5  grams  of  benzoin  tincture  (1  in  5)  to  each  kilo,  of 
lard.    The  objection  here  is  to  the  waste  of  spirit.

POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Ten  deaths  from  poisoning  have  been  reported  since  last 
week.    Only  one  was  due  to  misadventure. 

Camphor  Liniment,  drunk  accidentally,  killed  Mrs.  Mary 
Murray  (60),  at  Dublin. 

Carbolic  Acid. — Mary  Susan  Moule,  the  wife  of  an  Exeter 
licensed  victualler,  and  Wm.  McClure  (22).  Army  reservist, 
Belfast,  committed  suicide  by  taking  this  corrosive  fluid. 

Chlorodyne. — Thomas  Thomas  (491.  formerly  licensed 
.victualler,  Barnes,  committed  suicide  bv  taking  chlorodyne. 
Deceased  had  taken  the  contents  of  a  2-oz.  phial. 

Hydrochloric  Acid. — At  an  inquest  held  at  Cardiff  on 
Thos.  Jones  (62),  who  committed  suicide  by  taking  hydro- 
chloric acid,  Dr.  Samuel  stated  that  deceased  told  him  he 
had  bought  the  poison  at  a  chemist's  shop  in  City  Road,  but 
he  refused  to  give  the  name.  The  bottle  was  not  labelled. 
The  Coroner  said  this  was  a  distinct  violation  of  the 
Poisons  Regulations.  Inquiries  had  been  made  by  the 
police  as  to  where  it  was  bought,  without  satis- 
factory results.    Whoever  sold  the  poison  ought  tj  be  pro- 


ceeded against. — Sidney  Hatch  (44),  general  dealer,  Cip- 
penham,  took  spirit  of  salt  with  suicidal  intent.  At  the 
inquest,  Dr.  R.  E.  B.  Wilmot  said:  "Spirit  of  salt  was 
nitric  acid, "  but  deceased  was  not  b»rnt  about  the  mouth 
as  one  would  expect.  This  might  be  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  the  spirit  of  salt  had  ben  kept  some  time." — 
Ann  Wickett  (31)  used  the  same  lethal  agent  at  Birmingham. 

Oxalic-acid  poisoning  caused  the  suicidal  death  of  Mrs. 
Alice  Ann  Horrobin  (48),  Bolton. 

Weed-killer. — Helen  Finlayson  (23),  West  Linton,  poisoned 
herself  with  weed-killer. 

Kind  not  Stated. — Henry  Thwaites,  chemical  engineer, 
Peterborough,  was  found  dead  from  poisoning  at  the  top  of 
a  ladder  leading  to  a  chimney-shaft  at  a  local  brick-works.
